Millionaires and Subscription Lists. 

‘Millionaires are as plenty as black- 
berries in this town,” said a gentleman 
who has been active in pushing the sub- 
scription for the statue to General Grant. 
“You just let the right set of men take 
hold of a subscription list for any worthy 
purpose and see how rapidly it swells. 
Look at the Sherman statue fund. It 
will be completed in a few days, and we 
could have passed the $50,000 mark sev- 
eral days ago if we had not limited the 
highest subscription to$1,000. The prin- 
cipal drawback about going to an ordi- 
nary millionaire with a subscription list 
is his sensitiveness about making his 
name too conspicuous on the list.

Supplying Moving Engines with Water. 

By a new invention which is being 
tried on some of the southern railroads 
itis thought possible that engines can 
be supplied with water when necessary 
without stopping. The system is ex- 
plained as follows: There is to be a 
tower over each weil or stream that is 
to supply water, about forty feet high, 
and from this tower is suspended by a 
wire cable a tank or bucket holding 
about 2,500 gallons of water. The same 
is raised by passing locomotives, and 
the water discharged automatically into 
a storage tank. The bucket that con- 
veys the water tothe storage tank, when 
emptied, goes back automatically into 
the well or stream of supply, and is filled 
ready for the next locomotive. This 
saves the expense of a stationary engine 
and fuel, with engine and such expense 
as attends the present system, and gives 
equal guarantee of reliable supply.— 
New York Telegram. 


Landlords and the Measles.

He has lived for about 
fifty years of Christian equanimity with- 
out ever having the measles. A week or 
s0 ago they ‘‘struck” him and he was 
obliged to cancel his business arrange- 
ments and to go to his bed.

BARON FAVA RECALLED. 


It Creates a Genuine Sensation 


in the State Department.

HIGH OFFICIALS ARE SILENT, 


But Greatly Surprised, as the Tuvestiga- 
tion by the Graud Jury is Not Yet Fin- 
ished—Italian Government Afraid That 


Due KReparetion Will Not Be Made— 


Reports of Outrages Upon Americans 


in Italy Denied—A Serious Matter, 


Which, However, May Be Settled by 


Mutual Explanations and Diplomacy— 
What Newspapers Think of It. 


WASHINGTON, April 1.—With au official 
note dated yesterday, Baron Favi, the 
Italian minister, declured to the secretary 
of state that the United States govern- 
ment, not having given the assurances 
that ihe murderers of the Italian subjects, 
acjuitted by the American magistrates 
and murdered in prison while under the 
immediate protection of the authorities 
at New Orleans, would be brought to jus- 
tice, the Italian government has found 
itself under the very painful necessity of 
showing openly its dissatisfaction by re- 
calling the minister of his majesty from a 
country where the Italian representative 
is unable to obtain justice. The baron 
will soou leave the United States, leaving 
the secretary of the legation in charge 
only of the current affairs. 

This action by the Italian government 
caused the deepest surprise in official cir- 
cles here when the fact became known. 
It had been generally supposed that the 
Italian government would at least await 
the action of the New Orleans grand jury, 
which is charged with an investigation of 
the bloody episode at the New Orleans 
jail. 

It appears, however, that the informa- 
tion received from its representatives 
must have led that government to the 
conclusion that the grand jury investiga- 
tion would fail to result in the punish- 
ment or even indictinent of any person 
connected with the killing of the Italians, 
The letter of Governor Nicholls in reply 
to Secretary Blaine was also, itis thought, 
regarded as evasive of the real point at 
issue—reparation for an alleged wrong— 
and the governor’s assurance that further 
bloodshed would not follow, unaccom- 
panied by any excuse for the iailure of the 
state or municipal authorities to take 
precautions to prevent the killing, was, it 
is said, regarded by the Italian govern- 
ment with extreme dissatisfaction. It ap- 
peared to it that the United States gov- 
ernment had exhausted its resources. 

The relations between the national gov- 
ernment and the governments of the 
states were so fixed by the American con- 
stitution that when the Italian miuister, 
obeying the commands of his govern- 
ment, sought for some assurance that the 
perso.s concerned in the killing of its 
subjects would be punished, it was not 
possible for the general government to 
give any definite assurance of the kind. It 
could and did point to the fact that the 
grand jury was the American provision 
for calling before the bar of justice the 
persons who had violated the law of the 
land. But this partieular grand jury 
was called together under the laws of the 
sovereign state of Louisiana, and whether 
or not it would punish according to the 
Italian idea of justice was something that 
no national official, from the president 
down, could guarantee. The 
Itatian Government Was Not Satisfied 
with such view. With the relations be- 
tween the state and national governments 
and the peculiarities of our constitutional 
system of government, it had nothing 
to do. 

But it was necessary, according to its 
views, that Italian citizens in foreign 
countries should be accorded the full 
measure of protection fixed by the laws of 
these countries. Here was a case where, 
according to the statement of the minis- 
ter, the Italian subjects had been arrested 
on acharge of crime and acquitted by an 
American jury according to the forms of 
American law. These men, declared in- 
nocent by a judicial tribunal, had been 
slainby an angry people. The Italian 
government could not go behind the ver- 
dict of the American courts, and not- 
withstanding it was stated in some quar- 
ters that the men were guilty of foul as- 
sassination, and had been acquitted by 
means of bribery, in the eyesof the 
Italian goverument they were innocent 
Italian subjects. In their violent killing 
the Italian people had been outraged and 
insulted. The national government of 
the United States had, as stated, failed to 
give any definite assurance that repara- 
tion would be made. 

There Was but One Recourse 
and that was taken yesterday, when the 
Italian minister notified Secretary Blaine 
that he had been recalled because his gov- 
ernment was dissatisfied with the negoti- 
ations. This is the Italian view of the 
matter. 

There was a commotion among the state 
department officials when the fact be- 
came known that Baron Fava had been re- 
called. They did not know it officially 
—save the secretary—before the close of 
office hours, for the secretary was con- 
fined to his home again by a recurrence 
of his old malady, the gout, and did not 
send word to his lieutenants in the de- 
department of state. But hedid manage 
to get into his carriage about 4 o’clock 
and drive over to the White House, where 
he told the president all that had oc- 
curred and discussed the future prospects. 
He stayed with the president for an hour, 
and when he returned to his home he was 
not accessible. 

The state department officials did not 
care to talk about the matter. Mr. 
Wharton, the first assistant secretary, is 
confined te his rooms by sickness. Mr. 
Adee, another assistant secretary, had not 
been informed of the event, which was 
the absorbing topic of conversation among 
people outside. None of the officials 
cared to be quoted in their opinions. 
Precedents were to be looked up before 
they could be ventured. Still there was a 
general disposition to belittle the matter 


war were to be unloosed. 

Baron Fava did not demand his pass- 
ports as had been at first reported. There 
were many steps in diplomacy and, 
though the slight distinctions and small 
formalities appeared trivial in the public 
view, they were really full of significance 
to the trained diplomat. A recall under 
the circumstances of this case 

Is a Very Serious Matter. 

There could be no attempt to disguise 
that fact, but it does not signify that 
mutual explanation and diplomacy can- 
not restore the oldstatus. The charge 
d’affaires, Marquis Imperiaii, has been left 
in charge of the Italian legation, so that 
the severance of diplomatic relations can- 
not be regarded as complete. Just what 
the status of this official is cannot be 
known except through his official acts. It 
is stated that he is in charge of “current 
affairs.” If any serious significance 
attackes to the minister’s recall, this 
means that the charge is to be limited in 
his functions to issuing passports, in- 
structing consular officers and other 
small matters. In this case further cor- 
respoudence between the governments of 
the United States and Italy must take 
place directly between Washington and 
Rome. 

Sensational Stories Denied. 

Late yesterday afternoon certain errone- 
ous reports were in circulation respectizg 
alleged outrages on American citizens in 
Italy. Careful inquiry at the depart- 
ment of state fails todisclose more than 
twocompluints of this character during 
the past six months. Moreover they ap- 
pear devoid of features calcutated to 
give rise to interuational complications, 
[n one case an American citizen, who was 
in the habit of crossing the Piedmout 
boundary line in frequent drives, was sus- 
pected of smuggling, and when he re- 
fused to aliow the Italian customs officers 
to search his carriage for contraband 
articles, he was arrested and made bitter 
complaint of discourtesy. In the other 
tase an Italian returned from the United 
States was arrested foralleged brigandage 
in 1866. It appeared upon cousulting the 
records that he had been included in am- 
oesty proclamations, so he was released 
just as our department of state disvov- 
ared that he had been fraudulently 
naturalized in this couutry whea he re- 
sided here only two years. 

President’s Plans Upset. 

The diplomatic entanglement developed 
between the United States and Italy over 
the New Orleans lynching may compel 
President Harrison to abandon his pro- 
posed trip to the Pacific coast. ‘The presi- 
dent is soarranging his affairs that he 
can make the trip at short notice, and 
reserve a final decision as to whether or 
not publicaffairs will permit of his de- 
parture until a very few days before the 
time for starting. He will leave here, if 
he makes the trip, about the 10th or 15th 
of April, and plans to be buck in Wash- 
ington before Decoration day. The tour- 
ing party will be a small one.

New York, April 1.—I! Progresso, Italo- 
Americane says: 

It is certainly one of the most serious 
and solemn steps which could have 
been taken by the government in the 
present circumstances against America, 
which has for so many years been a 
friendly nation. Yet we do not wonder 
atthe action, for it is butthe natural 
consequence of the opprobrious manner ia 
which the state of Louisana answered 
Secretary Blaine; of the weakness of the 
supreme federal authority in the face of 
the arrogant bearing of Governor Nich- 
olls, of the infamous ineredible impunity 
accorded to the lynchers and the inustiga- 
tors of the lynching, followed Italy’s de- 
mand tor satisfaction. 

Italy has done its duty and the colony 
has cordially approved, and we hope and 
believe that it has measured and weighed 
all the consequences of the act which— 
whether we will or not—is an open rup- 
ture of the diplomatic relations between 
Italy and America and the first step to- 
ward an armed demonstration. 

The Tribune says: 

The action of the Italian ministry ap- 
pears tobe no more than an emphatic 
mode of expressing their dissatisfaction 
with the bloody work in New Orleans, 
though ordinary prudence and diplomatic 
etiquette ought to have suggested the 
propriety of waiting until the United 
States had finished its inquiries, How far 
the ministry have been influenced by the 
desire for political effect at home can only 
besurmised. At all events, there is no 
reason to fear that this incident will lead 
to any serious misunderstanding between 
two countries whose relations have 
hitherto always been [friendby.

‘VICTORY FOR DIXON. 


He Wins the Featherweight Cham- 


pionship and $4000. 


CRIBB CLUB $25,000 RICHER. 


A Twenty-Two-Round Battle, in Which 
the Colored Man Seems co Have Had 
the Advantage Over His Opponent— 
No Interference by the Authorities. 


Troy, April L—The Dixon-McCarthy 
fight for the featherweight championship 
and a $4000 purse took place last night at 
the Bicycle rink, which was crowded. 
Choice seats sold for @20, and it is esti- 
mated that the Cribb club took in over 
$25,000. Last evening Sheriff Tappan was 
served with an injunctionissued by Judge 
Griffith, restraining him from interfering 
with the fight. An injunction had pre 
viously been served upon the board of po- 
lice commissioners. Superintendent Wil- 
lard was present, however, with a detail 
of twenty-five policemen to see that the 
law was not violated. The fighters weighed 
each under 115 pounds and were in excel- 
lent condition. The betting was $100 to 
$75 in favor of Dixou. McCarthy won the 
toss. Time was called at 10:27 p. m. 

First round—Both men sparred cau- 


tiously and exchanged blows about 
evenly. 

Second—McCarthy was knocked down 
twice. Considerable in-fighting, with 
favors on Dixon’s side. 

Third—Both men sparred cautiousiy, 
Dixon leading, landing on McCarthy’s 


face. Then the men clinched, and Dixon 
knocked McCarthy into the corner, when 
time was called.

Annual Report of the 
superintendent. 


Regrets the Change from Town to 
City Government. 


Increase of School Children—The Cost 
Of the Department. 


The following extract is made from the 
anpual report of Superintendent Aldrich 
to be found in the annual city book: 

“As a first step in the preparation of my 
last report, I stated briefly such changes 
in the Schoo] Department as resulted from 
our transition from the town to the city 
form of government. It is unnecessary to 
state again these changes in detail, but the 
general result of the transition, just re- 
ferred to, may be worthy of mention. 
While it is true that other departments are 
affected in the same way as are the schools, 
it is proper that I should confine the obser- 
vations about to be made to the single de- 
partment with which I am officially con- 
cerned. So long as the town form of 
government existed, at least once in the 
year, viz. : at the annual town meeting, 
the School Committee were brought face to 
face with the entire body of their consti- 
tuents. Before said meeting assembled, 
the yearly report of the Committee had 
been distributed broadcast through the 
town. This report contained an account 
of what the Board had done during the 
year which had elapsed since the last meet- 
ing, and set forth its plans for the year to 
come. It is fair to assume that this report 
was quite generally read. Especially was 
this true when any matter of marked 
interest, such as the erection of a new 
school building, the enlargement of an old 
one, or anything in the nature of a ‘new 
departure,’’ was to be brought before the 
town. 

At the annual meeting, any citizen who 
had a grievance—any citizen who imagined 
he had, was allowed full opportunity for 
presenting his case for the consideration of 
his fellow-citizens. So many as had mis- 
givings in regard to any act of the past, or 
project of the future, were able to voice 
these misgivings. Those who desired fur- 
ther information upon any matter relating 
to the schools, had full opportunity of in- 
terrogating the School Committee. Now 
the general result of the change in our 
form of local government is to remove the 
school department from the direct over- 
sight and inspection of the entire people. 
It is true that the members of the 
School Committee are elected directly by} 
the people as before, and that the board | 
still addresses to the people its annual 
report, but 

Everything Else is Changed. 

Of necessity the board now applies to the 
City Council for such grants of money as 
it may need, and is cut off from all oppor- 
tunity for such direct, face-to-face confer- 
ence with its fellow-citizens as the town 
meeting formerly rendered possible. I am 
confident that school officials have quite as 
much reason to regret this change as has 
the general public. They are now deprived | 
of their best opportunity for removing mis- | 
understandings, and for promoting intelli- | 
gent, harmonious action through a general 
understanding of their purposes and plans. 
The welfare of a system of schools is pe- 
culiarly dependent on the lively interest of 
the entire public who patronize them. A 
community is likely to secure as good 
Unfortunately it is 
quite as likely to have as poor schools as it 
will tolerate. Iam aware that this general 
change in the relation formerly existing | 
between the people and their schools inev- 
itably follows the adoption of a city form 
of government. The evil can be somewhat 
mitigated if citizens will generally make it 
a practice to come directly to school offi- 
cials for full information in regard to any 
matters which are not fully understood. 

At the outset, 1 offer for your considera- 
tion several general matters of a statistical 
nature, together with such remarks as seem

As compared with 1889, the return of 
the census-taker shows an increase of 170 
children, each school district, except Wash- 
ington, contributing to the increase. Hay- 
ing last year illustrated by reference to 
other places the unusually large school 
population of Quincy, as compared with 
her total population, bare reference to the 
matter may now suflice. 

Inasmuch as the necessary cost of main- 
taining the schools requires a very large 
share of the whole amount which the city 
can raise by taxation, the financial opera- 
tions of the School Department are keenly 
scrutinized. From utterances which one 
occasionally hears it might be supposed 
that the School Committee were in some 
way responsible for the heavy expenses of 
carrying onthe schools. It seems to be 
forgotten that their interests in the matter 
are precisely the same as the interests of 
their fellow citizens. When, however, they 
accept office as members of the School 
Board, they assume certain responsibilities 
which cannot be escaped, and haye im- 
posed upon them sundry duties which 
must be performed. 

The financial statement shows the 
amounts appropriated by the City Council, 
such amounts being uniformly those asked 
for by the School Board. When the School 
Committee made up its estimates for 1890, 
members will remember that grave doubts 
were expressed as to the sufficiency of the 
amounts recommended. Before the close 
of the year it became evident that these 
doubts were well founded. 

While the above statement of expendi- 
tures shows the actual payments during the 
year on account of each appropriation, it 
fails to show other liabilities contracted 
during the year, but of necessity carried 
over to the year 1801 for settlement, There 
have been certain expenses of unusual 
character during the year 1890, and a brief 
explanation of them seems necessary: 

In case of the addition to the Wollaston 
school, the City Council appropriated money 
for the purchase of additional lands and 
for the cost of the addition, but made no 
provision for expenditures upon the old 
portion of the building or upon the 
grounds. It was the purpose of the School 
Department to meet these latter expenses 
out of its usual appropriation. The cost 
of them, however, has proven very much 
larger than was anticipated. 

I iind charged against the Wollaston 
premises, for the year 1890, expenditures of 
about $1,550, coming partially under the 
head of repairs and partially under inci- 
dentals, We can now see that the Council 
should have been asked to add this amount 
to the appropriation actually made for the 
enlargement. Had this been done, the 
amount of charges contracted by the School 
Department in 1890, but carried over to 
1891 for settlement, would have been di- 
minished by such amount. 

Of the appropriation of $5,000 for inci- 
dental expenses, $1,500 was designed for 
paying rent of buildings occupied by Wil- 
lard Schoo]. Aside from all payments for 
rent, however, I find expenditures of about 
$700 made on account of the Willard Schoo! 
which could not have been foreseen, and 
which would not have been made had the 
school been occupying its own quarters. 

The appropriation of $2,300 for books 
and stationary has not proved adequate. 
Many more books than anticipated became 
too poor for further use and were necessa- 
rily retired. While the sum of $2,300 
seems large when considered by itself, we 
perceive it to be quite. too small to meet 
the demands made upon it, if we fairly ex- 
amine into the nature of these demands. 
This appropriation is made in compliance 
with a State law which requires that the 
public schools shall be made absolutely free 
schools through the provision at public 
expense of all books, materials and sup- 
plies needed by pupils in performing the 
work assigned them by teachers. If, now, 
I use as a divisor 3422—the whole number 
of pupils registered during 1890—I find 
that the sum of $2,300 allows an expendi- 
ture of $0.67 per capita.

A JEALOUS HUSBAND 


At Raymond, WN. H., Blows Out His Own 
Brains — The Widow and Her Alleged 
Paramour Under Arrest. 


RAYMOND, N. H., April 3—Wednesday 
night, shortly after 5 o’clock, a pistol shot 
was heard in the room of Fred W. Tit- 
comb, who resides in William Welch’s 
house, just outside the village. Onlya 
second later Titcomb’s wife rushed down 
stairs with her child and exclaimed to the 
people below, ‘‘Fred has shot himself.” 
She then started for the village. Meeting 
Drs. Gould and Guptill on the road she 
told them the same story. They proceeded 
to the house and there found Titcomb’s 
body lying on the floor, with a bullet 
wound over the right ear, the wound hav- 
ing caused death almost instantaneously. 
The body was taken in charge by Coroner 
Gould and was removed tothe town hall, 
where an autopsy will be performed later. 
Mrs. Titcomb, after leaving the house, 
went in search of Wayland Smart. 

Between 8 and 9 o’clock in the evening 
Smart and Mrs. Titcomb, with Mrs. Tit- 
comb’s little daughter Mabel, went to 
Hampstead in a buggy and left the child 
there. Officer Boyd followed them and 
both were subsequently arrested while on 
their way back. Titcomb has frequently 
quarreled with his wife on account of her 
alleged intimacy with Smart, and, it is 
stated, had threatened to kill both her 
and Smart and take his own life. Mrs¥ 
Titcomb is only 23 years old and has been 
married three times. Her first husband 
deserted her, and her second secured a 
separation from her last June. Previous 
to her marriage to Titcomb he took a dose 
of poison, because she refused to marry 
him. 

Owing to what the authorities consider 
numerous suspicious circumstances, Coro- 
ner Gould has impaneled a jury and will 
investigate the case. The child Mabel, 
who will be the principal witness, as she 
was present at the time of the shooting, 
has been sent for by Sheriff Coffin, who 
has charge of the case, and the hearing 
will begin as soon as she arrives. 


DAVITT’S FIGURES. 


Collers, the Nationalist Candidate, 
Elected by About 1000 Majority. 

Lonpon, April 3.—Michael Davitt, edi- 
tor of The Labor Warld, has seut a dis- 
patch from Sligo to that paper saying 
that the polling commenced punctually 
at8a.m., many workingmen voting at 
that early hour. The constituency is 
divided into five polling districts, in which 
there are fifteen polling bovths. In some 
of the districts the voters are competled to 
travel seven miles in order to be able to 
deposit their ballots. The Parnellites ad- 
mit that they are beaten and the Nation- 
alists expect a majority of about 1000. The 
Tories, adds Mr. Davitt’s dispatch, will 
vote for Alderman Dillon, the Parnellite 
candidate, in spite of the fact 
that the Conservative club advised 
them to abstain from voting. There are 
about 700 Tory voters in the constituency. 
Of that number it is believed that Mr. 
Dillon will have 500 wotes. But for this 
support Mr. Collery would win by nearly 
2000 majority. 

The local Orange lodge resolved to sup- 
port the Parnellite candidate. No priest 
has been employed as a- personal 
agent for the Home Rule candidate, as 
the Nationalists are resolved not to give 
their opponents ground for alleging that 
clerical influence was exercised at the 
polling booths. F 


THEY WILL BECOME FARMERS. 


Orphan Boys from England Arrive in 
Boston, Bound for Canada. 


Boston, April 3.—The Allan line steam- 
ship Norwegian, Capt. Christie, arrived 
at the Hoosac tunnel docks about 7:30 
o’elock yesterday morning. It had among 
its passenyers 172 boys from 8 to 17 years 
of age, with three attendants, from the 
orphanage of Dr. T. J. Bernardo. The 
boys were mostly of Welsh parentage. 
They will be distributed among the 
farmers in Canada, principally in Mani- 
toba, where they will be employed until 
they are of age, receiving small wages, 
the greater portion of which will be de- 
posited at intereat and turned over later 
to them. 

When the boys left the ship they were 
formed in lineand ringing cheers were 
given for the ship, captuin and crew. In 
files of six, headed by a bugler, one of 
their number, they then marched to the 
Eastern depot, Causeway street, and em- 
barked on the 9 o’clock train for Toronto. 
They were a bright, jolly lot, evidently 
pleased with the prospect in view.

Uncle Sam Not Disturbed by the 
ltalian Troubles. 


RUDINI CABLES TO BLAINE. 


His Reply to the Secretary's Missive in 
Response to Fava’s Announcement of 
His Recall is of a Pacific Character. 
But Une of the Eleven Assassins Un- 


accounted For, 


WASHINGTON, April 8.—There is as yet 
no indication that Baron Fava has packad 
his trunk. He informed the secretary o- 
state in his curt nvtethe other day that 
be intended to leave the United States as 
soon as possible. There has been no ae- 
tiou by our government since the publica 
tion by Secr. tary Blaine of bis letter to 
the Italian government, which is uoted 
for its calusness and dignity, with a touch 
of toleration more benevolent than flat- 
tering. The state department watches 


‘with some interest to Know whether the 


secretary of the |-yation will uotify the 
secretary of state tout the letter bas been 
received and wi!l be ans vered, or whether 
ornot he will give notics that it has been 
sentto Italy to be responded to from 
there. Uhon that answer dep-nds to scme 
extent the status of the legation. If the 
secretary Should indicate tuat the letter 
must be sent to Rome, that would bea 
confirmation of the theory that diplo- 
matic relatious have been severed. Baron 
Fava still remains at the legation and can 
look over the shoulders of the young 
secretary and guide his penif the latter 
shall deem it in accordance witn his func- 
tions to make an answer. 

Meanwhile th+ administration is not 
disturbed at the ill-tempered blusterings 
of Italy. The government of the United 
States simply occupies the position of 
waiting in dignified indifference for the 
government of Kiuox Humbert to rescue 
itself from the consequences of its own 
indiscretion. This, indeed, has been the 
position taken by the administration 
since the beginning of the difficulty. 
Though feeling that the action of Italy 
was a senseless affront to a friendly gov- 
ernment, and one that justly calls for re- 
taliation, President Harrison and Secre- 
tary Blaine determined at the outset to 
await with coolness and confidence the 
outcome of the difficulty, satisfied that 
the facts when publixhed would sustain 
the course taken by the state department. 

If itshall please the government or 
King Humbert to send his bigirouclads to 
New Orleans he will be at liberty to do so, 
provided the money lenders from whom 
she money was borrowed with which the 
ships were built scall not choose to fore 
close a mortgage upon them, and pro- 
vided also that the Italian goverument 
has credit enough to buy coal sufficient to 
guable these iruu monsters to leuve the 
comparatively still waters of the Meliter- 
ranean ard to enter ou the unkuotvn and 
buzardous voyage across the Atlantic. 

So far as President Harrison talks about 
the subject at all, he has intimated to 
frien s that he shallnot take any unusual 
pains to appezse the wrath of the Italians. 
Certainly he will notdo anything that 
inany way will humiliate the govern- 
ment of the people of the United States, 

The cable dispatch from Europe to the 
effect that Minister Fava has not tele- 
graphed anything deciisve to his govern- 
ment relative to his recall confirms the 
theory here that the Italian minister has 
not frankly informed his government of 
the situation, and has made it clear that 
the charge of Secretary Blaine iu his let- 
ter tothe secretary of the Ital.an lega- 
tion would in all particulars be sustained. 

It is searcely probable that whatever 
may be the outcome of this diplomatic 
complication, the United States will read- 
ily overlook the arrogance of the govern- 
ment of Italy. As for the threats of re- 
taliation which were made in a leadiug 
Italian newspaper, to the effect that the 
Italian people might allow themselves the 
Satisfaction of sending back American 
vessels filled with wheat for Italian mar- 
kets, and returning to the Yankee breed- 
ers their trichinous meat, the indications 
are that the yovernment of the United 
States might have something to say on 
the subject of retaliation. 


A VERY MILD REPLY. 


Marquis di Kudint Evidently a Little 
Cooler Than Baron Fava. 


RoME, April 3.—Marquis di Rudini, the 
Italian premier, sent unother cable mes- 
sage to the United States onthe subject 
of the New Orleans troubles. This mes- 
sage is addressed to the Marquis Imperi- 
ali di Francavilla, the secretary of the 
Italian Jlegation at Washington, into 
whose hands the current business of the 
Italian legation was placed when Baron 
Fava, the Italian minister, presented his 
letters of recall. 

Marquis di Radini instructs the Mar- 
quis Imperiali di Francavilla to hand the 
message referred to to Mr. Blaine, the 
secretary of state of the United States 
government. ‘The message is a reply to 
Mr. Blaine’s last note, and in it the 
Marguis di Rudini says that Italy has 
asked nothing but a prompt institution 
of the regular judicial proceedings against 
the guilty parties at New Orleans, He 
adds that it would have been absurd to 
claim punishment forthe offenders with- 
out the guarantees afforded by a regular 
trial. 

The diplomatic incident, the Marquis 
di Rudini, continuing, says, can only be 
considered when the federal government 
has‘declared in precise terms that the prose- 
eution will be commenced. In the mean- 
time the Italian government takes 
cognizance of the federal  govern- 
ment‘s declaration, acknowledging the 
fuct that compensation is due to the 
families of the victims by virtue of the 
treaty existing between the two countries. 


CITIZENSHIP FORGOTTEN. 


Italian-Americans Backing Up the Claims 
of Their Native Country. 

WASHINGTON, April 3. — Secretary 
Blaine’s letter to Marquis Imperiali is 
very strongly commended by men of all 
shades of politics here, and the opinion is 
widely expressed that it will bring the 
Italiau government to a calmer considera- 
tion of the matter. There is considerable 
public indignation expressed at the atti- 
tude taken in the matter by the Italian- 
Americans who have long been citizens of 
the United States and are now taking 
sides with the Italian government and de 
manding satisfaction, Thereis a feeling 
that ifthese men are American citizens 
and have taken the oath of allegiauce to 
the Unired States, they are no longer sub- 
jects of Italy whose duty itis to take up 
arms in her defense. 

As ove gentleman in public life re 


marked: “Italy would have no diffl nity 
in landing troops in America; the, vonld 
be larded under our immigrant laws. 


Let Us Hepe So. 

San Francisco, April 3.—La Voce del 
Populo, the principal Italian paper here, 
says: The recall of Baron Fava is an 
act ‘worthy of a government which feeis 
its own dignity and has full consciousness 
of its own right. Fear of war, the 
paper dds, is an absurdity, as the mat- 
ter will be stnoothed over. 


They Had Bad Records. 

NEw ORLEANS, April 3.—All but four 
of the Italians who were killed in this 
city were registered voters. One of 
the four has voted and two of the others 
were fugitives from Ituly, where they had 
committed murders, leaving only one un- 
accounted for 


SOLDIER AND WRITER. 


Death of Gen. Albert Pike, a Man Who 
Was Known by All Free Masons, 
WASHINGTON, April 3—Gen. Albert 
Pike, grand commander of the Scottish 
Rite Masoury of thes sithern jurisdiction, 
and the chief of the Royal Order of Scot- 
land in this country, died last evening at 
the home of the supreme council of the 
ormer, where he had lived for several 
years. The cause of death was a paraly- 
sis of the organs of the throat, which has 
prevented him from taking either food or 
drink since March 21. Itis said that Gen. 
Pike has appoi sted Josiah H,. Drummond 
of Maine as nis successor as head of the 
Royal Order of Sc tland, and itis proba- 
ble that his successor in the Scottish rite 
will be Surgeon General J. M. Browne 
of the navy, Thomas H. Caswell of Cali- 
fornia or Thomas M. Dudley of Kentucky. 
Albert Pike was known to all perscns 
interested in Free Masonry. He was 
born in Boston in 1809, and entered Har- 
vard in 1826, put did not graduate, leaving 
college to become principal of the New- 
buryport, Mass., grammar school. In 
1831 he went west and finally settled 
in Fort Smith, Ark., where he taught 
school and edited a newspaper. He tought 
iu the Mexican war, and on the Confeder- 
ate side in the late war. After the war 
he edited The Memphis Appeal, and ther 
went to Washington to practice law. He 
has written many Masonic works of 
great research, and has been for years the 
highest authority on Masonic matters. 
He also wrote maay poems and other lit- 
erary works. He was an intimate friend 
of Webster, Clay, Calhoun and other 

famous men of anie-bellum days. 


THOMAS CHARLES BARING. 


Famous Statesman, Anthor and Banker 
Dies from a Surgical Operation. 

Lonpon, April 3.—Thomas Charies 
Baring, one of the two members of parlia 
ment representing the city of London, 
died in Rome, yesterday, of exhaustion, 
resulting from asurgical operation. Mr. 
Baring was for some years engaged in the 
banking business iu New York city, and 
was for more than twenty years a partner 
in the firm of Baring Bros. & Co., London 
and Liverpool. He was born at Adder- 
bury, Oxfordshire, ia 1831. He was ason 
of the late Charles Baring, D.D., lord 
bishop of Durham. In addition to being 
a member of parliament, Mr. Baring was 
a justice of the peace for Sussex, Middle- 
sex, London and Westminster, and was 
in the commission of lieutenancy for Lon- 
dou. ‘The deceased was also the author of 
“Pindar in English Rnyme,”**The System 
of Epicures,” and other works. He saton 
the royal commi-sion on loss of life at sea 
in 1885-87. Mr. Baring was a staunch 
Conservative anda strong church man. 
He was educated at Harrow and Oxford, 
where he was a scholar of Wadham, and 
afterward a fellow of Brasenose college, 
and afterward graduated B. A. in 1852, 
and M. A. in 1855. 


RHODE ISLAND’S ELECTION. 


Returns Show No Choice for Any State

DAVID SPEAKS OUT. 


New York’s Governor is Not a 
Free Trader.

HE STATES HIS POSITION, 


— 


And Declares That the Cause of Tariff 
Reform is Endangered by the Free 
Trade Movement—ferry Simpson Has 


His Say on the Subject. 


New York, April 3.—The free trade 
mass meeting at Cooper Union last night 
was largely attended. Louis F. Post, the 
president of the Single Tax ciub, pre- 
sided, and announced that the meeting 
was held in celebration of the birth of 
Thomas Jefferson. Mr. Post, in the 
opening address, made reference to ex- 
President Cieveland and his free trade 
message. Mr. Cieveland’s name was ap- 
plauded to the echo. Letters of regret 
were then read from Congressmen John- 
sop, Stout, Breckenridge of Arkansas, 
Harter, Vaux «and Springer, Governor 
Davis of Rhode Island aud Henry George, 
Mr. Post announced that he would read 
the only jetter received in oppositiou to 
the meeting. It was from Governor Hill 
and read as follows: 

ALBANY, N. Y., April 2, 1891. 

Dear Sin—While thaukiog you for 
your courtesy, [cannot attend the meet- 
ing because I have no isympathy with its 
proiessed purpose. I had supposed that 
my opinions upon the tariff question had 
been so frequently expressed in public 
that nobody could consistently expect me 
to attend a meetiug iutended to promul- 
gate the doctrine of free trade. Iam not 
an advocate of free trade and never have 
been. I stand with the Democratic party 
in favor of tariff reform, which means a 
reduction of the present and iniquitous 
tariff und the retention of the tarilf, lim- 
ited tothe necessities of the government, 
economically administered. 

I do not believe in reforming the tariff 
by wholly abolishing it. I believe that 
the best interests of our country—indus- 
trial, agricultural and commercial—de- 
mand the establishment of that tariff 
policy declared and particularly defined in 
the national Democratic platform of 1876, 
1884 and 1888, and lam eacuestly oppose. 
to the attempt which is now being made 
in some quarters to undermine thesound 
and conservative positionoft the Demo- 
cratic party upon this question and to 
commit it irrevocably to the doctrine of 
free trade. 

The men who are engaged in this effort, 
no matter how honest or sincere they may 
be in their individual convictions, have 
noright to longer masquerade as true 
Democrats, while seekiug to commit the 
party tou a policy which it has always dis- 
tinctly repudiated, and which, if adopted, 
must inevilably, in my judgment, affect 
injuriou-ly the welfare of the country, 
aud untit the Democratic party for the 
maiutenauce of those wise principles of 
xoverumeat of which it has _ for 
nearly a century been the proud and 
unyielding representative. They greatly 
mistake public sentiment who ussume 
to construe the revelation last antumu at 
the pollsus au popular manifestation in 
favor of radical tariff legislation; it was, 
So far as the tariff was an issue, a popu- 
lar outburst against excessive duties, 
against restricted markets, against war 
taxation for the benefit of favored indus- 
tries, but only blind theorists could see in 
it any indication that the people are im- 
patient of all tariffs, and desire a resort to 
direct taxation to secure the necessary 
revenues for the support of the govern- 
ment. 

Asa Democrat I must respectfully de- 
cline to support any movement, no mat- 
ter by whom instigated or championed, 
having for its purpose the adoption of 
any such suicidal policy as is soughs to be 
promoted by the meeting to;which you in- 
Vite me. 

In my opinion such movements only 
emburrass and endanger the cause of 
tariff reform. I remain, very truly 
yours, DAVID B. HILL. 

Congressman “Jerry” Simpson, the 
speaker of the evening, was next intro- 
duced. He said it was like the dawning 
of a new era to see so many people come 
out. He said that protection meant that 
the government mistrusted the people and 
were afraid that they might make bad 
trades. Thespeaker then entered intoa 
discussion of free trade with all the 
warmth he was capable of. In the speak- 
er’s opinion tariff reform by a reduction 
of the taxation was anything but proper. 
Free trade was the only reform that was 
needed. 

The speaker said it was time for the 
coming of a new Thomas Jefferson and 
for the adoption of a new Declaration of 
Independence. Mr. Simpson took occa- 
sion to score “Senator-Governor’” Hill for 
his anti-free trade tactics, and deprecated 
the fact that so many members of the 
Farmers’ Alliance still believed that they 
were being protected. Mr. Simpson 
thought ali the tariff should be 
removed and the railroads be managed by 
the government. Congressman Simp- 
son’s remarks were frequently inter- 
rupted by applause, ani at the conclusion 
of bisspeech he received an ovation. 

Thomas G. Shearman was the only 
other speaker. He said that Maj. Mc- 
Kinley had accomplished some good and 
that was the taking off the duty on sugar. 
He regarded the free sugar act as a great 
step toward the accomplishment of free 
trade.

SAVED FROM . FAMINE. WHAT IS IT?

After the Syrian army had been smitten 
with blindness at the word of Elisha he 
led them into the midst of Samaria, then 
prayed that they might see. Their eyes 
being opened, they found themselves in the 
presence of the man whom they sought, 
the king of Israel, who would have slain 
them; but at the command of Elisha he 
fed them, treated them well, and let them 
go, thus conquering them with kindness. 

Today’s lesson brings before us Samaria 
so besieged by the Syrians that there is 
a terrible famine, and mothers are so 
crazed by hunger that they eat their own 
children, and all because of their rebellion 
against God. 

1. “Then Elisha said, Hear ye the word 
of the Lord.” 

The king of Israel professed to be so filled 
with horror at the doings of the people that 
he swore to kill Elisha, and proceeded 
forthwith to put his threat in execution. 

2. “Behold, if the Lord would make win- 
dows in heaven might this thing be.” 

Thus spake a companion of the king of 
Israel, in reply to the word of the Lord by 
Elisha, that to-morrow there would be 
food in abundance; and thus speaks many 
a professed Christian today, in reference 
to the great promises of the Lord of Hosts. 
It is a fearful sin, but so common, to make 
light of the word of God or reject it alto- 
gether, because it seems impossible or un- 
reasonable. 

3, 4. ‘Why sit we here until we die?” 

We are now introduced to four outcasts, 
without tke city because of their leprosy, 
who are ina most pitiable condition. They 
are dying slowly of disease; hunger is now 
hastening their death—there is no relief 
from the city; the Syrians can only kill 
them, and thus shorten their misery, but 
possibly may take pity on them and save 
them. It is their only hope, and their 
mindsare madeup. The condition of these 
men was sad indeed, but what about those 
in all Christendom who are on the way to 
the second death and are indifferent to it? 

5. “‘And they rose up in the twilight to 
go unto the camp of the Syrians, and, be- 
hold, there was no man there.” 

Tremblingly and stealthily, under cover 
of the twilight, they moved toward the 
camp of the enemy, but enemy there was 
none, noone tobeseen. Their fears vanish, 
their hearts leap within them; they ex- 
pected death, but they find life, food and 
riches in abundance. The change in 
their circumstances is an illustration of 
the difference between an unsaved person 
seeking satisfaction from this world and a 
saved soul rejoicing in the fullness of the 
redemption and life eternal. 

6. ‘“I'he Lord had made the host of the 
Syrians to hear a noise of chariots, and a 
noise of horses, even the noise of a great 
host.” 

He did not open their eyes to see the 
hosts of the Lord as He did the eyes of 
Elisha’s servant (vi, 17), but He caused 
their ears to hear, and their hearts to im- 
agine a great host pursuing them. It was 
nota host of Hittites and Egyptians, as 
they thought, but the unseen hosts of the 
Lord. What rest there is in the soul that 
can say, “Though an host should encamp 
against me my heart shall not fear!’ 

7. “Wherefore they arose and fled for 
their life.” 

How many ways the Lord has of over- 
throwing His enemies and sending deliver- 
ance to such as He desires to bless! ‘The Lord 
knoweth how. It is not for us either to 
make suggestions or have any anxiety, but 
just abide in Him who is our sufficiency in 
all things. 

9. “We do not well; this day is a day of 
good tidings, and we hold our peace.” 

Thus spake the lepers as they perhaps 
paused in their overwhelming joy to con- 
sider the famine stricken city so near by. 
What a word this is for all who have heard 
and received the glad tidings of salvation. 

“If we tarry till the merning light some 
mischief will come upon us.”’ 

Who can tell what the loss will be in the 
resurrection morning to all believers who 
have done nothing to spread the glad tid- 
ings, when at the judgment seat of Christ 
their iniquity has found them out (R. V., 
margin). 

10. “So they came and called unto the 
porter of the city.” 

They did not stop at good resolutions, 
but immediately put the same into effect. 
Let all believers who are thinking of tell- 
ing or sending the good tidingsto others, at 
once do something about it and the work 
will move on. 

ll. ‘‘And he called the porters; and they 
told it to the king’s house within.” 

Thus the good tidings are passed on from 
one to another, no one thinking of himself, 
but only of the message of joy which he 
bears. 

12, “And the king arose in the night and 
said unto his servants, I will now show you 
what the Syrians have done to us.” 

Neither does the king wait till the morn- 
ing. Itisatimeof sore trouble, and per- 
haps sleep nad forsaken him. But he does 
not believe the good tidings; he imagines 
mischief. Had he believed the word of 
the Lord by Elisha he might now have 
said humbly and gratefully, “This is the 
Lord’s doing and marvelous in our eyes.”’ 

13. ‘Let us send and see.” 

This was so unlikely; how could it be 
true? We tell people of the forgiveness 
of all their sins and the possession of eter- 
nal life by just receiving Jesus Christ as 
their Saviour (John i, 12; v, 24; Rom. iv, 5; 
Acts xiii, 38, 39), but they will not look up 
the passages in their Bibles to see if it is 
really so. 

14. “The king sent after the host of the 
Syrians, saying, Go and see.”’ 

A willingness to investigate is so much 
better than imagining or believing an evil 
report. God asks us to s@irch the Script- 
ures, to read, to hear, to believe, to prove 
Him. 

15. “And they went after them unto Jor- 
dan; and the messengers returned and told 
the king.” 

Evidence all the way to Jordan is sug- 
estive of all the way to the cross, where 
the last trace of our enemy, sin, is seen; for 
there Jesus made an end of sin for all who 
accept Him, so that dead and risen with 
Him, sin shall not have dominion over us. 

16. “‘So a measure of fine flour was sold 
for a shekel, according to the Word of the 
Lord.” 

Whether men will hear or forebeur, the 
word of the Lord will stand. No matter 
how seemingly impossible, all thiugs are 
possible with God, and nothing is too hard 
for the Lord. 

“The Lord of hosts hath sworn, saying 
Surely as I have thought so shall it eae 
to pass; and as I have purposed so shall it 
stand” (Num. xxiii, 19; Isa. xiv, 24).

As anticipated in my last report the ad- 
dition to Wollaston School Building was 
ready for occupancy atthe opening of the 
summer term in April. This addition con- 
tains four commodious, well-lighted school- 
rooms, with very satisfactory means for 
heating and ventilating the same. The 
Smead system of dry closets seems to work 
perfectly. Considerable annoyance has 
been experienced from water, which makes 
its way through the cellar walls and spreads 


over the basement floor. The hill in the 


rear of the building causes a large amount 


of surface water to find its way to these 
walls, and I fear that effectual remedy will 
only be secured through the purchase of an 
additional strip of land, thereby making it 


possible to grade in such manner as to con- 
;cuct this surface water away from the 
building. During the year, the High 
School building has been supplied with 


from the Quincy Water Co. The 
pipes of this company now enter all of the 
school-buildings, which, with the exception 
of the Coddington, has been fitted with 
sinks and means for disposal of water 
which runs to waste. 

Last summer the Atlantic School build- 
ing was painted in a thorough manner. 
Additional progress has been made in the 
filling of the John Hancock lot. Such 
minor repairs have been made as are in- 
cident to every year, but as an inspection of 
the financial statement will afford full in- 
formation in regard to these matters to any 
who desire it, I need not here devote further 
space to them. 

Reference was made in my last report, to 
Chapter 149 of the Acts of 1868: ‘‘ An act 
to cause proper sanitary provisions and 
proper ventilation in public buildings and 
school-houses.”’ 

Ihave now to call attention to Chapter 
498 of the Acts of 1890: “An act 
providing for an appeal from the orders of 
the Inspection Department of the District 
Police.’ This more legislation 
specifies the ways and means by which 


recent 


parties aggrieved by the decisions of any 
inspector of buildings, may attempt to se- 
cure redress. 

For some reason, unknown to me, our 
school-houses have not yet been made the 
subject of inspection by the State force. 
When such 
suggested last year, the city must be pre- 
pared for no inconsiderable expenditure. 

Means of ventilation are so entirely 
wanting in most of our school-houses, that 
no appeal could be successfully taken 
against any orders likely to be given by the 
inspector.

A comparison of the above table with the 
corresponding one of last year’s report, 
discloses an increase of five in the number 
of teachers, three of the number being 
located in the Wollaston school, one in the 
Washington and one in the Willard. Dur- 
ing the year 1889, the teaching force at the 
Washington consisted of seven regular 
teachers and an assistant. More recently 
eight regular teachers have been employed. 
The difference in expense is slight, and 
the latter arrangement is greatly to the 
advantage of the pupils, 

I take this opportunity for brief discus- 
sion of two matters of such importance, 
that at no time should we lose sight of them. 
The first concerns the number of pupils 
assigned to teachers. By way of illustrating

what weare very frequently obliged to do, 
I may refer tothe John Hancock school. 
This building contains eight school-rooms. 
During the autumn term, the maximum 
number of pupils assigned to these rooms was 
as follows: To one room 53, to each of two 
rooms 54, to each of three rooms 55, and 
to each of two rooms 58. This is all wrong, 
and nothing but urgent necessity can 
justify school authorities in permitting it. 
A double injustice is done. The teachers 
are overworked, and pupils cannot possibly 
receive that attention which they deserve. 

In these days, when more is attempted 
in schools than ever before, when the public 
demands more than ever, when criticism is 
sharper than at any previous time, it is a 
constant wonder to me that teachers so 
circumstanced succeed as well as they do. 
Overburdened as they are, it is surprising 
that they afford so little occasion for 
reasonable complaint. Our school popula- 
tion increases so rapidly, that it will doubt- 
less be a long time before we succeed in 
suitably reducing the numbers of pupils 
assigned to a teacher To do this im- 
mediately, would involve so much of an 
increase in our teaching force, and so great 
a demand for additional school-rooms, as to 
appall many, who seem even now to think 
that the requests which the _ school 
authorities find themselves obliged to make, 
verge upon the unreasonable. If circum- 
stances compelus to pursue for a time a 
course which sound judgment condemns, 
we ought not to lose sight of a better state 
of things, the coming of which we should 
hasten by all means in our power. 

The second matter relates to the compen- 
sation of teachers, a topic on which I have 
frequently written, and yet one of which 
I feel compelled to speak, as often as I 
have opportunity, through the pages of a 
report, to reach the eyes of the public. 

Of the 61 teachers reported above as in 
charge of grammar and primary classes, 
nine receive salaries of $500 per year, twen- 
ty-three receive annual salaries of $450, 
while the compensation of the remaining 
twenty-nine is lower yet. 

Such of our teachers as do not chance to 
be residents of Quincy are obliged to be 
here for forty weeks of each year. The ex- 
pense of board is at least five and one-half 
dollars per week, or two hundred and twen- 
ty-five dollars for the school year. If we 
assume that such teachers are in receipt of 
salaries of $450, there will remain to each 
the sum of two hundred and twenty-five dol- 
lars. Thisamount must meet all living ex- 
penses for the remaining twelve weeks of 
the year, as well as the cost of clothing, 
travel, books and the thousand little ex- 
penditures, which everybody knows to be 
inevitable. Such an examination of the 
matter as any fair-minded person ean read- 
ily make for himself, affords convincing } 
proof of the extreme meagreness of such 
salary. 

We entered on the year 1890 with a 
teaching corps numbering 66. Out of the 
number we have lost 16 during the year. 
An inspection of the table of changes, which 
appears on a subsequent page, makes it ev- 
ident that the immediate cause of the great 
majority was the inadequacy of the sal- 
aries paid in Quincy. Year after year it 
happens that we part with between a fifth 
and a fourth of our entire teaching force. 
When I reflect that we are thus changing 
the entire force about once in four years, I 
wonder that we succeed in having as good 
schools as we do. Far from effecting any 
positive improvement, it would not be sur- 
prising if the excellence of the schools were 
to be found steadily declining.

An inquiry is likely to arise in the minds 
of many who inspect the above figures as to 
the cause of so great a difference between 
5,422, the whole number of pupils register- 
ed during the year, and 2.698, the average 
membership for the year. Such difference 
is tobe explained by the employment of 
what is commonly spoken of as the ‘‘five- 
day rule’ in determining membership. By 
its operation any pupil who is absent from 
school during five or more consecutive days 
is not counted as a member during such ab- 
sence. The practical effect of this ruleis 
to exclude from membership returns, many 
pupils who are nominally connected with 
the schools, but who, for any reason, are 
kept away during five or more successive 
days. 

The above table shows an increase of 79 
in membership and 71 inattendance. These 
figures would have been much larger but 
for the fact that, owing to the homeless con- 
dition of the Willard school, the returns 
therefrom indicate a positive decrease in 
both membership and attendance. There 
are unquestionably more pupils ia the Wil- 
lard district than ever before. They will 
be forthcoming as soon as suitable school 
quarters are provided for them.

AN APRIL BLIZZARD. 


Extraordinary Severity of the 
Storm in New England. 


HEAVY GALES ON THE WATER. 


Many Vetsels Seriously Damaged in Bos- 
ton Harbor—Telegraph Communication 


Interrupted — Disastrous Results in 


Portsmouth, Nashua and Other Cities. 

Bostoy, April 4—Thursday night’s 
storm hus resulted ina general demoral- 
ization of the telegraph service out of 
Bostos. Poles have been blown down, 
wires tangled and wrecked, and it is said 
that the general condition of the 
telegraph systems is worse than that 
Which resulted from the blizzard of Jan. 
25 last. 

The severe gale caused more damage to 


vessels lying in the harbor than any 
storm for many years in this locality. 
Fifte cousting vessels were blown 


d thither like so many feathers 
in the air and had their sides stove in, 
their bowsprits and masts broken, or 
were otherwise injured. There were 
about thirty outward bound vessels de- 
taineiin theharbor, where they had re- 
mained for several days, owing to unfav- 
srable winds. About twenty were badly 
damaged during the blow. Nearly all of 
them were lying off South Boston, in the 
vicinity of the New York and New Eng- 
land railroad docks and the new marine 
park. They were either driven ashore at 
this point or damayed by collision with 
other vessels. As they are mostly owned 
by comparatively poor people, who are 
engaged in the business of carrying lum- 
ber from one point along the coast to an- 
other, the loss to them will be consider- 
able. Very few owners, if any, were in- 
sured. Six vessels were all tangled to-

Nashua Isolated. 

Nasuvua, N. H., April 4.—One of the 
worst blizzards of the winter visited this 
city Thursday night. Snow fell to a 
depth of three inches, with the wind 
blowing agale. It accumulated on tele- 
phone, electric and telegraph wires, caus- 
ing destruction of poles, which ia many 
cases fell into the street, breaking con- 
nections, destroying fire alarm circuits 
and otherwise doing much damage. 
Chimneys were blown down, in one case 
the bricks fa g on an adjoining house, 
the residents barely escaping serious in- 
jury from the falling debris. The result 
of the storm is very disastrous. Thou 
sands of dollars will be needed to make 
repairs. Nashua is entirely cut off from 
outside cities. The Western Union wires, 
with poles, are broken in every direction. 
There have been several minor accidents 
from falling wires, which area confused 
mass in the main thoroughfares. The 
morning train from Milford on the Wil- 
ton railroad was obliged to stop until 
falling telegraph poles could be removed 
from the track. 


In Springfleld and Vicinity. 

SPRINGFIELD, Mass., April 4.—The most 
disastrous storm of recent years visited 
Springfield yesterday. Snow began fall- 
jug at 9o’clock Thursday night, and by 
midnight had assumed blizzard propor- 
tions. Atlo’clock in the morning all 
telegraphic communication with the out- 
side world had ceased. All wires of the 
Western Union Telegraph company, as 
well as telephone and fire alarm, are tan- 
gled and in a demoralized condition. Be- 
tween this city and Palmer, a distance of 
fifteen miles, there are 210 poles down, 
and west of this city 169 poles are down 
this of Westfield. The situation 
north is fully as bad as east and west. 
About a foot of snow fell, but it rapidly 
disappeare’ during the day. The Boston 
and Albany officials sent out an engine 
and gang of men early in the day to clear 
the tracks west, of poles or tangled wires, 
before they could get any trains through.

PontsMouTH, N. H., April 4.—About 
midnight Thursday it commenced to rain, 
butin the morning it changed to snow, 
accompanied by a heavy northeast gale, 
The telephone and telegraph wires were 
the principal sufferers, the poles being 
blown down in many places, rendering 
the cutting of the wires necessary.

Haverhill’s Share. 

HAVERNILL, Mass., April 4—A snow 
and rainstorm, accompanied by a violeut 
wind, prevailed in this section. It was 
the most severe storm in many years, and 
telegraph, telephone and electric light 
wires are Gown in all directions. Many 
valuable trees in this city and surround- 
ing towns were destroyed. A large build- 


4ill, Bradford, which Was to be used as a 
yummer hotel, was settled about six 
inches on its foundations by the heavy 
wind, and it will probably have te be re- 
built.

In Hartford. 

Hartrorp, April 4.—The snowstorm 
which set in here Thursday night caused 
a great deal of damage to the wires, 
Large gangs of men were set to work re- 
pairing the wires for the third time this 
season. Telepone communication is very 
imperfect in the city, and all the long dis- 
tance wires are down in several directions.

AN IMPORTANT MEETING. 


Committee of Experts Consider Means 


for the Abvlition of Death Traps. 

New York, April 4.—A committee con- 
sisting of representatives of the Ameri- 
can Institute of Architects, the National 
Association of Builders, the National As- 
sociation of Building Inspectors, the Na- 
tional Board of Underwriters and the Na- 
tional Association of Fire$Engineers, have 
been in session for two days past for the 
purpose of framing a model bnilding law. 
Among those were: Building In-

A sub-committee appointed to consider 
the question at issue deemed it impracti- 
cable to draw up a detailed building law, 
which could be applied in all cities with- 
out local modifications.

ONCE FAMOUS CASE 


Brought to Mind by the Present 
Diplomatic Tangle. 


ARBITRATION IS SPOKEN OF, 


With Lord Salisbury as Mediator—En- 
glish Opinion Against the Action of 


the Marquis di Rudini—Depredations 
by Italians in West Virginia. 


PHILADELPHIA, April 4.—The refusal 
of the Italian government to give up two 
natives of Italy accused of murder in this 
country, who fled to their native land be- 
fore they could be captured, is recalled by 
the present action of the Italian govern- 
ment. The two fugitives referred to 
were charged with assisting in the murder 
of Paymaster McClure and his assistant, 
Flanagan, who were eimployed by Con- 
tractor McFadden of this city. 

It was in the spring of 1888 that the men 
left Wilkesbarre, in an open buggy, with 
$10,000 in cash with which to pay railroad 
laborers employed by Contr actor McFad- 
den. While driving in the mountains 
above that city they were fired at from 
ambush and killed. All the money was 
stclea and their bodies were left by the 
roadside. The first intimation that any- 
thing was wrong was the discovery of the 
horse and carriage without any occupants. 

The services of the Pinkerton detective 
agency were secured and Michael Rezzilo, 
otherwise ‘*Red Nose Mike,” a notorious 
thug, was arrested for the crime. But 
$1000 of the munev was found on him. He 
was convicted and sentenced to be hanged 
ard he subsequently confessed that he had 
two accomplices, who had gone to Italy 
with the balance of the cash secured. 
Capt. Linden of the Pinkerton agency, 
through Italians living in this city, 
learned that ‘“Mike’s” accomplices were 
Giuseppe Bevivio and Francisca Vilelia, 
and that they were spending American 
coin with a lavish hand in sunny Italy. 
The Pinkerton agency in London was 
valled on and a man was sent to Italy, 
who found them and secured their arrest. 
When the news reached Capt. Linden he 
went to Washington and obtained extra- 
dition papers from the secretary of state 
and sent them abroad. 

The American minister toitaly at this 
time made ademand on the Italian gov- 
ernment for the prisoners, but the officials 
refused to give them up on the ground 
than the penal code of Italy contained a 
proviso that no Italian citizen shall be ex- 
tradited for any crime for which the pun- 
ishment in the country making the requi- 
sition is greater than that provided by the 
Italian laws. They said they would try 
“Mike’s pals” over there. To facilitate 
matters, a copy of the evidence in the trial 
of Red Nose Mike was furnished by Capt. 
Alfred 5. Dart, district attorney of Lu- 
zerne county, and sent on to Italy. The 
trial which followed resulted in Bevivio 
securing a sentence of life imprisonment. 
Vilelia was sentenced to twenty years. 

It took a sn.all fortune to bring the cow- 
ardly assassins to justice, but Contractor 
McFadden was indefatigable in his efforts 
to ferret out the crime, and he told the de- 
tectives to proceed, no matter what the 
cost would be. In speaking of the case 
Capt. Linden said: “When I applied to 
Secretary Bayard for requisition papers he 
told me it was very difficult to get an 
Italian criminal extradited. A year be- 
fore, in the case of an Italian named Pal- 
ladino, every effort was made to get him 
extradited to this country, but the Italian 
government refused to give him up. I 
don’t know what became of the case-after- 
ward.” 


AS VIEWED IN LONDON. 


Remedy of a Constitutional Defect Sug- 
gested by The Spectator.

Lonpon, April 4.—Current opinion here 
is setting more steadily against the action 
of the Marquis di Radini, in trying to 
force the hands of Mr. Blaine in the mat- 
ter of the lynching of Italians in New Or- 
leans.

all the more because there is a small 
chance of their being compelled to remedy 
it. Americans have been bitherto more 
strictly legal in their negotiations than 
most other nations. But what is the use 
of that if they will not invest their ex- 
ecutive with power to fulfilevery just in- 
ternational obligation? 

The Conservative press apply the diffi- 
culty to illustrate the evil that would re- 
sult from the coucession of home rule to 
Ireland and the comparison will have un- 
doubted poteney in electoral platforms. 
If autonomy should be granted to Ireland, 


it is argued, how could the Irish be 
compelled, except forcibly, to observe 


foreign and imperial obligations? 

~A report prevailed in political clubs last 
night that Lord Salisbury, on the instiga- 
tion of the Marquis di Rudini, would 
offer to mediate for the adjustment of the 
difference between Italy and the United 
States, A high foreign office official,when 
asked to state the views of the govern- 
ment, said that the question had not been 
discussed. He admitted that a communi- 
cation had been sent toSir Julian Paunce- 
fote to report on the question, especially 
as affecting the protection of British sub- 
jects. He thinks there ought to bea pro- 
vision in the United States constitution 
enabling the federal government to re- 
move the venue of atrial of foreigners to 
Washington in cases in which local popu- 
lar prejudice threatens injustice.

PRESENCE OF STATE TROOPS 


Will Probably Prevent Further Trouble 
in the Coke Region—Big Funeral to 
Be Given the Dead Men. 

SCOTTDALE, Pa., April 4.—Quiet reigned 
in the coke regions last night, but it is 
feared that there may be trouble when 
seven of the dead rioters are buried in the 
Catholic cemetery. Strikers are gathering 
from all quarters. and it is thought that 
10,000 may be present to-day. Seven hun- 
dred armed militia arrived last night 
from Mt. Pleasant and more will come 
to-day. Maj. Fells has ordered all saloons 
closed and has sworn in a strong torce of 
special police. The wounded of the More- 
wood riot number fully vhirty and one 
more is said to have died yesterday. The 
arrest of deputies concerned 1n the shoot- 
ing continues. 

Notwithstanding the prevailing quiet, 
wise ones say the trouble isnotended. It 
is the calm before the storm. The leaders 
are fighting for position and power. The 
men are fighting to maintain them in 
their position, and for what they claim is 
principle. The leaders of the district are 
all busy atthe inquest, They and their 
attorneys are watching the proceedings 
with unceasing vigilance. 

The dead foreigners will be buried with 
much pomp and ceremony. Ten thousand 
men will follow the coffins totheir graves. 
Secretary Parker has issued notices to 
every worker in the region to attend the 
obsequies at Scottdale. The bodies, fol- 
lowed by workers from the Mt. Pleasant 
Branch railroad, will go to Scottdale by 
special train. They have ordered eighteen 
carsefor this purpose. At Scottdale they 
will be joined by workers from every 
plant in the region. The funeral will call 
together a larger number of men than 
ever gathered together in this region. 

While the troops in this neighborhood 
will command peace, other plants are un- 
protected. With the strikers’ knoweledge 
of the byways and short cuts of the coun- 
try, they can reach a point and complete 
a raid even before the cumbersome militia 
could move. ‘Then it is argued that there 
is no use for two regiments at this point. 
Gen. Wiley has this matter under consid- 
eration and it is possible that the Eight- 
eenth regiment may be moved overto or 


beyond the Youghiogheny river. Heis in 
direct communication with the authori-

4. Do not use thin envelopes. Stamped 
envelopes are the best. 

5. Register all valuable letters. 

6. Send money by money order. 

7. If your mailis delivered by carrier 
provide a letter-box at your residence or 
place of business. 

8. Affix stamps securely on the upper 
right hand corner. 

9. Do not tender for postage stamps 
money so mutilated as to be uncurrent, or 
more than twenty-five cents in copper or 
nickel coins. 

10. Donot ask the postmaster or clerk 
to affix stamps for you. 

11. Donotask credit for postage stamps. 

12. Do not ask credit for money orders, 

13. Do not tender checks or drafts in 
payment of money orders, or any money 
except that which is legal-tender and 
national bank notes. 

14. Upon the corner of envelopes sup- 
plied by hotels, direct what disposal shall 
be made of letters if undelivered.

Various Suggestions and 
Recommendations. 


The Provisional Course For Three 
or Four Years, 


Superintendent’s Annual Report-—Con- 
tinued from Saturday's Ledger. 


Continuing the review of the report of 
Superintendent of Schools in the city book, 
Mr. Aldrich shows by statistics the need of 
enlarging the John Hancock schoolhouse. 
He then passes to the evening schools, in 
concluding which he says: 

“In view of the great value of the in- 
struction afforded in the Evening Drawing 
School to all persons engaged in mechani- 
cal pursuits, it seems clear to me from an 
inspection of the reports of attend- 
ance, that the school is not appreciated as 
it should be. 

“Beyond most cities of her size, Quincy 
has been liberal in her equipment of this 
schoo] and has afforded instruction for the 
unusual term of sixty Un- 
doubtedly our experience is not peculiar to 
ourselves. So far as I am informed, at- 
tendance upon evening instruction is every- 
where marked by great fluctuations, 
numbers presenting themselves at the open- 
ing of a season, who soon fall out by the 
way. 

“The granite industry of the city should 
have a special interest in the welfare of 
this Evening Drawing School. Employers 
and employes are alike benefited by its 
prosperity, and will but serve their own 
interests by doing whatever lies in their 
power to secure for and steady 
attendance.” 

The Superintendent deplores the slow 
progress on the Willard schoolhouse, say- 
ing the past two years have been very try- 
ing for teachers, pupils and the people of 
the district.

Nature Study 


Next receives consideration. This depart- 
ment was inaugurated last September when 
Miss Sarah E. Brassil], a graduate of the 
Bridgewater State Normal schoo] became 
director. The Superintendent says: ‘‘Dur- 
ing the four months which have since 
elapsed, the successful beginning has been 
made. As to the final outcome of the 
work, it will, of course, be safer to speak 
after the event. I can see no reason, how- 
ever, why we may not confidently antici- 
pate a result fully as satisfactory as that 
attending the introduction of drawing and 
music. I feel very confident that such re- 
sult is only conditioned upon the fostering 
care of schoo] authorities. . . . It will be 
inevitable that our efforts for several years 
be somewhat of an experimental character. 
In fact, I should deem it a just cause of 
alarm if lines of procedure became very 
early stereotyped. At my request, Miss 
Brassill has prepared 2 brief account of 
her work, which, I hope, will receive your 
consideration. You will observe 
that she has to deal with minerals, plants, 
animals and man. In the last department 
comes the subject of physiology. Not afew 
in our community interested 
in the instruction afforded in what we may 
call temperance physiology. It isa difficult 
subject to handle, but the prospect of suc- 
cessfully dealing with it is better than ever 
before”

The High School. 


Of the High school the superintendent 
says: “It is my purpose at this time to 
summarize the various suggestions and re- 
commendations in regard to this school, 
which have found utterance in my former 
At the outset, it is important to 
have in mind certain influences which 
affect the size and character of the school. 
Quincy boys who anticipate a college course, 
naturally goto Adams academy for their 
preparation. It is quite proper that they 
should do this, and there is no reason 
known to me why the High schoo! should 
concern itself with college preparatory 
work. Thayer academy, located in Brain- 
tree, isa secondary schoo] of high grade, 
and Quincy girls are able to enjoy its ad- 
vantages on such terms as to induce many 
of them to attend it. I know of no reason 
for objecting to their so doing. 

“‘A third institution, the State Normal 
schoo] at Bridgewater, is easily reached by 
residents of Quincy, and naturally attracts 
students from our midst. There is also an 
influence of quite a different sort affecting 
the school: for want of a better name, i 
may speak of it as the “commercial in- 
fluence, 

‘From our nearness to a Jarge city, and 
from the fact that they see certain associ- 
ates so occupied, many Quincy boys on 
their departure from the grammar schools 
or after a brief connection with the High 
school, put aside all thought of further 
study and enter at once upon some sort of 
employment. The united effect of these 
influences is two-fold. First, the school 
lacks the inspiring influence which would 


reports. 


be exerted by the earnestness of a body of 
students eagerly fitting themselves for 
some higher institution, and secondly its 
size is diminished, so that in such a com- 
munity as Plymouth, for example, we shall 
find a High school, not only relatively, but 
absolutely larger than our own. 

“With the independent establishment of 
the Woodward school for girls—in case 
such event comes to pass—there will exist 
a fifth influence, having the same tendency 
as those named. It might be easily in- 
ferred from the foregoing that there is no 
place in Quincy for the public High school. 
Such inference would be a wholly mistaken 
one, as a matter of fact, but it may suffice 
for the present to recall the circumstance 
that, until specially exempted by the legis- 
lature, Quincy is obliged by law to main- 
tain a High school. Itis indeed question- 
able whether the best interests of the city 
will be served by the existence within her 
limits of three secondary schools, and dur- 
ing the year there has been considered the 
possibility of effeciing some manner of 
connection between two or more of these. 
Assuming the continued existence of the 
High school, it remains to make it as good 
a school as circumstances will possibly 
allow. In this connection there are several 
matters to which I may revert, and the 
first concerns the method of admission to 
the schoo]. For several, years past it has 
been our custom to bestow diplomas on all | 
pupils who passed over the course of studies 
prescribed for the grammar schools; with 
a fair degree of credit. These diplomas do 
not ensure admission to the High school, 
but to such pupils as are deemed qualified 
an additional certificate is granted. 
upon these certificates is eonditioned—not 
upon a single examination — but upon 
several, submitted in part by the grammar 
principals and in part by the Superinten- 
dent; upon the daily work of the aie for 
the year and upon a careful consideration of 
ability, disposition and

Without enlarging further upon this plan 
of admission, I may dismiss it with the re- 
mark that continued experience stamps it 
as a wise scheme, needing only wise ad- 
ministration to insure its complete success.

Nothing will do more to elevate 
the standard of the lower schools, and to 
maintain such high standard when once 
secured, than the existence in the city, ofa 
really superior High school. Not a few} 
graduates of this school, who find it im-| 
to continue their education else- 
where, yet look forward to becoming 
teachers in the city. The schoo] committee | 
might wisely insist that all such individ-| 
uals should complete a four years’ course | 
in the school, asa condition of being em- | 
ployed as teachers. 

As I have stated in a previous report, I | 
am entirely in favor of securing as many | 
pupils as possible for an attendance of one | 
or two years at the school, where circum- 
stances forbid the completion of the course.

A Flash from an Electric Car. 

Richard H. Earle, the insurance agent 
who lives in Worthington street, had a 
peculia:ind rather startling experience 
with electricity early one evening re- 
cently through the medium of the elec- 
tric cars. He was crossing Main street 
just below State street, where the Forest 
park line ends, and happened to pass the 
rear of an electric car just as it started 
on its southward trip. He went very 
close to the car, perhaps within a foot, 
he thinks, and as he went by there came 
from beneath the car a flash as of light- 
ning, which seemed to start from the 
wheels and strike him on the left side 
under the arm. No harm scemed to 
have been done, ard Mr. Earle contin- 
ued on his way. 

Just as he turned down Howard street 
to go to the house of an acquaintance, 
Carl Wunsch, he felt a pain in his side 
as if he was being roughly rubbed. 
When he reached Mr. Wunsch’s house 
the latter exclaimed that something was 
burning, and on Mr. Earle’s unbutton- 
ing his overcoat smoke and flame came 
out, and it took lively work on the part 
of Mr. and Mrs. Wunsch and Mr. Earle 
to save the clothing. On examination it 
was found that the overcoat and under- 
coat had been burned through from the 
outside, and also the vest as far as the 
lining. The hole in the overcoat is two 
or three inches wide and four or five 
inches long. A leather book in the un- 
dercoat containing some papers was bad- 
ly burned on the lower end and the pa- 
pers therein were scorched. 

Mr. Earle thinks there is no doubt that 
the mischief was caused by the spark 
from the electric car, and no other solu- 
tion of the matter seems possible, since 
Mr. Earle does not smoke, and the burns 
in the clothing «re not of the sort to be 
started from suchasource. The street 
railway tracks were very wet that night, 
and this of itself would tend to dissipate 
the electric fluid as it entered the rails. 
Taken altogether, Mr. Earle’s experience 
was certainly a singular one.—Spring- 
field Republican. 


Time for Early Garden Work. 

Tree and vine pruning should be com- 
yleted before growth commences. Peas 
for an early crop need to be got in as 
early as the ground can be worked. The 
wrinkled, or sugar peas, should be held 
until the ground warmsa little. Those 
intending to raise onions by the new 
plan of starting the seeds in cold frames 
should have everything in readiness and 
get the seed in early, and have the young 
plants in readiness to set out as soon as 
the ground can be put in good order. 
The advantages claimed by this method 
are full rows, a longer season of growth 
and less expense in cultivating and keep- 
ing clean, the expense Saved in the last 
item making up for the extra cost of 
transplanting. A much greater yield is 
claimed for the method. But no time is 
to be lost in preparing the soil for onion 
seed to be sowed in the rows where the 
crop is to grow. The preparation and 
sowing cannot be done too soon. The 
seeds of lettuce and early cabbage, 
cauliflower, celery, tomatoes and radish 
will need sowing at intervals as required, 
and the hotbeds and the forcing pits 
will command daily care. 

Seeds of biennial and parennial flower- 
ing plants can be put in at once. Sweet 
peas in the open ground should be plant- 
ed at the earliest opportunity; they 
should make their best growth in the 
cooler weather of the spring. 

Lawns can be seeded to grass as soon 
as the ground can be properly pnt in 
order. 

All kinds of work that can be done in 
the garden should be pushed along and 
be out of the way when the hurrying 
time comes later, as it surely will.--- 
Vick’s Magazine.

Friday, a 
fall, elderly woman, wearing a_ veil, 
knocked at Miss Gailbraith’s room in the 
Wooster school, where Harry was in at- 
tendance, and informed the teacher that 
Uarry was wanted by his grandmother. 
The teacher allowed the boy to accompany 
the woman out of the school. The boy 
went with apparent willingness, and 
seemed to know the woman. 

The woman was Mrs. Dazet, a French 
woman in the employ of the boy’s grand- 
mother, the mother of Mr. Donnavan’s 
first wife, who died about five years ago. 
Yhe grandmother’s name is Mrs. Rankin 
and she lives in Brooklyn. The French 
woman afterward called on Mrs. Donna- 
van, Mr. Donnavan’s second wife, and 
voolly informed her that her stepson had 
been abducted, but was in perfectly safe 
hands and would be excelicnily cared for. 

Mrs. Dazet is also a resident of Brook- 
tyn. She then left Mrs. Donnavan’s 
house and made her way to Chapel street. 
She was followed by T'rank Weadick, a 
saloon-keeper, who is a relative of the 
Donnavans and to whom the disappear- 
ance of Harry from school had _ been re- 
ported. 

He called Policeman Connor's attention 
to the woman and demanded that she be 
arrested on a charge of abduction. The 
policeman was in doubt about his right to 
arrest the woman for such a charge with- 
out a warrant, and while the two men 
were discussing the case the woman dis- 
appeared. 

About 8 o'clock two women, accom- 
panied by a boy who was dressed in knick- 
erbockers, a spotted coat, and a bicycle cap 
answering the description of those worn by 
Harry, were seen at the Union depot. They 
purchased tickets for Bridgeport, and 
boarded the 8:15 train going in that direc- 
tion. Mr. Donnavan was in New York on 
the boat. A telegram informing him of 
the facts was given him just before the 
boat started for this city. He was well- 
nigh frantic, but had to remain on duty on 
the boat. When the boat reached this city 
he obtained leave of absence, and hastened 
tohis home. After a consultation with 
his wife and friends he boarded a train for 
New York an hour later. 

There is quite an interesting bit of his- 
tory behind the whole affair. Mr. Donna- 
van’s first wife was Miss Bessie Rankin, a 
Protestant, and the daughter of very 
wealthy perents. At her death four years 
ago Harry was taken care of by his grand- 
mother, who became attached to the boy, 
His grandfather died and left %300,000 to 
his grandson after the death of the grand- 
mother. 

About two years ago Donnavan married 
again and took his son to live with him. 
Mrs. Rankin was unwilling to have her 
grandson go away, and since his departure 
has frequently asked that he be given back 
to her. She desires to bring the boy up as 
a Protestant. Mrs. Donnavanis a Catho- 
lic, and will bring the boy up in that reli- 
gion. 

The boy’s mother was the sister of ex- 
County Clerk John Rankin of Kings 
county, New York. She left property in 
money and real estate in Brooklyn valued at 
more than $100,000. Guardians were ap- 
pointed for the boy under her will. 

By the terms of the will Harry inherits 
all the estate, provided he lives to be 21 
years old. Inthe event of his dying be- 
fore attaining that age the estate is to be 
divided among a number of the school 
friends of the deceased. No one can in any 
way profit by holding possession of the 
boy, as only those appointed have author- 
ity to draw the income allowed for his 
support. 

Mr. Rankin said the only relative the 
boy had was himself and his mother, and 
neither of them had ever heard of his dis- 
appearance. If the boy was dead, he said, 
his mother’s old friends would benefit, but 
he did not anticipate that any harm had 
come to him. 


An Exploded Boiler's Flight.

WaAsHINGTON, April 6.—Sir Charles Tup- 

per, Canadian minister of marine and tish- 
eries; Hon. George E. Foster, minister of 
finance; Hon. John S. D. Thompson, min- 
ister of justice, and C. C. Chipman, Sir 
Charles Tupper’s private secretary,reached 
Washington at a late hour last night from 
Ottawa, and went at once to the Arlington 
hotel. The visiting ministers could not be 
seen, but Mr. Chipman said they would 
call by appointment upon Secretary Blaine 
to-day, and informally discuss with him 
the proposition embodied in the letter from 
Lord Stanley, the governor-general of Can- 
ada, to Lord Knutsford, the imperial sec- 
retary for the colonies, This letter was 
published about four weeks before the re- 
cent elections in the Dominion. The prop- 
ositions were as follows: 
{ }The renewal of the reciprocity treaty of 
1854, with such modifications as will suit 
the altered circumstances; second, the re- 
consideration of the treat of 1888 with re- 
spect to the Atlantic fisheries, with the 
aim of securing free admission into the 
United States markets of Canadian fishery 
products in return for facilities to be 
granted the United States fishermen to buy 
bait and supplies and to trans-ship cargoes 
in Canaga, all such privileges to be mu- 
tual; third, protection of mackerel and 
ether fisheries of the Atlantic ocean and 
inland waters also; fourth, the relaxation 
of the seaboard inland coasting laws of the 
two countries; fifth, mutual salvage and 
saving of wrecked vessels, and, sixth, an 
arrangement for settling the boundary be- 
tween Cangda and this country.

It is reported that several of the coke 
2zompanies in the region will make strenu- 
ous efforts to resume this week. It is 
stated that the Clarissa and Nellie plants 
are partly in operation and that the Cora 
works of the new Myer & Son are in full 
resumpiion. It consists of only forty 
ovens, however. The Coal Brook plant of 
McClure continues in full blast. Coke is 
being shipped from the Adelaide plant of 
the Frick company and seventy-five depu- 
ties are on duty. 

The labor leaders state that they are 
fully fortified for a continuance of the 
strugyzle, and that the strikers are recciv- 
inga liberal distribution of the defense 
fund. A conference of operators and 
miners to abridge the vexed difficulties in 
this region is one of the probabilities of 
this week.

Six Old Monitors Could Be Pat in Fight 
ing Trim in Thirty Days. 

WASHINGTON, April 6.—The rumors of

NOT READY FOR WAR. 


Splenetic Fever in Cattle. 

WASHINGTON, April 6.—Secretary Rusk 
of the agricultural department has issued 
the following: 

Notice is hereby given that the regula- 
tions made Feb. 5, 1891, for the transporta- 
tion of cattle from the area designed by 
said regulations as infected with the con- 
tagious disease known as splenetic fever, 
apply to the movement of cattle from said 
area north for immediate slaughter. The 
transportation of cattle from said area for 
feeding or for any other purpose except im- 
mediate slaughter, is prohibited by the act 
of congress of May 29, 1884. 


Other Matters of Importance Engaging 
the Czar’s Attention Just Now. 

Paris, April 6.—At the foreign office 
here no credit is given to the reports circu- 
lated in London and Berlin regarding the 
czar’s alleged intention to precipitate a 
war. On the contrary, the fact is recog- 
nized in official circles both here and at St. 
Petersburg that the Russian army is not 
yet in a position to begin an aggressive 
war. It is understood that an entente 
with France has been arranged for pur 
poses of defense at the present time and 
for offensive operations in the more re- 
mote future. In the meantime the czar 
devotes his energies to the remodeling of 
the internal administration of the empire. 
Much must be done internally before 
Russia will be prepared to face a great 
European conflict. 


A Saving to the Government. 

WASHINGTON, April 6.—The secretary of 
the treasury has decided to fill the fifteen 
vacancies existing in the grade of third 
lieutenant of the revenue marine service 
by the appointment of graduates of the 
United States naval academy in excess of 
the number required by the naval service. 
This action will do away with the necessity 
of re-establishing the marine training 
school which was formerly maintained at 
an annual expense of $30,000.

BALTIMORE, April 6.—Infuriated at the 
thought of her disgrace, Miss Lizzie Uhl 
met George Zaiser, whom she charges 
with having betrayed her, and threw the 
contents of a large bottle of vitriol in his 
face, badly burning the whole right side of 
his head, blistering his hands and prob- 
ably destroying the sight of his right eye.

LEWES, Del., April 6.—The schooner 
Florence Creadick reports: March 28, lat. 
34. 30, long. 75. 50, spoke schooner Frank S. 
Warren, from Buenos Ayres for Boston. 
She had been totally dismasted in a whirl- 
wind on the 20th ultimo, and was proceed- 
ing under jury masts. She required no 
assistance. 

To Be Paid by the Hour. 

FALL RIVER, April 6.—On account of the 
nine-hour agitation in the legislature the 
owners of the Fall River mills have decided 
to pay many of their employes hereafter by 
the hour. Those who have hithertofore 
have had a full day’s pay for seven hours’ 
work will be paid for the number of hours 
worked. 


British Coal Combine. 

Lonvon, April 6.—A movement has been 
started to create a gigantic trust to con- 
trol the output of the collieries in York- 
shire, Lancashire, Derbyshire and Stafford- 
shire. The avowed objects of the new 
trust are to bring the consumer in direct 
contact with the producer and to place the 
profits on a less fluctuating basis. 


Bay Staters Visiting Chicago. 

CHICAGO, April 6.—A committe from the 
Massachusetts legislature is here investi- 
gating World’s fair matters. The mem- 
bers express themselves as surprised and 
pleased at the advanced condition of expo- 
sition matters.

turbances from bacterial sources are re- 
duced to the lowest minimum. 

The thickness of these delicate human 
plasters probably does not exceed one- 
sixtieth of an inch, and the resulting 
hemorrhage is not more than what one 
sees on a slight abrasion of the skin, or 
it may be compared to the sanguineous 
oozing one gets from too earnest tonsorial 
attention.—Boston Herald.

BOYS STARTED A FIRE. 
Before It Was Extinguished It Destroyed 
$150,000 Worth of Property—Masonic 
Temple and Public Library Ruined. 


LowELL, Mass., April 6—The Sunday 
rest of Lowell firemen was disturbed by a 
fire, causing a lossof about $150,000, in 
two buildings on Merrimac street, that 
burned out four large stores, the Lowell 
free library and reading room, the head- 
quarters of the Masonic bodies, and about 
a dozen other tenants, mostly dressmakers 
and seamstresses. 

Edson block was a four-storied brick 
block. The flames burned up through to 
the roof, which soon fell in, as did all the 
floors down to the ground floor. The 
Edson block, owned by the Wyman heirs 
of Baltimore, was made a _ complete 
wreck, only the front and back walls 
standing. 

On the second floor of the Edson block 
was the city’s public reading rooms for 
menand woman, board of health office 
and other offices. Everything here was 
lost, the damage being principally to fur- 
niture; fully insured. Other tenants on 
the third and fourth floors lost all they 
had, being obliged to run for their lives 
without saving anything. 

The fire spread to the Masonic temple 
adjoining on the east. The temple, which 
is owned by the Hosford heirs, contains on 
the first floor C. A. Mitchell’s shoe store, 
with a $20,000 stock, and a store operated 
by the Goodyear Rubber company, with a 
large stock of rubber goods put in only last 
week. Onthe second floor is the public 
library of the city, with 41,000 volumes. 
On the upper floors are the quarters of 
the Masonic and Knights Templar bodies. 

The fire burned all of the library books 
in the alcove under the stairs leading up 
to the Mason’s quarters. The rest of the 
library was wet considerably, but the 
shelves gave considerable protection from 
the water that poured through the build- 
ing, and many thousand volumes escaped. 
A great number, however, were blackened 
by smoke or soaked with water. 

In the Masons’ quarters, fitted up at an 
expense of $10,000, the damage was mostly 
by water. The organ was burned up, sev- 
eral oil paintings of dead members de- 
stroyed, and a hole burned through the 
floor. About 300 Knights Templar re- 
galias, worth about $22,000, were some- 
what damaged by water and smoke. 


WiLL BE FOUGHT IN 


BELGIUM. 


Miners’ Great Battle for Eight Hours a 
Day Will Soon Begin. 


Paris, April 6.—The first result of the 
miners’ congress has been a declaration by 
Belgian miners in favor of a general strike 
if the government refuses to assent to the 
revision of the constitution. The temper 
of the speakers at the workmen’s congress 
in Brussells points to wholesale Belgian 
strikes whether there bea revision of the 
constitution or not. The miners, relying 
upon the pledges of the English delegates 
to grant the strikers funds and to stop the 
exportation of coal to Belzium, have be- 
come eager for battle. Everything indi- 
cates that the first great fight for eight 
hours a day will begin in May, the English, 
French and German unions selecting Bel- 
gium as the field upon which to decide the 
conflict against the capitalists. The con- 
gress resolved to leave the duty of fixing 
the date of the strike to the general coun- 
cil, and to delay the strike pending the 
settling of the suffrage question in parlia- 
ment.

LEFT 10 DIPLOMATS. 


Excitement Over Baron Fava’s 
Fiasco Seems to Be Subsiding. 


A GREAT FINANCIAL CRASH 


Would Follow Any Measures Imperil- 
ing Peace — Premier Rudini Becoming 
Remarkably Pacific— Comments from 
Rome—About Those Two Murderers. 


WASHINGTON, April 6.—The excitement 
over the Italian affair has almost com- 
pletely subsided. Secretary Blaine is not 
yet prepared to make public anything 
throwing additional light on the situation, 
and unless there should be, contrary to all 
expectations, another bombshell as sudden 
and startling as the recall of Baron Fava, 
itis probable that the Italian entangle- 
ment will not again be a subject of all- 
engrossing public interest and that it will 
take the usual tedious course of diplomacy. 


FAVA MADE A MISTAKE. 


Financial Crash Would Follow Should 
Italy Attempt to Go to War. 
Panis, April 6—The conflict between 
Italy and the United States continues to 
attract attention. Sig. Raquem,a former 
Garibaldian, now editor of The Epoque, 
the organ of the Italian colony here, said 
in aninterview: “Of course there will be 
no war. The Republicans in Italy, who 
form a powerful minority, entertain a 
friendly feeling toward America and 
would consider a war with the United 
States simply an attempt to discredit, in 
the eres of the Italian people, Republican 
institutions. A recent meetings of Italians 
in Paris discussed the New Orleans affair 
and, while everybody reprobated the con- 
duct of the lynchers, nobody approved the 
action of the Marquis di Rudini. Baron 
Fava was greatly blamed for creating 
the difficulty. He is an _ aristocrat 
and is notin sympathy with Republican 
institutions. His report to the Italian cabi- 
net, doubtless colored by his own antipa- 
thies, precipitated matters. The Epoque 
faithfully reflects the feelings of Repub- 
lican Italy in advocating arbitration. Ac- 
cording to our view, nothing ought to be 
done to embarrass Mr. Blaine in his efforts 
to effect an early and pacific settlement.” 
Sig. Raquem’s view of the situation 
does not cover a potent factor which has 
given the Italian government good reason 
to pause inits hostile negotiations. Fi- 
nancial houses here, having the closest re- 
lations with Italian houses, state that in 
Italy widespread commercial troubles, 
long chronic, are becoming critical, and 
that a; from Italy’s overwhelming 
debt, which would disable herin an at- 
tempt to go to war, unless backed by 
other European powers, any measures im- 
perilling peace would produce a general 
financial crash. Already an effect of the 
An ‘an-Italian difficulty is felt in the 
hesitation of French financial houses to 
proceed with the negotiations pending for 
the prospective Italian loan, in which 
German houses are also concerned. 


RUDINI INTERVIEWED. 


The Italian Premier Says He Has No 
Intention of Pushing Any Demands. 
Boston, April 6.—The Herald prints a 

special from Rome which says: An emi- 
nent friend of Rudini’s asked him yesterday 
how he felt toward the United States. The 
prime minister’s reply was that he har- 
bored none but the most friendly feelings 
toward the United States government, and 
that these feelings had not been disturbed 
by recent events. 

He said that he had no intention of push- 
ing any demands, and was content with 
having taken one positive step as a pro- 
test against what he was led to believe at 
the time was a neglect on the part of the 
United States government to protect the 
lives of the Italian citizens in America un- 
der the provisions of the treaty. He ex- 
yressed himself as aware that to do any- 
thing more than justice would be a grave 
error on his part, as he had perfect confi- 
dence in the sincerity and justice of the 
United States government. Finally he 
said: 

“T shall nowsimply wait for the further 
details of the New Orleans affair, of the 
character of the slain men, of the action of 
the Louisiana authorities, and of the in- 
tentions of the United States court. What- 
ever it may be, 1 am quite sure that a 
settlement thoroughly satisfactory to both 
parties will be made, and that the friend- 
ship that binds the two nations will re 
main unalterable and secure.” 


Those Italian Criminals. 

WILKESBARRE, Pa., April 6—A promi- 
nent Italian merchant in this city, in con- 
versation with the Associated Press cor- 
respondent, stated that as far as Guiseppo 
Beviveno, one of the murderers of McClure 
and Flanigan, was concerned, there will be 
no further complications between this 
country and Italy. In proof of this he ex- 
hibited a letter from one of Beviveno’s rel- 
ativesin Italy announcing that he had 
died in prison a short time ago, having 
been sentenced to twenty years for a crime 
committed there before he had escaped to 
the United States. Beviveno came from 
northern Sicily. Vallila is still alive and 
believed to be at liberty. Itisthe general 
belief here that his return will be de- 
manded.

THE EFFORTS Of travelling companies 
to make Quincy a show town do not prove 
very successful, and we doubt if the drama 
will be a success here until we have an 
opera house or theatre, and the people can 
feel assured that there is a responsible 
manager. Brockton, Waltham and other 
sma]l cities have frequent attractions. 


LOWELL SUFFERED by a large fire 
Sunday, the Edson block and Masonic 
Temple being destroyed, causing a loss of 
$150,000. The public library was in one 
of these. There was supposed to be a fire- 
proof door between the two blocks, but it 
did not fulfil expectations. It was closed 
as required and the firemen were early 
ordered to keep water pouring on it, but 
the report says ‘‘ fire burst through it as 
if it wasa piece of tissue paper.” 

The city of Lowell carries an insurance 
of $20,000 on the contents of its public 
library, but the loss by the fire is estimated 
at $40,000. If the policy of insurance is 
best, then it should be large enough to 
cover the loss, at least over fifty per cent. 


THE FOLLOWING paragraph shows that 
women are gradually working into public 
offices: 

At the annual elections, held in many 
Massachusetts towns in March, women were 
elected on school committees in Wilming- 
ton, Hyde Park, Melrose, Scituate, Belmont 
Wendell, Upton, Hull, Rockland, Milton, 
Franklin, Norwood, Hanover, Hopedale, 
Rochester, Topsfield, Pembroke, Dana, 
Everett, Essex. Two women were elected 
on the school board in both Lunenburg 
and Methuen. Mrs. Martha D. Bale of 
Melrose, was elected a member of the board 
of overseers of the poor. Ten towns 
placed women as trustees of public libraries 
or on the library committee. 


EXHIBIT A CHRISTIAN SABBATH. 


Congregational Ministers Preach Against 
Opening Chicago Exposition Sundays. 


Rey. Edward Norton pastor of the Con- 
gregational church, preached Sunday on 
Sunday observance, there ‘being concerted 
action among the Congregational ministers 
in opposition to the proposition to open on 
Sundays the world fair in Chicago in 
1893. 

It might be termed a strict sermon on 
Sabbath keeping. Mr. Norton showed 
that the day was not Jewish or Puritan, 
but divine. He reviewed recent legislation 
in Europe. How Switzerland, Germany 
and other countries had recently provided 
a day of rest, in some cases to coincide 
with the Sabbath. It was wrong for a 
man to work constantly without rest, and 
it was also wrong to put seven days of 
physical energy into six, so that the 
Sabbath should be simply a day of recupera- 
tion. There should be a holy observance 
of the Sabbath, and if necessary, a physical 
preparation on Saturday night. It should 
not be a day of pleasure, and no work 
should be done only that which could be 
showed to be absolutely necessary. 

Complaint is often heard of Sabbath 
desecration by immigrants, yet while 
foreign countries are legislating for a day 
of rest, there isa proposition to keep open 
on Sundays the world’s fair at Chicago in 
1893, which would cause 50,000 persons to 
work. He was glad to raise up his voice 
in remonstrance, and hoped this country 
would not take a step backward, for it was 
without a precedent in the United States, 
England or Scotland, but would exhibit a 
Christian Sabbath.

The Famous Vulture. 


The following record of Vulture 4, of 
Quincy, appeared in the Fireman’s column 
of the Sunday Globe : 

The once famous Vulture 4, of Quincy, 
was originally a Thayer, in 1844. In 1848 
the engine was rebuilt by Howard & Davis, 
and in 1877 was again rebuilt by Hunne- 
man. The engine was located at the 
“Point,” and while under the captaincy of 
Hebert Federhen did efficient service. Its 
motto was, ‘Our aim the public good.” 
The company had many home trials, and 
with a single exception was successful, and 
also held the championship of Quincy for 
many years by defeating the Tigers. It 
participated in but four events, and won a 
prize ateach muster. Sept. 29, 1875, at 
Hingham it played 202 feet; in the follow- 
ing month at Brockton, won first prize on 
202 feet, 9¢ inches. At Mystic Park, Aug. 
22, 1878, with 36 competitors, the company 
won second prize on 162 feet, 63 inches. 
At Danvers, July 24, 1879, it won a silver 
trumpet by playing 207 feet, 3} inches. In 
1884 the company was disbanded and the 
engine sold to Chelsea, Vt.

Excitement in a Belgian Town. 

It is promised that it will not be long 
before a certain small town in Belgium 
is lighted by electricity. It appears that 
thirty years ago the municipality entered 
into a contract with the local gas com- 
pany for the public lighting of the town. 
It was agreed that the price should be 
fixed at $8,000 per annum, the contract 
to exist for fifty-five years. Thus the 
agreement remains good for another 
twenty-five years. The municipality, 
seeing around cheaper gas and a more 
desirable light in the farm of the electric 
light, have come to the conclusion that 
they are decidedly at a disadvantage. 
They say that the price which was con- 
sidered just when the contract was made 
should now be reduced, as it is excessive 
when compared with other towns where 
only $1,000 per annum is paid for the 
same amount of light. 

As the gas company refuses to reduce 
its price, complaints regarding defective 
lighting, which had previously been per- 
mitted to pass unnoticed, are now nu- 
merous, the inhabitants entering hearti- 
ly into the spirit of the situation. <Ac- 
cording to the latest accounts the gas 
company had fallen on troublous times. 
The municipality had made up its mind 
that if it could not get the gas at a rea- 
sonable rate it would secure it ata low 
one, and possibly make a profit on the 
bargain. 

The method adopted is decidedly rigor- 
ous. For every gas jet below the con- 
tract candle power a fine of forty cents 
is imposed; for each square of glass not 
properly cleaned, a fine of ten cents; a 
broken glass, ten cents, and for a lamp 
extinguished a caution first and a fine 
afterward. The campaign is affording 
immense gratification to the inhabitants 
of that quiet little town, which has sel- 
dom fallen on such a bonanza in the way 
of a sensation, and the gas company 
seems destined either to make a speedy 
change of front or give up its contract. 
—New York Commercial Advertiser. 

Starlings Eaten by Rooks. 

A singular instance of starlings being 
eaten by rooks is reported from Dorset- 
shire. During the recentsevere weather 
a flock of starlings was observed on a 
farm at West Stafford, near Dorchester, 
being hotly pursued by a number of 
rooks. The larger birds quickly over- 
took their prey and quickly dispatched 
them, and stripping them of their feath- 
ers greedily devoured them on the spot, 
having presumably been driven to this 
from their starving condition. On an 
inspection of the place just after not a 
vestige of the starlings could be found 
beyond the feathers, with which the 
ground was strewn. Similar occur- 
rences are reported from several other 
places.—London Graphic.

MR, PARNELL'S INNER LIFE, 


A Rumor That He Has Been Married— 
An Explanation Looked For—France 
and the Pope Will Second Efforts to 
Suppress Slavery in Africa — The Dis- 


turbances in India. 


ROME, April 7.—Cardial Lavigerie’s re- 
ceut toast at Algiers and the events which 
rapidly followed, are much discussed in 
church circles. Everything clearly indi- 
cates the decided drift of the Catholic 
church toward modern democracy. Pope 
Leo XIII has always considered it of prime 
importance for the church to free itself 
from identification witn the old dynastic 
parties. Especially in France he has long 
desired to bring the church in harmony 
with the popular party. But it was neces- 
sary to move slowly, so as to wound royal- 
ist and aristocratic susceptibilities as lit- 
tle as possible. Preparations for the new 
evolution were carefully made, and when 
the decisive hour came, Cardinal Lavi- 
gerie boldly struck the new note. af 

Lavigerit’s speech brought a storm of 
letters to the Vatican. All France grew 
excited. The bishops clamored for advice 
and the old parties protested. While the 
idea of the toast was approved and sug- 
gested by the Vatican,the form it took was 
not entirely satisfactory. The ardent pri- 
mate of Africa went somewhat beyond 
bounds. He attacked the old parties and 
taunted them witn having been in alliance 
with Boulangism. This vigorous language, 
however, made all France understand un- 
mistakably that the church intended to 
break with the past. There was no more 
equivocal meaning. Leo XIII said with 
regard to this: “The cardinal has done 
right. It was necessary to strike a great 
blow in order to get out of this condition 
of hesitancy and confusion.” 

The pope sees that the future belongs to 
democracy. He has great admiration for 
American democracy, of which he is a 
close student. He is convinced that the 
United States will furnish the form for 
the conclusions of European society, as 
well as ecclesiastic questions. He believes 
sincerely that Europe is marching toward 
democracy, with Republican institutions 
as the predestined goal. In his character 
as pontiff he dare not say so, nor can he 
make of this conyiction’an absolute doc- 
trine, which he could force upon others, 
But Cardinal Lavigerie’s development on 
the future triumphs of republics is cer- 
tainly the echo of close conversations which 
he has had with Leo XIII. 


THE TROUBLE IN INDIA. 


Assurances of Speedy Restoration of 
Order in the Disturbed Districts. 

LONDON, April 7.—Sir James Fergusson, 
political secretary of the foreign office in 
the house of commons, replying to a ques- 
tion in regard to the recent troubles in 
India, said that the affair at Manipur or- 
iginated ina dispute between the maha- 
rajah of Manipur and the latter’s brother, 
a powerful chieftain. Finally the dispute 
assumed such a serious aspect that the 
maharejah took refuge in the British resi- 
dency, leaving the state in an extremely 
disordered condition. Chief Commissioner 
James W. Quinton, Sir James Fergusson 
added, met with resistance upon the part 
of the maharajah’s brother, who was in 
command of the Manipur troops when Mr. 
Quinton went to Manipur in order to try 
to restore order and to reinstate the virtu- 
ally deposed maharajah in power. In con- 
clusion, Sir James said that the viceroy of 
India, the Marquis of Lansdowne, had 
sent a telegraphic message to the foreign 
office, the substance of which was that he 
would speedily restore order in the dis- 
turbed districts of India. 


IN A GOOD CAUSE. 


Catholic Order Organized for the Sup- 
pression of the Traffic in Slaves. 

ALGIERS, April 7.—At Biskra, in the 
presence of a concourse of Europeans and 
natives and a large number of bishops, 
Cardinal Lavigerie consecrated the ‘Freres 
Armes du Sahara.”’ The aim of this band 
is not conquest or aggression, but to com- 
bat slavery. When slavery is abolished 
the brothers will devote themselves to 
protecting the feeble, establishing in the 
Sahara centers for the care of the sick and 
opening the interior to the civilized world. 
The cardinal said that these men would 
work without the hope of any earthly re- 
ward, but that France and the church 
would not forget to second their efforts, 
The pope, he added, has already promised 
to devote his jubilee offerings to the noble 
work of abolishing slavery. 


IS PARNELL MARRIED? 


Rumor Has It He Wedded Another Than 
Mrs. O'Shea. 


Lonpon, April 7.—A sensation was 
caused in the lobby of the house of com- 
mons last evening by a rumor that Mr. 
Parnell has been privately married since 
the O’Shea divorce proceedings. Accord- 
ing to this rumor, the lady whom Mr. Par- 
nell married is not Mrs. O’Shea. Several 
Parnellites in the house of commons were 
interviewed on the subject, but they re- 
fused to say more than that the mystery of 
their leader’s inner life, often referred to 
recently as certain to clear Mr. Parnell’s 
character, will shortly be explained. 


No Trouble Anticipated. 

RoE, April 7.—Judging from remarks 
he made in the course of an interview yes- 
terday, Mr. Porter, the American minis- 
ter, is evidently surprised that the Italian 
government executed its threat of recalling 
Baron Fava. He said, however, he was 
convinced that there would bea speedy 
and amicable settlement of the New Or 
leans lynching difficulty, despite Baron 
Fava’s departure. 

Maj. Panitza Has Avengers. 

BERLIN, April 7.—The Tageblatt’s St. 
Petersburg correspondent says: In an in- 
terview M. Benderoff denied that he was 
concerned in the murder of Minister 
Beltcheff in Sofia. He believed that the 
assassin intended to kill Premier Stambu- 
loff in revenge for the execution of Maj. 
Panitza. He hinted that Maj. Panitza 
had many more avengers. 

Couldn’t Stand Disgrace. 

LEGHORN, April 7.—It is stated that the 
body of Sig. Corradini, the banker of this 
city, who failed recently, and who com- 
mitted suicide, has been discovered. Al- 
though his assets amounted to 75 per cent. 
of his liabilities, he had lately been en- 
gaged in a bold and systematic forgery of 


bills of exchange in an endeavor to cover 
his losses. i 


WEATHER-CROP BULLETIN, 


Which Will Prove to Be Interesting 
Readingto Tillers of the Soil. 
SIGNAL OFFICE, WAR DEPARTMENT, ; 

WASHINGTON City, April 6. 

The week has been colder than usual, ex- 
cept in New England, and thence -west- 
ward over the lake region. The temper- 
ture for the season from Jan. 1 to April 3 
continues in excess in all districts east of 
the Mississippi. 

The seasonal rainfall continues generally 
in excess throughout all agricultural dis- 
districts, except on the South Atlantic and 
North Pacifie coasts, where from 50 to 90 
per cent. of the normal rainfall is reported. 

The season continues late, and owing to 
excessive rains, muddy roads and cold 
weather very little farm work has as yet 
been accomplished in the northern states. 
Excessive rains have also retarded work in 
Kentucky and Tennessee, where the season 
is reported from two weeks to a month 
late. Grass and wheat in these two states 
are doing well, but the snow and freeze 
will probably injure fruit, as trees are re- 
ported in bloom. 

The weather for the week has been more 
favorable in the gulf states, where little 
rain and much sunshine has enabled farm- 
ers tocomplete the planting of the corm 
crop and continue the planting of corn and 
rice. Fruit is reported in good condition 
in the gulf states. 

Heavy rains have continued in the south 
Atlantic and middle Atlantic states, with 
very little sunshine; these conditions being 
unfavorable, the season being from two te 
three weeks late, all states reporting dry 
weather and sunshine badly needed. 

The week closed in New England with 
heavy snow which extended over eastern 
New York. 

Reports from California indicate that 
the weather for the week has not been 
favorable, although as yet no damage is 
reported. The absence of precipitation 
and dry north winds retard growth an@ 
bake the ground. Rain is greatly needed 
in grain districts where crops are turning 
yellow in foot-hills. Prospects for fruit 
reported as good. In southern California 
crops are coming forward favorably; sugar 
beets satisfactory to planters.

Then he pulled a re- 
volver and fired three times at her. One 
bullet struck her corset and another her 
hand, but neither penetrated the skin. 
She ran out of the room and immediately 
heard two shots fired. 

Running into the room where the baby 
was lying in its crib, she found the infant 
gasping for breath. There were two 
bullet holes in its dress. She grasped the 
child in her arms and started out. The 
husband followed after her, and she hesrd 
his revolver snap twice. In all, she heaid 
six reports from his revolver.

ANOTHER CHAPTER 


In the Robinson Forgery and En- 
dezzlement Case. 


TWO PARTNERS INVOLVED. 


They Indorsed Considerable of Robin- 
son’s Paper, Held by the Brockton 
National Bank, Which Has Resorted 
to Legal Methods. 


BrockToN, Mass., April 7.—When the 
crooked career of Charles .W. Robinson, 
Brockton’s forger and embezzler, became 
known, it was learned that among his vic 
tims were Sewall P. Howard and Emerson 
Goldthwaite, to estimable citizens whom 
he induced to form a special copartnership 
with him. : 

Robinson held out to them the claim 
that he was doing a legitimate business as 
a stock broker. Being men of capital, and 
anxious to invest their money where it 
would prove safe and profitable, and having 
the utmost confidence in Robinson, they 
assented to his suggestion, which resulted 
in their financial embarrassment to a large 
degree. 

Robinson’s forgeries began with the 
names of his relatives and friends, but 
soon extended to his partners. The papers 
which Robinson issued as security for cer- 
tain obligations, it is claimed, are all 
forged, and among them are numerous 
notes which bear the alleged signatures of 
his former business associates. 

The Brockton National bank, which 
held some of this paper, intends to ascer- 
tain whether the notes given by Robinson 
with the alleged indorsements are genuine, 
and, with that end in view, legal proceed- 
ings have been taken. The first steps in 
this direction took place in the insolvency 
court at Plymouth when Judge Harris 
granted the petition placing Howard and 
Goldthwaith in insolvency. 

Yesterday, in this city, was the first meet- 
ing of the creditors, and Judge Warren A. 
Reed of the municipal court was chosen 
assignee. The second meeting will be held 
in June. 

Counsel for Howard and Goldthwaite 
raised an objection against the payment of 
all claims against the firm, on the ground 
that it 

Was a Limited Partnership, 

and Howard and Goldthwaite should not 
be held upoa them. The court made a 
memorandum of the objection, but allowed 
the claims to be proven, leaving the ques- 
tion to &%&: taken to a higher court if 
deemed necessary. Against the firm of S. 
P. Howard & Co. the following claims 
were proved: First National bank of Yar- 
mouth, $4085.01. The bank held two notes 
alleged to be signed by Lowell M. 
Reynolds, and indorsed S. P. Howard & 
Co., C. W. Robinson and Stillman Kelly. 
Both were dated Sept. 25, 1890, and each 
was for #2000. Brockton National bank, 
$4800.04. The bank held a note for $2500 
made by 8. Howard & Co., and another 
made by Lowell M. Reynolds and indorsed 
by S. P. Howard & Co.,S. P. Howard, C, 
W. Robinson and E. Goldthwaite. As 
collateral the bank held a note of $2500 
dated Oct. 6, 1890, to run for four months, 
and purporting to be made by and payable 
to Zimri Thurber. 

Atwood & Weeks had claims proven to 
the amount of $7529.39. They held a note 
of $5000, made by S. P. Howard & Co., in- 
dorsed by the individual members of the 
firm, to run four months, and made paya- 
ble at the bank in Plymouth. Another 
note held by them purported to be made 
by E. H. Lathrop Oct. 9,in the sum of 
$2500, and was indorsed by S. P. Howard 
& Co.,and the members of the firm indi- 
vidually. Ascollateral they held a note 
for $5000, Oct. 4, payable in four months, 
purporting to be made by H. L. Bryant 
and indorsed by H. L. Bryant and George 
E. Bryant. 

Against Emerson Goldthwait the follow. 
ing claims were proven: J. C. Swan, 
$34.50; Jerusha B. Goldthwait, $260; Lu- 
dovica Johnson, $312, and preferred claim 
of $81; John W. Stetson, trustee, $28.40. 

Against 8. P. Howard individually the 
following claims were proven: Rufus B, 
Kingman, $79; T. K. Kinney, $63.92; Brock 
ton Savings bank, $127.25; W. C. Flagg,

Heis to be ad- 
mitted to membership in the New England 
conference of the Methodist Episcopal 
church. This news will be the cause of 
much surprise in Baptist circles, as Dr 
Haynes had not given public notice of is 
intention to change pulpits. 


Bay State Will Be Asked for $175,000. 

CuicaGo, April 7.—The six members of 
Massachusetts legislatature, who were 
sent here to make a personal investigation 
into the plan scope of the World’s fair, say 
they will recommend an appropriation by 
the legislature of the Bay State of at least 
$175,000. 

Chicago’s Death Rate. 

CuicaGgo, April 7,—The death rate last 
week was the highest ever known in Chi- 
cago, being 41.60 per 1000 perannum. The 
deaths numbered 960, of which 509 were 
from throat and lung diSeases. A marked 
falling off in the death rate is noted. 


New Haven’s Abducted Boy.

CONFLICTING STATEMENTS. 


Coke Operators Claim. They are Win- 
ning—Sstrikers Say Otherwise. 

PirrspuRG, April 7.—Affairs were quiet 
but interesting yesterday in the coke 
region. The operators made a most de- 
termined effort to start several of their 
plants with but doubtful success. The 
strikers, on the other hand, simply ignore 
the works and up to midnight no out- 
break or raid whatever had. been at- 
tempted, notwithstanding the gen 
alarm felt. The large Frick and McCSure 
companies, following their policy of re 
sumption, made an effort to start their 
plants. At the Frick general offices it is 
reported that 100 men are at work at Ade- 
laide and forty at Morewood,and that coke 
is being shipped from the Jimtown and 
Sterling works. The Coalbrook plant of 
the McClure company is still being oper- 
ated without much trouble. 

On the other hand the master workman 
says but fourmen are working at More- 
wood and a corporal’s guard would cover 
the remainder, and that the entire region 
presents the appearance of total idlenesss 
except at Plant’s, where an amicable ad- 
justment has been made, 

Many arrests have been made, among 
them being M. McDonough and William 
© leman, two prominent leaders of the 
Morewood affair, who were released on 
$1000 bail. The military companies are 
still stationed in Scottdale and | Mt. 
Pleasant, having nothing to do. They 
may be needed to-day, however, when the 
Leith, the Cochran, the Leisenring and 
other former battle grounds start up. 


NINE LIVES LOST. 


Burned Beyond Recognition in a Fire at 
Rochester, Pa. 


Rocuester, Pa., April, & — About 
midnight fire broke out in a IArge frame 
building on New York street, owned by 
John F. Smith and occupied by E. J. 
Keene as a dwelling and shoe store, 
Mrs. A. Hallas a millinery store, and in 
the upper rooms were a number of 
Italians. Nine lives were lost. All the 
bodies have been recovered, but each body 
is burned beyond recognition. 

Maria Tecchio, aged 16, escaped by 
jumping from the second story, and al- 
though not seriously injured, is prostrated. 
She talks incoherently and seems to re- 
member but little of the frightful 
struggles of her kinsmen. She says that 
when she awoke the fire was burning be- 
low and their rooms were filled with 
smoke. She slept in the back room, her 
mother and the children in the middle 
room, and her father and his brother, Vic- 
toria Tickio and Josef Raema, both 
visitors, occupied the front room. Maria 
tried to rouse her people, but they were al- 
ready asphyxiated. She stayed until the 
fire burned her, and she was compelled to 
jump for her life. 


USURPED AUTHORITY. 


Grand Trustees of Brotherhood of Train- 
men Discharged. 

GALEsBURG, Ills., April 7.—S. E. Wilkin- 
son, grand master of the Brotherhood of 
Railway Trainmen, has discharged five 
grand trustees of the brotherhood. In a 
circular issued to the lodges, the grand 
master gives as his reason for this action 
that the grand trustees failed to make a 
proper examination of the books of the 
grand secretary and treasurer and of the 
editor of The Trainmen’s Journal and to 
place the editor under bond; that the grand 
trustees usurped authority in issuing a cir- 
cular containing untrue statements and in 
overruling the action of the seventh annual 
convention on two points. Mr. Salisbury 
of this city, one of the trustees, denies the 
authority of the grand master to discharge 
them, as they were elected by the brother 
hood and says they are still serving, re- 
gardless of the order. It is thought that 
the action will stir up a great contention 
in the brotherhood. 


“HAT TRIMMINGS,” 


Alleged Unlawful Assessments in Im- 
portation of Silk Goods. 


PHILADELPHIA, April 7.—In the United 
States circuit court, before Judge Ache- 
son, “hat trimming’’ cases were contin- 
ued, and by special arrangement fixed for 
trial the first Monday in June next. The 
plaintiffs are John Wanamaker, Meyer & 
Dickinson, Henry Tilge & Co., and Kohn, 
Adler & Co. It was said that there was 
involvéd in the covtroversy the refund of 
perhaps $20,000,000 upon all alleged unlaw- 
fulassessment of dutiesin the importa- 
tion of silk goods. The importers alleged 
them tagbe “hat trimmings’ and to be 
dutiable at 20 per cent. ad valorem under 
a clause of the act of March 3, 1883. The 
government says they are dutiable at 60 
per cent. ad valorem under the clause of 
all goods, wares 20d manufactures of 
silks, or of which silk is the component 
material of chief value. 


’Twas an Act of God. 

PNILADELPHIA, April 7.—Thomas L, 
Long sued the Pennsylvania railroad for 
$500 damages for two trunks lost on the 
express which was demolished by the flood 
at Conemaugh. Judge Wilson in his 
charge yesterday directed the jury to find 
a yerdict for defendant, as he said the 
trunks and the car in which they were be- 
ing transported by the railroad company 
were demolished in an unforsen disaster, 
which came under the heading of an act of 
God, for which the railroad company could 
not be held responsible. 


New Appointments at Columbia College. 

New York, April 7.—Three new law 
professors were appointed by the trustees 
of Columbia college, yesterday. They 
were Francis M. Burdick, George ‘W. 
Kirchwey, and George Miller Cumming. 
John Bassett Moore was appointed pro- 
fessor of international law. The trustees 
decided to establish a department of biol- 
ogy. Itis intended to take a year’s time 
in working into shape the details of the 
department.

Have Left Washington. 


NEGOTIATIONS POSTPONED, 


As the President Desired to Take Part 

in the Proceedings and Could Not Con- 
Do So at Present—Envoys 
Evidently Satisfied.

WASHINGTON, April 7.—The Canadian 
cabinet officers, who were in Washington 
for the purpose of di i reciprocity 
with Secretary Blaine, left their hotel just 
before noon yesterday to meet Sir Julian 
Pauncefote at the British legation. Ac 
companied shortly afterward by Sir Julian 
Pauncefote, the Canadians called upon 
Secretary Blaine at hishome. Their stay 
lasted but afew minutes, and, returning 
to their hotel, they announced that they 
were to leave Washington ifta few hours. 
As social engagements had been made by 
members of the party that indicated a pur- 
pose to stay in Washington at least a week, 
the news of the intended sudden departure 
caused some surprise. 

This was set at rest, however, by a 
Statement from Sir Charles Tupper, who 
said that he visited Secretary Blaine last 
Thursday, and was courteously received. 
He explained the desire of the Canadian 
government to lay the foundation for ne 
gotiations that should broaden the trade 
relations between the Dominion and the 
United States. Secretary Blaine met the 
proposal favorably, and Sir Charles re- 
turned to Ottawa to report the result to 
his government and to secure the presence 
in Washington of Mr. Foster, minister of 
marine, 2nd Mr. Thompson, minister of 
justice, Secretary Blaine having arranged 
to receive them 

Subsequently Secretary Blaine Jearned 
thatthe president desired to be present 
when the negotiations were undertaken, 
and his projected southern and western 
trip would not admit of that if the nego- 
tiations were to proceed at-once. Accord- 
ingly Secretary Blaine informed Sir Julian 
Pauncefote that a postponement would be 
desirable, and the minister so telegrgphed 
Sir Charles Tupper ut Ottawa. But the 
party had started for Washington before 
the telegram was received and was not in- 
formed of the change of program until yes- 
terdauy. Mesers. Foster and Thompson left 
Washingtor o'clock yesterday after- 
noon for Ottawa and Sir Charles will go 
straight to London. He says that Sir 
Julian Pauncefote will notify the party 
when to return to Washington, which will 
be as soon as the president can conven- 
iently give his attention to the negotia- 
tions 

After the interview with Secretary 
Blaine in the morning, the party called at 
the White House and left their cards for 
the president 
Agreenble to the Envoys. 
The president could probably hardly 
have done anything that would kave been 
more agreeable to the Canadian delezates 
than to postpone the negotiations until 
after the meeting of the Canadian parlia- 
ment. The session will open the latter 
part of this month and will last into June. 
It will be at just about that time that the

New York, April 7—Ten Russian im- 
migrants, who arrived here on the steam- 
ship Danis from Hamburg. were barred 
from landing at the barge office.

Does Not Propose to Go Ahead 

without knowing whether its course will 
be approved in London. The British gov- 
ernment is willing that..Canada should 
make any reasonable trade arrangement 
which will extend her markets and in- 
crease the prosperity of her people. The 
matter has been thoroughly talked over 
by Sir Charles Tupper, as the representa- 
tive of Canadian interests, and the mem- 
bers of the cabinet in London. It was with 
their knowledge that the series of proposi- 
tions was prepared which was made pub- 
lic during the recent electoral campaign 
in Canada. 

The difficulty with reciprocity negotia 
tions is that the Dominian government is 
prepared to offer only partial reciprocity, 
while Mr. Blaine’s inclination is to ask for 
all or nothing. Al) that the Conservative 
government of the Dominion has hereto- 
fore offered has been the exchange of natu- 
ral products, which would be of little 
benefit to the United States, but of qmeat 
benefit to Canada. The only possibility of 
a successful issue of the negotiations would 
seem to be in the program attributed to 
Sir Charles Tupper, in -recent despatches 
from Ottawa, of opening Canadian mar- 
kets to certain designated manufactured 
articles from the United States. 

If this is done on such & scale as to offer 
substantial advantages to our commerce 
Secretary Blaine and the Canadian author- 
ities may come to an agreement, but under 
existing political conditions this will be 
difficult. —

It is 
said that he enjoyed this sort of life, be- 
ing accounted a martyr by his friends, and 
throughout his incarceration he lived 
sumptuously through the generosity of 
these same friends. [is cell was comfort- 
ably furnished and from his prison he con- 
tinued the conduct of his paper. At the 
expiration of his term Mr, Barnum was 
escorted from the jail to his office bya 
vast wd he 1 by a brass band. 
It was not till he stumbled accidentally 
upon Joyce Heth, “the alleged negro 
nurse” of Washington, that he found his 
true vocation. voman, it was repre- 
sented was 161 years and her owner ex- 
hibited a time-worn bill of sale dated 1727 in 
corroboration of his statements. Mr. 
Barnum bought her for 21000, and through 
extensive advertising he soon re 
alized 500 a week by exhibiting this, 
his first “wonder. Within a year Joyce 
Heth died, and a post mortem examination 
proved that the Virginia planter of whom 
jarnum bought her had added about 
eighty years to herage. Having thus ac- 
quired a taste for the show business, Mr.

In 1841, although without a dollar of his 
own, he purchased Scudder’s American 
museum in New York, changing the name 
to Barnum’smuseum.

n 1842 Mr. Barnum first heard of Charles 
Stratton of Bridgeport, Conn., who soon 
after became known to the world as Gen. 
Tom Thumb under Mr. Barnum’s direc 

tions. The general was exhibited in the 
United States and Europe for three years 
with great Aiter long nogotia- 
tions Mr. Barnum, in 1849, engaged Jenny 
Lind to sing in the United States for 150 
nights at $1000 a night, and a concert com- 
pany was formed to support her. 

In J 1850, Mr. Barnum chartered a 
ship which he sent to Ceylon to procure a 
dozen elevhants for a traveling menagerie.

| During the years 1851-52 he traveled as a 
temperance Jecturer. In 1852 he again en- 
tered the newspaper field, investing $200,- 
000 in establishing The New York Mlus- 
trated News. ; : 

In 1855 Mr. Barnum retired to his villa 
which he had built in 1846 at Bridgeport. 
| Here he expended large sums in improving 
| the city, built up the city of East Bridge- 
port, laying out miles of streets and plant- 
ing thousands of trees therein. 

He Encouraged Manufacturers 

to move to his new city, which has since 
become a part of Bridgeport. In 1856-57, 
to encourage a large manufacturing com- 
yany to move there he indorsed their notes 
for nearly $1,000,000. The company went 
into bankruptcy, wiping out a large part 
of Mr. Barnum’s property. 

He discharged every cent of his private 
indebtedness, and going abroad with Tom 
Thumb and other attractions in 1857, he 
sought toearn the means of liquidating 
his indebtedness to the clock ean! erin 
When he returned in 1859, he found that 
his real estate in East Bridgeport had so 
increased in value that he was once more 
arich man. Hethen took charge of his 
old museum in New York and conducted 
it successfully until it was destroyed by 
fire in 1865. In 1860 Mr. Barnum opened 
he Aquarial Gardens in Boston. 

In 1872 he organized his “Great Travel 
ing World’s Fair,” and in 1873 he pur 
chased the immense iron structure on 
Fourteenth street, New York, called the 
‘‘Hippotheatron.”’ Four weeks after his 
first exhibition in this building it, too, 
was destroyed by fire, entailing upon him 
a loss of $300,000. His beautiful lranistan 
residence was also destroyed in the same 
Way, and thus within a few years Mr. 
Barnum had suffered losses by fire 

Amounting to Nearly $1,200,000. 
Still undismayed by-these frightful losses, 
the great showman at once set about col- 
lecting material for a greater exhibition 
than ever. One year from the destruction 
of the Fourteenth street building he 
opened his well remembered **Hippro- 
drome.” 

Beside the successes in his chosen field 
Mr. Barnum was twice unwillingly sent to 
congress and twice elected mayor of 
Bridgeport, and four times a representa- 
tive in the legislature of the state. Atone 
time Mr. Barnum was urged to r for 
resident by the Prohibitionists, but this 
* emphatically declined. From his youth, 
with but a short break of three years from 
I8t3 to IM7, Mr. jarnum was an 
absolute teetotaler, and made a num- 
ber of tours during his life delivering lec- 
tures upon the subject of temperance.

SENATOR JOSEPH R. HAWLEY 


Talks to the Hartford Board of Trade 
on the Subject of Coast Defenses. 

HARTFORD, April 8.—Senator Joseph 
Hawley addressed the Hartford Board of 
Trade yesterday, on the subject: ‘The 
Veakness of Our Coast Defenses.” Gen. 
Hawley reviewed the ups and downs of 
the American navy, and criticised the in- 
difference of the people in recent years to 
the matter of adequate coast defense. He 
described the new classes of ships and the 
new steel guns which are to be made, and 
explained the workings of the various 
contrivances for harbor defense, such as 
torpedoes, rifled mortars, mines and rams. 
The recent complications with Italy, he 


said, showed the rapidity with which 
trouble might come. Halifax, less than 
two days’ sea journey from Boston, is a 
perpetual menace to our unprotected 
coast, for England in case of war would 
assemble her fleet there. Gen. Hawley 
said the cost of adequate defenses for 
the coast might be $125,000,000, but 
this would be extended over a term of 
years. No exorbitant tax would be neces- 


sitated by the appropriation of this 
amount, andthe investment would prove 
wise in all respects.

COUNTERFEIT, CERTIFICATES 


Are Causing Considerable Trouble at the 


Treasury Department. 

WaAsHINGTON, April 8.—The dangerous 
counterfeit ©2 silver certificate is causing 
considernble trouble at the treasury de- 
partment. Not more than twenty of these 
counterfeits have come Into the hands of 
trea Micials. The extent of their cir- 
culation, however, is not known, as they 
bear so close a resemblance to the genuine 
note that they cannot be readily detected, 
except by experts. The issue of the regu- 
lar series of the 32 silver certificates has 
been suspended and arrangements are be- 
ing nade for the issue of a substitute. The 
original bears the portrait of Gen. Han- 
cock and the substitute will have that of 
Secretary Windom. While the old series 
has not been called in, none of the notes of 
that series coming into the treasury will 
be reissued. The department is also con- 
sidering the advisability of discontinuing 
the use of the distinctive paperon which 
government notes and securities are now 
printed. A commission has been appointed 
to investigate the manufacture and use of

OF INTEREST TO ARTISTS. 


New Designs for Standard Dollars, Half 
Dollars, Quarters and Dimes. 

WASHINGTON, April 8.—The director of 
the mint issued a circular to artists pre- 
scribing the following conditions for the 
consideration of new designs for standard 
dollars, half dollars, quarters and dimes: 

1. They must be presented in the form of 
models or medallions in plaster, the modals to 
be from four to eight inches in diameter; a 
separate design to be submitted for the obverse 
and reverse of the silver dollar and separate 
designs for the obverse of the half dollar, 
quarter dollar and dime. 

2. The models must be in what is known as 
“low relief,” suitable for coins. 

3. Each model submitted must be complete, 
with the denomination of the coin, and only 
such inscriptions as are required by law, to- 
gether with the date (year). 

4. The models must be submitted under seal 
to the director of the mint on or before June 
1, 1801. 

5. An award not to exceed five hundred 
dollars ($500) will be made for each design ac- 
cepted.

MASSACHUSETTS LEGISLATURE. 


Reports ©: Cor:mittees — Constitutional 
Amene iciis—Municipal Control—Pub- 
lic Bars—Bill Against the Party Pay- 
ments of Poll Taxes. 

Boston, April 8.—Inexpedient was re- 
ported by the taxation committee to pro- 
vide that taxes shall be assessed upon the 
location or other privileges granted by 
cities and towns to corporations, the same 
to be deducted from the value of their cap- 
ital stock. 

The committee on education reported a 
bill relating to the receipts and disburse- 
ments of boarding houses in connection 
with the state normal schools. It places 
the boarding houses under the general 
management of the board of education, 
and provides for the auditing of their ac- 
counts by the state auditor. 

No legislation necessary was reported by 
the committee on manufactures on sO 
much of the governor’s address as relates 
to municipal control of municipal work 
and ownerships of the instrumentalities 
for its performance; also upon the orders 
and petitions relating to municipal owner- 
ship of gas and electric plants. 

Inexpedient was reported by the com- 
mitte on election laws, to provide that 
when amendments of the constitution are 
to be voted for, the full text shall be 
printed on the ballot or that the voter 
shall in some manner be furnished with 
definite information as to the proposed 
change. 

The committee on election laws reported 
a bill providing that any person qualified 
to vote national, state, district or 
county officers, who has changed his resi- 
dence within the state.shall have the right 
to vote in all elections for such oflicers in 
the city or town from which he has re- 
moved until the expiration of six months. 
It also provides that no person having 
served in the army or navy of the United 
States in time of war, and having been 
honorably discharged from such service, 
if otherwise qualified, shall be disqualified 
on account of receiving aid from any city 
or town, or because of the non-payment of 
a poll tax. 

The bill in relation to licenses for the 
sale of intoxicating liquors (repealing the 
public bar clause of the existing statute) 
was passed to be engrossed. 

The committee on election laws reported 
a bill that no poll tax shall be paid by any 
political organization either by itself or by 
any person in its behalf for the benefit of 
any individual or individuals, unless such 
individual or individuals shall in writing 
request such political organizations to pay 
such poll tax or poll taxes in his or their 
behalf. And no collector of taxes shall re- 
ceive money from political organizations 
or any one in their behalf in payment of 
poll taxes unless such collector is satisfied 
that such organization has been requested 
in writing by such individual to pay his 
poll tax. The penalty is 250 for each of- 
fense, or twenty to ninety days’ imprison- 
ment.

Water That Flows Into the Earth. 

There is an interesting instance of 
water flowing inland from the sea. Itis 
found on the island of Cephalonia, in the 
Ionian sea, west of Greece. The phe 
nomenon occurs on the southwest side 
of the island, near the small town and 
Two streams flow at 


| a short distance from one, straight from 


| different 


the sea for a few yards, and then follow 
courses. One turns at right 
angles and runs for some ways parallel 
with the shore and close toit. Then it 
turns again toward the sea, and run- 


doubles completely under itself, thus 
forming a loop, and finally passes out of 
sight deep down in a landward direction. 
In its course it turns two flour mills, 
which will give an idea of the strength 
of the current. There is no tide in the 
sea here, and the flowof the salt water 
brook is perfectly steady and continuous. 
The other stream disappears in the 
ground in a similar way. 

This curious phenomenon has not at- 
tracted much attention because Argos- 
toli is not off one of the regular tourist 
routes. No one knows what becomes of 
this water, but it probably flows to some 
subterranean reservoir, and it may have 
something to do with the earthquakes 
that occur in that neighborhood once in 
a long while, or possibly it feeds some 
distant volcano, for, as is well known, 
the most rally accepted theory of 
the cause of volcunic eruptions is that 
they are due to steam generated from 
water admitted through cracks in the 
earth’s crust or in some other way.—

THE PARNELL SENSATION, 


It is Said to Be Mrs. O’Shea’s Daughter 
Whom He Married—The Latest Attack 
on the Czar—Retirement of Justice 


Stephen—Other Foreign News. 


PANAMA, April 8, via Galveston— Pas- 
sengers who have just arrived here by 
steamer from Valparaiso declare that the 
cause of the revolutionists is making pro- 
gress. They assert that in the city of Val- 
paraiso the sentiment in favor of the revo- 
lutionary party is becoming very strong. 
It was pretty generally expected, when 
they left there, that on the arrival of the 
fleet the troops now adhering to the Bal- 
maceda government would announce their 
allegiance and go over to the opposition. It 
is argued that President Balmaceda re 
alizes that his cause is waning from the 
fact that he‘ is recruiting his forces from 
the prisons. 


JUSTICE STEPHEN RETIRES. 


Ap Impressive Scene at the Closing 
Event of a Sensational Incident. 


LonpDon, April 8.—The scene at the for- 
mal retirement from tht bench of Hon. 
James Fitzjames Stephen, K. C.S. 1., yes- 
terday,was impressive. The event occurred 
inthe room of the lord chief justice of 
England in the new law courts, where 
many other judges and distinguished mem- 
bers of the bar were gathered. Chief Jus- 
tice Lord Coleridge presided, and in an im- 
pressive and eloquent address reviewed 
the eminent services of the retiring jus- 
tice, feelingly referring to the illness that 
has compelled him to leave the bench. 

Justice Stephen, who had remained sit- 
ting while his fellow judges stood, then 
spoke in a somewhat feeble voice, and 
thanked the members of the bench and 
bar present for the evidence good feeling 
that had been shown him, adding that 
mentally and physically he felt well, but, 
acting under advice, he had decided to re- 
tire. 

Here the voice of the speaker broke, and 
tears coming into his eyes, he said, as he 
resumed, his seat, “God bless you and 
everyone.” 

Lord Coleridge and the other judges 
shook hands with Justice Stephen and 
the proceedings terminated. 

Sir James retires on a very liberal pen- 
sion, his salary while in active service hay- 
ing been £5000 (225,000). 


A NIHILIST CAPTURED 


On Suspicion of Being the Would-Be 
Assassin of the Czar. 

Loxpon, April 8.—The Telegraph’s cor- 
respondent at St. Petersburg says: An at- 
tempt was made on the czar’s life on Mon- 
day, but the attempt was cleverly frus- 
trated. It was a Russian holiday, and ac- 
cording tocustom the czar and czarina 
went to review the Imperial guards at 
their quarters opposite the palace of the 
Grand Duke Nicholas. Invitations to the 
ceremony had been sent to an extremely 
select and limited number of persons. A 
man with a sallow complexion and of a 
southern type was among those admitted 
by ticket. Ile took a place five paces dis- 
tant from the place where the ezar was to 
stand. Asthe man continued to wear his 
overcoat he was requested to remove it, 
but declined on the ground that he was 
afraid of draughts. His refusal to remove 
his coat excited suspicion and he was again 
requested to take it off. This time he con- 
sented, and he retired toan ante-room. He 
was immediately arrested and taken to 
prison, when a revolver and a globule,sup- 
posed to contain poison, was found in his 
pockets. His name is Shameikin. He de- 
clares that the globule simply contains 
medicine. The police affect to have known 
of a plot connected with Gunsberg’s con- 
spiracies and say they were watching for 
an assassin. 


UNDER THE BUSHEL. 


Serious Complications May Arise Over 
Parnell's Reputed Marriage. 


Lonpown, April 8.—The lady to whom Mr. 
Parnell is said to have been privately mar- 
ried since the O’Shea divorce is the eldest 
daughter of Mrs. O'Shea. The ex- 
treme privacy with which the ceremony 
was performed is attributed to the fact 
that the young lady is a ward in chancery. 
Although she is 21 years of age, the mar- 
riage could not be solemnized without the 
assent of the court. and by his action Mr. 
Parnell lays himself open to prosecution. 
Several Parnellite members of the house 
of commons affect to believe, although 
they deny any knowledge of the facts, that 
Mr. Parnell never had unlawful commerce 
with Mrs. O’Shea and that his secret 
visits to the home of the O’Sheas was 
for the purpose of meeting the daughter, 
whom he married with the consent of her 
mother, but unknown fo her father. 
Other Parnellites who are supposed to 
know the truth of the matter, when ques 
tioned in regard to the marriage, declared 
their ignorance of the whole affair. Capt. 
O’Shea’s friends treat the story as a stupid 
canard. 


Riot in Hamburg. 

HAMBURG, April 8.—The police dispersed 
a Socialist meeting which was being held 
in a hall in Bergedorff, a town belonging 
to Hamburg. This action of the police 
was taken in consequence of the anti-Semi- 
tic element in the meeting indulging in 
rioting. The fighting was continued in 
the street and a battle with stones took 
place between the opposing factions. Al 
the windows in the vicinity, including 
those in the railway station, were broken 
by the flying missiles. Several of the riot- 
ers were placed under arrest. 


Prince Napoleon's Harsh Words. 

Lonpoy, April 8.—The family of the 
late Prince Napoleon have decided not to 
publish the political part of the prince’s 
will, which treats his eldest son, Prince 
Victor, with the greatest severity. In 
this document Prince Napoleon calls his 
son a rebel and a traitor and enjoins him 
not to attend his funeral. 


That War Cloud. 

Lonpon, April 8.—The Standard’s St. 
Petersburg and Jassy correspondents con- 
tinue to report activity among the Russian 
troops, great numbers of which are being 
msssed on the Austro-Hungarian frontier. 
The Jassy correspondent gives a detailed 
account of the movement of the troops.

WASHINGTON, April 9.—The president 
has issued the following proclamation:

OFFICIALS WERE NEGLIGENT. 


Investigating Board's Report as to How 
the Alert Was Prepared for Sea. 

WASHINGTON, April 9.—The secretary of 
the navy has appointed a board, consisting 
of Commodore Irwin, Commander Bart 
lette, Assistant Naval Constructor Stall 
and Chief Engineer Kutz, to survey the 
Alert and report the repairs necessary, and 
Naval Constructor Fernald has been or- 
dered to Mare Island navy yard to super- 
vise the repairing of vessels. 

The report of the board appointed some 
time ago to investigate and report whether 
or not there was carelessness on the part of 
any officer in preparing the Alert for sea 
has been received at the navy department. 
The board finds that Naval Constructor 
Feaster has been careless in the supervi- 
sion of the repairs upon the Alert and 
neglectful in his examinations of the work 
as it progressed, which has resulted in 
serious defects in the ship being passed 
over without repairs, and in unsatisfactory 
workmanship in repairs made. 

Master Shipwright Williamson was 
negligent in the performance of the duty 
entrusted toeim in the immediate direc- 
tion of the first repairs to the ship prior to 
Noy. 24, 1800, which was the immediate 
cause of serious defects in the ship being 
passed over without repair, and in omitting 
the important work of scaling the corroded 
surfaces before painting. 

Master Shiptitter Artemus Webster was 
negligent in the performance of his duty 
in not exacting proper workmanship in 
the rapairs made upon the double bottom 
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of the Alert subsequent to Nov. 26, 1890, 
and in not properly carrying out the rec- 
ommendations of the boards of survey, by 
failing to remedy defects which were spe- 
cially mentioned. 

Master Shipfitter Webster will be dis- 
charged for neglect of duty; Master Ship- 
wright Williamson has already been re 
moved. 


AFTER THE MAFIA STYLE. 


Interesting Disclosures at the Trial of 
Members of the Mala Vita. 


RoME, April 9.—The trial at Bari of 179 
members of the Mala Vita society excites 
intense interest. Most of the prisoners, 
who are strongly guarded, are masons and 
coopers, and are young and well dressed, 
but many are well-known criminals. The 
examination of 207 witnesses for the prose- 
cution and 425 for the defense, commences 
on Monday and will last a whole week. A 
few admit that they wounded certain per- 
sons by order of the society under fear of 
death. A Neapolitan has revealed the 
names of many members of the society, ine 
cluding the president. A prisoner named 
Passaquineici denounced seventy members 
and declared that there were 220 more 
not yet arrested. He described the society 
as divided into Camorristi, Puodiotti and 
Giovanotti, the lower grades being subject 
to the higher. The evidence and that of 
other informers caused great excitement 
in the court. The prisoners shouted and 
gesticulated to their friends in the court, 
and the uproar that ensued amounted al- 
most to a riot.

MASSACHUSETTS LEGISLATURE. 


The Sweating System—An Asylum for 
Chronic Insane—Aldermanic Elections. 
Committees’ Time Extended. 

Beston, April 9.—Yesterday’s continua- 
tion of the hearing of the committee on 
public health upon the manufacture of 
clothing in sweating houses did little save 
to emphasize the fact there is great diver- 
sity of opinion among those who favor 
legislation as to what is best to do. 
William E. Coggeshall, president of the 
Central Clothing Cutters’ union, presented 
a bill providing forastate system of in- 
spection and tagging of the goods. 

The committee on public charitable in- 
stitutions reported ought to pass with an 
amendment the senate bill to provide for 
the building of an asylum for the chronic 
insane in eastern Massachusetts. The 
amendment provides that the aggregate 
compensation of the commissioners shall 
not exceed $6500 per year and expenses, for 
a term not exceeding two years.

REE RRS 
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The Late John L. Eldridge. 


The members of the Norfolk Bar Associ- 
ation, assembled at its annual meeting 
April 1, 1801, offer this their tribute to the 
memory of their late brother and as- 
sociate, John Loring Eldridge, who died in 
Quincy, November 7, 1890. ‘ 

Jobn Loring Eldridge was born in 
Provincetown, Mass., Dec. 25, 1842. He 
was fitted for college in the Boston Latin 
school, and was graduated at Harvard col- 
lege in the class of 1864. During his col- 
lege course, at the age of nineteen, he en- 
listed and served for nine months in the 
44th Regiment Mass. Infantry, during the 
war of the Rebellion. He pursued his 
legal studies at the Dane Law school, 
Cambridge, where he received the degree of 
L. L. B. in 1866. He afterwards continued 
his studies in the office of Joseph Nicker- 
son, Esq., in Boston. _He was admitted to 
the bar in Suffolk county in November, 
1867. 

For many years he has resided in Quincy, 
near the sea, for which he hada love from 
his boyhood, and which never abated, and 
so he became identified with Norfolk county 
in the practice of his profession. Although 
he had an extensive practice in Suffolk, 
yet we remember with pleasure that he was 
best known as a Norfolk county practitioner. 
For twenty years he was a well known 
figure in our Courts, and after he had gone, 
we all felt impressed with a sense of ap- 
preciable loss and we sadly missed his 
familiar greeting. 

As a lawyer, our late brother exhibited 
the value of early training, which his un- 
usual opportunities, both academic and pro- 
fessional, had afforded to him. He knew 
how to avail himself of every legal principle 
and precedent which could help his clients 
cause, and those he enforced with such 
zeal and persistency, as to give him great 
power with the court and jury. He 
never tired nor relaxed his efforts for one 
moment until the case was finally disposed 
of. He had a rare self possession and a 
certain steadfastness of purpose in the con- 
duct of a case, which nothing could dis 
concert, and in the most trying moment he 
could sometimes turn the flank of his ad- 
versary. Ina word, he had great resources 
as an advocate, and there his position was | 
one of recognized ability. On the criminal 
side of the court, he was not only the 
leader of our bar, but for many years he 
had defended avery large proportion of 
all the defendants who were tried in the} 
Superior Court for Norfolk. Whatever 
may be said of the usual effect of along 
continued practice in the trial of criminal 
cases, upon the reputation of a lawyer, it 
may be truly said of our late brother, that 
he passed through that ordeal without 
losing the esteem and confidence of his 
brethren of the Norfolk Bar. 

But his practice was not wholly confined | 
to criminal cases, and in the trial of a civil | 
case, he displayed the same zeal, skill and | 
fertility of resources. | 

Our late brother had a frank and generous | 
spirit which made us all his friends. His 
free and cordial ways, we shall long remem- 
ber. We leave it for others to discover his 
faults and errors, but we his brethren of 
the bar, who knew him well, in the inter- 
course of professional life, prefer to hold 
him in our memory for those qualities of 
head and heart which won our regard and 
sympathy.

NO MORE CONSULAR SEALS. 


Border Examination for Goods Imported 
by Way of Canada. 

New York, April 10.—A Washington 
speciol to The Mail and Express says: 

These are stormy times for Canadian in- 
terests in Washi The exit of the 
Canadian is about to be 
followed by a very I int ruling of 
Secretary Foster, which ay be consid- 
ered by the Canadians as another attack 
upon their interests. It will be promul- 
gated in a day or two. It will do away with 
the system of consular seals and the bond- 
ing privileges which the Canadian rail- 
roads have so long enjoyed, and which 
American roads have attacked as, an un- 
American discrimination. Heretofore when 
goods have been imported through Canada 
from foreizn countries to the United States 
there have been no custom examinations 
on the border. The United States consul 
sealed up the door of the car. This carried 
it through to its point of destination in the 
United States without customs Samina- 
tion. 

But under the order which Secretary 
Foster is about to there will be no 
more consular seals, aud no more bonding 
goods through Canada. These goods here- 
after undergo the customs examination at 
the point where they first touch American 
territory. It is expected that this change 
will be of material advantage to American 
roads, and particularly to the Pacific 
roads. The Canadian Pacific has hereto- 
fore been able to get alarge measure of 
Pacific business by reason of the consular 
seilsystem. Aside from the advantage to 
American roads, it is believed that the ar- 
rangements will put an end to numerous 
frauds which have grown up as the result 
of the consular sealing. 

Testimony which was taken before the 
secretary showed that in many cases where 
ears had been loaded and sealed, the seals 
had been taken off and goods substituted 
for those originally shipped. Opium was 
put in the place of goods that bore low 
dutic It was proved that the Canadian 
Pacific had a complete outfit for manufac- 
turing these United States consular seals 
and that it put on the seals and took them 
off as it saw fit, without reference to the 
United States consuls who were supposed 
to do the sealing. Such an abuse cannot 
occur when the goods are examined at the 
boundary.

To Be Followed by Secretary Tracy in 
Inaugurating Navy Yard Reform. 
WASHINGTON, April 10. — Secretary 
Tracy’s new plan for the reform of the 
public service in the navy yards will prob- 
ably be put into effect soon. Assistant 
Secretary Soley is now at work preparing 
asetof rules and regulations that will 
furnish the machinery for the system, and 
these are expected to be ready for promul- 
gation shortly. Mr. Soley is well quali- 
fied for this work of preparation, as by the 
direction of the secretary he recently 
visited Boston, where he made an ex- 
haustive study of the system of employing 

labor on municipal work. He said: 

“The city of Bosten is the only one in the 
country that kas eliminated politics from 
the municipal labor field, and the general 
ideas and methods of this system are to be 
taken as the foundation upon which Sec- 
retary Tracy hopes to build his reform. It 
is not anticipated that the inauguration of 
the new system will at once alter many 
existing conditions at the naval establish- 
ments in the various parts of the country, 
but that the growth of the new plan will 
be gradual, finally extending, as the regis- 
tration lists grow, to include every man in 
the employ of the navy department asa 
laborer. ‘he force of a navy yard is 
largely a shifting one, and it is not to be 
expected that there will be any wholesale 
discharges at present. It must be borne in 
mind that the element of politics is to be 
absolutely eliminated from the employ- 
ment of labor. There will not be the least 
inquiry into the political faith of appli- 
cants.” 


PROCTOR WILL NOT RESIGN, 


But Would Probably Accept Edmunds’ 
Seat If Offered to Him. 


WASHINGTON, April 10.—It_ is learned on 
good authority that Secretary Proctor has 
no intention of resigning his office imme- 
diately. His return from the west to 
Washington was caused by a personal rea- 
son,in addition to his desire to see the presi- 
dent before the latter starts on his western 
and southern tour. He will resume the 
discharge of the duties of his office when 
he returns to Washington. But if Gov- 
ernor Page, during the adjournment of the 
Vermont legislature, which does not reas- 
semble until a year from next autumn, 
should conclude to appoint Secretary Proc- 
tor to the United States senate to fill the 
vacancy to be caused by Senator Edmunds’ 
retirement, it is stated by the same au- 


thority that the secretary will accept the 
appointment. This action is not likely to 
be taken until next fall, and meantime 
Secretary Proctor will doubtless continue 
to bea member of Presidert Harrison’s 
cabinet. 

OMAHA, April 10.—Secretary Proctor 
and party passed through Omuha this 
evening en route to Washington. In re- 
ply toa questiou Secretary Proctor said: 
“Tam not a condidate for senator from 
Vermont. All this gossip about me in 
that connection is without my knowledge. 
Iintend to go direct to Washington with- 
out any stops and resume the duties of my 
office.”

Discrepancies Between Biographers and 
One Who Claims to Be the Widow of 
“Artemus Ward.’’ 

New York, April 10.—The Evening Sun 
says that J. A. Browne of Bloomington, 
Ills., is now in this city, and makes the in- 
teresting assertion that he is the son of the 
late Charles F. Browne, who was better 
known as Artemus Ward. His mother, 
whose maiden name was Hannah Stainton, 
is confident that sheis she widow of the 
deceased humorist, and her as- 
sertion by a number of affidavits. She is 
in Illinois, and claims the estate of Charles 
F. Browne. The law firm of Ten Eyck 
& Remington of this city has been re- 
tained to investigate the matter and prove 
the claim. Some unusual diserepancles in 
the matter of dates will probably bother 

he claimants if their case ever gets in 
court. According to the biographers of 

Artemus Ward, Charles Farrar Browne 

born in the town of Waterford, Me.,

WASHINGTON, April 10.—A largely at- 
tended meeting of the Citizens’ Alliance 
was held here last night. President Polk 
of the Farmers’ Alliance made the prin- 
cipal speech. We stood to-day, he said, 
in the midst of a revolution—peaceful and 
bloodless, he prayed—but the mightiest 
social, industrial and economic revolution 
the world has ever witnessed. Agriculture, 
the life of all life,was languishing and dying 
and all over the land was heard the dismal 
and universal wail of hard times among 
the farmers. There was no longer such a 
thing as contentment among the farmers, 
The cry of over-production was a false 
one, he said. There could be no over-pro- 
duction as long as the cry of bread from a 
single child was heard. It was under-con- 
sumption and not over-production. 

It was not the fault of the farmer but 
of the financial system of our govern- 
ment. The alliance, Mr. Polk said, had 
formulated to the world a platform of 
principles which, it believed, would bring 
the greatest good to the greatest number 
and would conserve the highest and best 
interests of the country. Who, he esked, 
had a beiter right te go into politics than 
the farmer. Did not they pay from their 
hard earnings 80 cents of every dollar ofthe 
country’s taxes’ The organization of the 
vational Farmers’ Alliance and Industrial 
union was not partisan in character; it did 
notabridye the most perfect freedom of its

IN UNCLE SAM’S FAVOR. 


Decision in a Suit Which Has 
Pending Since 1863. 

New York, April 10.—A jury in the 
United States circuit court yesterday de- 
cided for the government in the suit of 
Lindsey, Cluttick & Co., merchants of 
this city, against Collector Barney for the 
recovery of alleged excessive valuations 
upon imported goods. The suitis known 
as the “square yard cases’ and was begun 
in 1863-4. The question was whether the 
goods were similar to delaines, upon which 
the duty is 2 cents a square yard and 30 per 
cent. ad valorem. The plaintiffs contended 
that the goods were duitable at 35 per cent. 
ad valorem without counting the number 
of square yards. The verdict was computed 
at $13,988 for the government.

GOOD AND EVIL IN JEHU. 


LESSON II, SECOND QUARTER, IN- 
TERNATIONAL SERIES, APRIL 12. 


Text of the Lesson, II Kings x, 18-31. 
Commit Verses, 26-29 — Golden Text, 
I Sam. xvi, 7—Commentary by the Rev. 
D. M. Stearns. 


(Compiled from Lesson Helper Quarterly by per- 
mission of H. S. Hoffman, publisher, Philadel- 
phia.} 

18. “And Jehu gathered all the people to- 
gether.” 

We find this man’s name nearly forty 
times in this and the preceding chapter, 
and not over a dozen times elsewhere. He 
is evidently the Lord’s minister of judg- 
ment upon sin and sinners, but does not ap- 
pear to have been a true worshiper of the 
true God. 

19. “I havea great sacrifice to do Baal.”’ 

Thus said Jehu as he commanded to be 
gathered together all the prophets, priests 
and servants of Baal that be might destroy 
them. Baal was the chief male deity of 
the Phoenicians and Canaanites. The word 
signifies master or possessor, and is used 
fifteen times in this chapter, which is more 
often than it is found in any other chapter 
in the Bible. The worship of Baal meant 
the forsakin ; of the only true God, the God 
of Israel, and an identification with the false 
religions of the nations, and was a great 
provocation of Jehovah. 

20. ‘And Jehu said, Procluim a solemn 
assembly for Baal.” 

His purpose is stated in the previous 
verse to have been that he might destroy 
the worshipers of Baal, but he is doing it 
deceitfully, ana a God of truth cannot de- 
ceive nor ucthorize deceit. 

21. ‘And Jehu sent through all Israel; 
and all the worshipers of Baal came, so 
that there was not a man left that came 
not.” 

And we read that the house of Baal was 
full from one end to the other. Here is a 
devotion worthy of a better cause, but it is 
even so to this present day. 

22. “Bring forth vestments for all the 
worshipers of Paal. And he brought them 
forth vestments.” 

Thus while outwardly honoring them 
and seemingly encouraging them he was 
robing them for slaughter. Death, not 
life, was before them, and it was death 
leading to the second death. The separa- 
tion of soul and body is not to be dreaded 
if we are clothed with Christ’s righteons- 
ness. 

23. “Jehu and Jehonadab the son of Re- 
chab.”’ 

See in verse 15 the greeting and union of 
these two, and if not familiar with the 
story of the descendants of Jonadab, read 
it in Jer. xxxv, and mark the blessings of 
obedience. 

“Search and look that there be here with 
you noneof the servants of the Lord, but 
the worshipers of Baul only.” 

How would such a proclamation affect 
the people who gather at the popular 
places of amusement in our day? 

24. “And when they went in to offer sac- 
rifices and burnt offerings.” 

Here is Jehu officiating as a priest of 
Baal, while at the same time he instructs 
eighty men thaton penalty of death they 
are not to allow one of those present to 
escape with his life. Compure Eiijah prov- 
ing before all the people that Jehovah is 
God, as he offered sacrifice unto Him, and 
then slew the prophets of Bual after show- 
ing them their folly. With Elijah all was 
open and righteous. The way of Jehu is 
not so. God commissioned him to destroy 
Baal, but God did not commission him to 
practice deceit or to worship Baal. 

2. “Go in and slay them; let none come 
forth.” 

This is the obedient part, as when the 
Levites went in and out throughout the 
camp and slew every inun, his brother and 
companion and neighbor, because of their 
sin against God. Thus will everlasting 
destruction from the presence of the Lord 
some day overtake all who know not God 
and obey not the gospel (II Thess. i, 8, 9). 

26. ‘‘And they brought forth the images 
out of the house of Baal and burned tham.” 

Not only the idolaters but their idols 
does He destroy. 

27. ‘‘And they brake down the image of 
Baal, and brake down the house of Baal, 
and made it a draught house unto this 
day.” 

The whole house of Satan, for he is the 
prince of idols and idolaters, shall yet find 
itself without the city and completely 
broken down. 

25. “Thus Jehu destroyed Baal out of Is- 
rael.” 

It was a sore evil, and required severe 
treatment and received it. It seems to 
have been Jehu’s special mission to put 
away this iniquity; but he did not win Is- 
rael back to God, as we shull see. Jt is one 
thing to put away evil, but quite another 
to make peopk righteous. 

29. ‘‘Howbeit, from the sius of Jeroboam 
the son of Nebat, who made Israel to sin, 
Jehu departed not from after them.” 

Surely, if we believed that our sins might 
reach to many generations, as did the sins 
of this man, the most ungodly might be 
led to ponder well their ways. It 1s a fear- 
ful thing to depart from the living God or 
lead others so to do. 

30. “And the Lord said unto Jehu, Be- 
cause thou hast done well in executang 
that which is right in mine eyes.” 

lie is commended for his thorough judg- 
ment upon the house of Ahab. Contrast 
the lack of thoroughness in Saul when 
sent to destroy Amalek (I Sam. xv, 9-11). 
The Lord does not commend Jehu’s deceit. 
While He commends the faith of Rahab of 
Jericho He does not commend her deceit 
either. He cannot commend what is 
wrong in any one. In the parable of the 
unjust steward (Luke xvi) it is not the 
Lord Jesus who commends bis fraudulent 
treatment of his master, but it is his own 
lord or master who considers him a shrewd 
fellow to thus make provision for his fut- 
ure. 

“Thy children of the fourth generation 
shall sit on the throne of Israel.”’ 

And so it came to pass (chap. xv, 12). 
His thoroughness brought him and his 
children a temporal kingdom for four 
generations. If we who believe in Jesus 
are faithful to Him we shall sit with Him 
on His throne (Rev. iii, 21), and in bodies 
like His (Phil. iii, 21) reign with Him over 
this whole earth (Rev. v, 9, 10; Duan. vii, 


31. “But Jehu took no heed to walk in 
the law of the Lord God of Israel with all 
his heart.” 

The chief thing was neglected. Let any 
one read in Deuteronomy, and notice how 
often in that one book Israel is command- 
ed to observe and do the commandments 
of the Lord, and this statemeut will make 
Jehu’s goodness seem very questionable, 
He showed no mercy to the house of Ahab, 
nor to tbe worshipers of Baal, but he wor- 
shiped the golden caives, and transgressed 
the law of the lord. Where then is his 
righteousness? Ife stands before us identi- 
fied with Jeroboain,a sinfal man whom 
God saw fit to use and reward with some 
temporal favors. Remember |: ». xii, 14;

The capital stock was $30,000, and the | 
question was raised whether the debts in | 
excess of the capital stock were $21,000 or | 
$13,000. This depended upon whether} 
a nominal debt is a debt against the| 
company, and whether that can be} 
diminished by property of the company in | 
the hands of the creditor. 
The court held that no set-off of such | 
property would exist, and also that the | 
debts in excess of the capital stock were | 
$21,000.

Between this office and that of the City 
Clerk, 17x18},which comes next is the stair- 
way to the second floor, and also to the 
cellar. Under the first landing of. the 
stairs which go up are two vaults, one 
opening into each office. 

| The Mayor has a private office 93x18 
opening out of the City Clerk’s office and 
also entered from the corridor. In the 
City Clerk’s office is a stationery closet. 
The last door on the right enters the 
office of the Chief Engineer of the Fire 
Department, 15x15. 
| Between the offices of the Chief Engin- 
eer and Overseer are two toilet rooms, which 
will be lighted by new windows. 


The present window in the City Clerk’s 
room comes where the stairs are, and will 
be removed, and a new one made to enter 
the Mayor's private office. Otherwise the 
windows are unchanged. 


‘the Second Floor. 


The stairway lands in about the middle 
of the building some twenty feet from the 
front, very nearly wlere it does at present, 


and winding round to the left is a stairway 


leading to the third floor. 

There are four doors opening from the 
lobby—the one on the right into the Council 
Chamber, one directly ahead, into the seats 
for citizens who attend Council meetings, 
and two toward the front of the building 
into offices, 17x18} and 2S8x18#. The 
former is designed for the School Com- 
mittee and the latter in whichis a vault, 
for the Assessors. 

The Council Chamber will be 30x58, 
about 15 feet narrower than now, but of 
about the same depth, and with a seating 
capacity of 3. Galleries will however pro- 
vide over 200 more seats. The President’s 
desk will be in the same relative position 
as now, but the desks of the Councilmen 
will occupy three or four rows instead of 
two as now. 

On the northwest side of the hall will 
be a room for the president of the Council 
and two committe rooms, all of good size, 
being about fifteen feet square. 

Here is a rough plan of the second floor: 

On the Third Floor 

Are two galleries overlooking the Council 
chamber, one running along the side of the 
hall over the committee rooms, and another 
at the rear; also two offices in the front of 
the building for which a new window must 
be cut in front, in keeping with the present 
ones. 

Thus will the whole of the building be 
utilized, and it would seem very advan- 
tageously. 

The main stairway, corridor, vestibule 
and front doors are to be finished in 
quartered oak with tile floors; sanitary 
with ash and tile floor; Council Chamber 
and all other rooms and halls in Western 
ash and rife hard pine floors; hall and 
stairways and Council Chamber to have a 
dado; gallery and rooms a base and chair 
rail with rife matched hard pine floors.

For Crippled Children. 

There is a charitable movement being 
carried on by several young society la- 
dies of this city for the ‘purpose of es- 
tablishing a fund for the relief of the de- 
formed and crippled unfortunates of the 
Children’s hospital, deformed by nature 
or accident, and whose only hope in this 
world is derived from the sympathy and 
charity of others. Besides being de 
formed and crippled, many of these un- 
fortunate children are so poor as to pre- 
vent them from having such mechanical 
appliances as would, in a general meas- 
ure, relieve their sufferings and contrib- 
ute largely to their permanent recovery. 
These appliances the fund of the Chil- 
dren’s hospital is not sufficient to supply. 
These ladies propose to establish, with 
the aid of such persons as are willing to 
assist, a fund to be called the ‘‘crutch 
and splint fund” of the Children's hos- 
pital. 

They propose to buy crutches, splints 
and the mechanical devices necessary for 
the use of these children, who are 
doomed to go through life crippled and 
—unless something is done in their be- 
half—in pain. Much suffering will be 
averted, and many childish faces now 
sad will light up with hope and cheer- 
fulness. It will be necessary to have 
about $6,000 for the support of this fund.

A clothes pole or “‘costumer” may now 
be found in every kind of wood to 
match bedroom sets.

Lonpos, April 11.—The government, 
having succeeded in rushing the Irish land 
bill through the first stages; when the 
Irish party were fighting on the question 
of leadership, show a determination to 
follow a similar policy with the bill in 
committee. 

Mr. Balfour's action in using the weapon 
of closure to abridge debate on the first 
clause, is as tyrannous an application of 
“force majeure” as the present government 
have given in dealing with parliament. 
The want of unity among Liberals on sev- 
eral important points of the bill and the 
diversity of opinion amongst the Irish 
members add mightily to the government’s 
power to crush attempts at destructive 
criticism of the details of the measure. If 
closure be liberally applied, as Mr. Bal- 
four’s action indicates it will, the Conser- 
vatives’ boast that the business of the ses- 
sion will be completed at the end of June 
will be realized. 

Gladstone and McCarthyites. 


Mr. Gladstone held a conference with 
several McCarthyites ona line of opposi- 
tion instead of every man fighting on in- 
dividual responsibility. The adhesion of the 
Parnellite minority to the leading amend- 
ments proposed by other sections of the op- 
position, will further contribute to the 
fighting power of the Liberals. Summed 
up, the Liberal amendments upon which 
the struggle will proceed for several weeks 
to came, include opposition to the use of 
local funds as guarantees for loans,and ob- 
jection to the tenants insurance to the pro- 
posal to levy the amount of any deficiency 
on the county rates, and the exclusion of 
grazing farms from the operation of the 
measure. None of these namecdments are 
acceptable to the government, and after 
much talk each will be defeated in turn. 

Landlords Convention, 

The Irish ition sent a 
strong committee to keep the ministers 
firm to landlord interest until the bill 
reaches the haven of the house of lords. A 
close scrutiny of the personnel of the 
labor commission confirms the belief that 
the government does not intend to permit 
hazardous questions as to the basic rela- 
tions of labor and capital to be considered. 
Roughly i capital has fourteen 
representatives and labor thirteen. The 
house of commons listened with excited 
interest to the ition of the scope of 
the commission’s inquiry. 

Mr. Smith stated tl the commission 
would investigate questions affecting re- 
lations between the employed and em- 
ployer and condition of labor raised during 
recent trade disbutes and would report on 
the question whether lation coul t with 
advantage be d to remedy any evils 
disclosed. ,in the lobby, opin- 
ions and criticism on the commission 
widely differed. The Unionists argued 
that the scope is wide enough to embrace 
every point of the labor controversy and 
that the members of the commission were 
impartially chosen, irrespective of social 
rank or political position, having special 
fitness to deal with the subjects to be con-

Radicals Dissatfied. 

The radicals and labor members 
house of commons are not satisfied. They 
complain that the list contains only six 
genuine or representatives against 
eleven large employers, whilst the sym- 
pathies of the other members are on the 
side of capital. The notable omission of 
agricultural troubles and the absence of al- 
lusion in the terms of reference to the land 
question, stamp the commission as the cre- 
ator of 2 cabinet of landlords. 

The persistent assertions of the Parnell- 
ites that the bishops never declared against 
Parnell until Gladstone’s letter was pub- 
lished have led to the production of a note 
from Archbishop Logue to the administra- 
tor of the Armagh diocese, dated four days 
prior to Gladstone’s action, in which the 
archbishop says: “I am horrified to see 
resolutions in support of Mr. Parnell $up- 
ported by priests. I took it for granted 
that priests would not appear on the plat- 
form. It is bad enough for lay Catholics 
to condone such rascality but in priests, 
the bound guardians of morality, it is in- 
tolerable.”’ The late appearance of Arch- 
bishop Logue’s declaration is explained as 
due to the fact that the administrator him- 
self took part in the Parnell meeting which 
the archbishop denounced. 

Great Britain and Portugal. 

The draft of Great Britain’s new con- 
vention with Portugal is completed and 
is about to be dispatched to Lisbon. The 
new arrangement is more stringent and 
more favorable to British interests than 
the previous one. It is impossible that 
the Lisbon government will submit to its 
terms, and they will probably resort to ar 
bitration.

Preparing for the Strike, 
PITTSBURG, April 11.—The Western 
Pennsylvania and Ohio coal operators, 
are making preparations for the strike of 
miners on May 1. An operator said: 
“There is enough coal in stock in the east- 
ern, middle and northwestern states to sup- 
ply all demands until July 1. The market 
has been slack right along and the stock of 
coal is unusually heavy. The operators of 
Illinois, Indiana, Kentucky, Kansas and 
West Virginia will join the Pennsylvania 
and Ohio operators in fighting the strike, 
It will be fought jointly,not individually.”

Fisheries, International Trade — Sees 


Little to Expect from Canada. 


WASHINGTON, April 11.—The Evening 
Star prints the following: It now looks 
very much as though there would be a con- 
ference between the United States and 
Canada on several topics about the middle 
of next October. Oct. 12 is said to have 
been agreed upon between Secretary Blaine 
and Sir Julian Pauncefote as the date for 
the talk on trade relations, and meanwhile 
Sir Charks Tupper will have ample op- 
portunity to arrange certain matters with 
the British premier that are necessary be- 
fore there can be a full and free confer- 
ence. * 

Mr. Blaine, it is understood, has deter- 
mined to utilize the anxiety on the part of 
the Canadian administration for reciprocal 
arrangements to good advantage, in bring- 
ing the Behring sea problem to @a issue. 
The offer of Canada to open up a freer 
trade with the United coes not 
flatter Mr. Blaine. The question thus 
presented, so it is asserted, has little 
weight with him when compared with the 
more important one of the Behring sea 
fisheries, which he regards as the absorb- 
ing topic for diplomatic consideration, 
though the belief is that the secretary is, 
therefore, going to meet the Canadian 
commissioners in October with the propo- 
sition that the discussion between them 
shall be upon three topics: 

First—HLehring sea: second, the New- 
foundland fisheries; third, international 
trade. 

His attitude will be that of a shopkeeper 
refusing to open a new credit with a cus- 
tomer until he has settled up his old ac- 
count. By this means it is thought the 
ry may be able to bring the repre- 
and up to the dilemma of 
either abandoning the question of recip- 
rocity or making some sort of advances 
toward the settlement of the seal problem. 
It is no secret that the secretary does not 
care to enter upon too unrestricted a dis- 
cussion of reciprocity with the present 
Canadian xiministration and that although 
he is willinys to talk upon those lines with 
commissioners from across the line, he 
sees little or nothing to expect from a 
trade arrangement with Canada. 

The only disticulty in the case lies in the 
fact that the consent of Lord Salisbury 
must first be obtained before anything can 
be done, and the British premier is sup- 
posed to be particularly tenacious of his 
pesition in the Sir Julian 
Pauncefote, it is said, is using his good 
offices with his home government to bring 
abont the talk on the triangular subject 
next fall.

tion of Immigration Laws. 

WASHINGTON, April 11.—Secretary Fes- 
ter has written a letter to John S. Weber, 
superintendent of immigration at New 
York, instructing him to report to the 
United States district attorney at New 
York, all the facts connected with the es- 
cape of the cighteen immigrants returned 
by him to the steamship Burgundia, in or- 
der that culpable parties may be vigor- 
ously prosecuted for violation of the immi- 
gration law. These immigrants formed 
part of a company of twenty-one immi- 
grants of the prohibited class, brought 
over by the Burgundia, and returned to 
the vessel for transportation to the coun- 
try whence they came. When the vessel 
sailed, only three ef them were on board, 
the others having escaped. Under the law 
the steamship company is liable to a fine 
of 2300 for each violation of the law. Sec- 
retary Foster has also written to the im- 
migration cfficers at Baltimore, Boston 
and Philadelphia, calling attention to 
these alleged violations of the immigra- 
tion laws at New York, and instructing 
them to promptly and vigorously prose- 
cute all steamship companies for any sim- 
ilar violations at ports within their jurisdic- 
tion. Secretary Foster says he proposes to 
have strict enforcement of the immigra- 
tion laws if it is within his power. 


Blaine and the President Reticent. 

WASHINGTON, April 11.—No information 
could be secured in official circles here re- 
lative to the report from Rome that Italy 
would close all direct diplomatic inter- 
course with the United States unless a re- 
ply was received to-day to the last message 
of Premier Rudini on the New Orleans in- 
cident. The Rome dispatch was shown to 
both the President and Secretary Blaine 
last night and each returned word that he 
had nothing to say on the subject. 

It is known here that Secretary Blaine 
has prepared an answer to the message of 
Premier Rudini. The fact of the prepara- 
tion of Secretary Blaine’s reply is not only 
well understood, but it is stated moreover 
that the secretary’s letter was submitted 
to the president and his cabinet, and was 
found to be satisfactory. 

In view of these circumstances it is as- 
serted with considerable confidence that 
the letter of Secretary Blaine has already 
been sent to Marquis Rudini, though 
whether it was communicated by mail or 
telegraph is not known. e 

Probably a False Rumor. 

Rome, April 11.—It is reported that if 
the United States government does not 
answer the Marquis Imperiali’s note by 
to-day, Mr. Porter, the American minister 
here, will be ordered to leave Italy,and the 
whole Italian legation in Washington will 
be recalled and Italian interests left in 
charge of the British minister. 


National Association of Inventors. 

WASHINGTON, April 11.—At a ‘meeting 
ofa large number of the inventors and 
manufacturers of patent articles who have 
been attending the patent centennial cele- 
bration, a national association of inventors 
was formed and a constitution and by- 
laws adopted. Dr. Gatling, the inventor

Of course there is not to be found in all 
this region a single person who for one 
moment believes the ridiculous story sent 
out.

Boston, April 11.—Discussion was re- 
sumed on the question of substituting Mr.

AGED COUPLE SUFFERING, 


Had $75,000 Worth of Property Eight 
Years Ago—Said to Have Been Sold 

. from Then— Witheat Food or Cloth- 
ing—The Wife's Story. 


HAveri!Ll, Mass., April 11—A great 
Sensation has been caused by the publica- 
tion of an article concerning Moses Swasey, 
a well known old resident of this city, and 
for years a conductor on the Boston & 
Maine railroad. A few years ago the 
Swasey estate was worth $75,000, but to- 
day Swasey livesina room in what was 
formerly a carriage house. The carriages 
have been removed, and in the apartment 
thus vacated a tenement has been fitted up. 

Mr. Swasey is now over 80 years old, and 
about two years ago Otis Swasey, a 
brother, wes appointed guardian over him. 
Last fall the old homstead was sold by the 
guardian, only reserving the use of the 
house for the old people through their 
lives. There is still about $20,000 equity in 
the estate, but the old people claim they 
suffer from the want of the necessaries of 
life. 

Mrs. Swasey says: “‘He has sold every- 
thing he could get his hands onto, and re 
served for us the house while we lived. 
We cannot, however, live in it. The house 
is fitted with steam pipes, and a boiler in 
good condition isin the basement. He re- 
fused to let us heat the house by it, and, 
for a while, we slep in a little room over 
the kitchen. My husband was nearly 
frozen to death, and finally Gertrude had 
a room fitted up in the carriage shop, and 
we had the old gentleman sleep there. 
Every night we made hot gruel for him 
and put hot bags in his bed to keep him 
warm. If we had not done this he would 
have frozen to death. 

I have not fit clothes to wear, and the 
only dress Ihave to my name ison my 
back. The underclothes are the old gentle- 
man’s; the skirt one I have had for twenty 
years, and Iam wearing a coat and vest 
which was given to the old gentleman last 
summer by a friend. 

When this property was sold even the 
little playuonse that was built for Ger 
trude went with it. He put a guardian 
over us, anc] when I went to sleep at night 
I was watcied over like a prisoner. 

The old man has been driven nearly 
crazy. He is out of his heada great deal 
of the time, and is suffering now for want 
of proper food, care and clothing.”

A FREIGHT RAILWAY. 


Quincy Likely to Have One at an Early 
Date—Legislature Petitioned. 


The Massachusetts House suspended the 
rules on Thursday to admit a petition of 
Quincy citizens and others for incorpora- 
tion as the Quincy Electric Freight Rail- 
way with a capital not to exceed $300,000. 
They desire the privilege to run and operate 
a railway through public streets and private 
land over a certain route, to be operated 
by electric power, to convey merchandise, 
chiefly granite. 

The LEDGER is not able now to give the 
route, the petitioners and other particulars 
but hopes to in a few days. It realizes 
that such a railway would be a great thing 
for Quincy, That first of all it would re- 
lieve the streets of much of the heavy 
traffic. That it will furnish the granite 
quarrymen and manufacturers with a more 
convenient if not a cheaper means of 
transportation. If cheaper it will permit 
granite contractors to figure lower on 
granite work and thereby increase the busi- 
ness. At the same time the new corpora- 
tion will undoubtedly be successful finan- 
cially. Thus it is a benefit all around, and 
Quincy prospers. 


Early Morning Fire.

The Full Text of the Petition—The 
Petitioners—The Proposed Route, 


Below is given a full text of the petition 
to the Legislature, to which reference was 
made in Saturday's Darty LEDGER, for 
the incorporation of the Quincy Electric 
Freight Railway. A similar charter has 
been granted to Fall River. 


To the Honorable Senate and House of 
Representatives of the Commonwealth 
of Massachusetts, in General Court 
assembled: 

The undersigned petitioners, citizens of 
Quincy and other parts of the Common- 
wealth, respectfully 1epresent that they 
are desirous of becoming incorporated 
for the purpose of constructing and main- 
taining within and about the City of Quincy, 
in part upon private property, and in part 
upon public streets and places, a railway 
for the transportation of heighth be 
operated by electric motive power; that such 
a railway would be a great benefit to the 
granite and other manufacturing industries 
and to the public interests of said city. 

Wherefore your petitioners pray that 
they, with their associates and successors, 
may be constituted a corporation,under the 
name of the, Quincy Electric Freight Rail- 
way Company, or some suitable name, 
with a capital stock not to exceed $300,000, 
and the right to issue bonds for a term of 
years te an amount not exceeding one-half 
of the capita! stock actually paid in, and to 
}mortgage its franchise and property as 
security therefore; that such corporati 
may be granted the right for transporting 
freight, to construct, erect, maintain and 
operate by electric motive power, a railway 
with suitable tracks, side-tracks and turn- 
outs and the necessary poles, wires and ap- 
paratus in the streets of said City of 
Quincy, subject to the consent of the City 
Council of said city: that it may be grant- 
ed the right to acquire by purchase or to 
take by eminent domain, and to hold and 
use such private lands, rights and ease- 
ments as may be necessary for the proper 
construction and maintaince of said rail- 
way, its houses, stations and yards and for 
other purposes incidental thereto; that it 
may be granted the right to connect with, 
and to cross the location and tracks of the 
Old Colony Railway Company, subject to 
its consent andthe approval of the Board 
of Railroad Commissioners, and that such 
further privileges and rights be granted to 
and such further obligation and duties be 
imposed upon said corporation as may be 
necessary and proper.

The Proposed Route 
Of said railway substantially appears on 
the map herewith presented. 

The route shown on the map was sub- 
stantially as follows: : 

From the wharves at Quincy Point, via 
public roads and private property, to the 
Quincy Adams station; thence around the 
stone sheds to the West Quincy depot. 
Here there will be two short tracks run- 
ning both ways on Willard street; one as 
far as the O. T. Rogers granite company’s 
sheds, and the other around the sheds near 
the depot.

PAPER ON SELFISHNESS. 


Read at the Meeting of Clan McGregor 
Literary and Debating Society. 


The Clan McGregor Literary Society met 
in Doble’s hall on Saturday, Mr. Grassick 
presiding. 

Mr. G. Westlaud read a paper on ‘‘Sel- 
fishness."* Webster defines selfisbress as 
“that supreme self-love or self-preference 
which leads a persun in his actions to 
direct his purposes to the advancement of 
his own interest, power or happiness, with- 
out regarding the interests of others.” 
Few of us who have used our eyes in our 
travels through life but must have met this 
principle in every turn. 

Mr. Westland says: *“‘We shall all be 
very likely to hold different views on the 
subject, which no doubt is the result of the 
different classes of people we have met. 
Whately very philosophically says, that 
selfishness will show itself in as many 
different shapes as there are different dis- 
positions in men. Consequently if we 
have thought of the subject at all when 
among men, we no doubt have noticed 
characteristics in their selfishness . which 
are coincident with their dispositions. 

What is selfishness? Regarding my views 
on the subject, McIntosh speaks for me 
when he says, ‘‘ The weakness of the social 
affections and the strength of the private 
desires constitute it.” 

I would say that self-love is not only a 
feeling but a principal of action and has 
happiness for its object. Selfishness is 
always used in a bad sense. Self-love is| 
necessary to the existence of a rational 
being and if unaccompanied by selfishness 
is not blameable.”’ 

We need not quote further from Mr, 
Westland. The theme is unpopular. 
Every one denies being selfish, abhors the 
very thought of it. Yetitis found under 
every form of government. Locally the 
generous storekeepers are thwarted in their 
endeavors to shorten the hours of their 
helps by the selfishness of a few overreach- 
ing ones, who keep open to a late hour so as 
to secure more than their legitimate share 
of trade. Every movement for the hap- 
piness of mankind is retarded by self- 
interest.

Street Watering. 

The Legislature has done its best toward 
watering our streets, and the city authori- 
ties appear to be losing no time in getting 
ready to do theirs. The act as passed by 
the Legislature, so far as it relates to Bos- 
ton, empowers any city with a population 
exceeding 30,000 to appropriate money an- 
nually to water any or all of the public 
streets within its limits, or it may deter- | 
mine that such streets shall be watered at 
the expense of the abutters thereon, in 
proportion to the number of linear feet of 
each estate upon such street. The amount 
of the assessments upon each estate is to 
be determined by any officer designated 
therefor by the city council], and, unless 
previously paid, it is to be included in the 
next tax bill, and the same is made a lien 
upon each such estate. It only remains 
for the city council to determine these 
details.—Herald 


A BUSY GRANITE FIRM. 


McDonnell & Sons Report Business to be 
More Than Good—Some Fine Work. 

““How is business ?’’ was the question 
the LEDGER man asked of foreman Willey 
at McDonnell & Son’s sheds Saturday 
afternoon. 

“Business with us is more than good, 
and the indications are, that it will con- 
tinue so. We have all we can do, and new 
orders are being received every day; in our 
sheds here we have between thirty-five 
and forty monuments under way; and on 
our books have orders for a score or more, 
a stone of which has not been touched 
as yet. 

“Any special work?*’ Yes, here is a 
part of a $10,000 Soldier's monument for 
Sprinvale, N. Y. It is the gift of David S. 
Ingalls, and when completed will be very 
handsome. There are three bases whose 
dimensions are SxSxl-8, 6x6xl-4 and 
5x6x1-6. The second base is polished on 
four sides; the name of the donor and 
committee being carved on front. On these, 
rests a polished die 4x4x2-8, the four sides 
of which are appropriately lettered. Then 
comes a moulded and polished cap 5x4x2-8, 
upon which rests another die 3-2x3-2x6. 
The four sides of this die are polished, and 
upon the polished surface several emblems 
are carved that on the front representing 
crossed flags round which are crossed can- 
nons and a pile of cannon balls, and betweek 
the crossed flags is a wreath of laurel in the 
centre of which is the monogram U.S. On 
the right side are stacked arms; on the 
left, crossed swords with a wreath of laurel 
and on the rear is a representation of a 
field piece, a pile of cannon balls, a crossed 
loader and sponger and a corp badge. On 
this die rests a plinth 3-1x3-1x8 around 
which there is a row of raised polished 
stars. Then there is a cap upon which isa 
statue of a soldier at ‘‘ parade rest.” This 
Statue is 7 foot 6 inches tall, and is of 
Hollowell granite, the remainder of the 
monument being of Quincy granite. The 
height of this monument is thirty feet. 

“Another beautiful monument was one 
that is going to Marion, Oho; this has 
three bases on which isa die with carved 
caps and bases of columns, a carved cap 
on which rests a sitting figure of memory, 
which was so life like it seemed almost 
as though itcould speak. This monument 
is all of Quincy granite with the exception 
of the statue which is of Ponemah granite. 

“A third monument which attracted the 
LEDGER man’s attention, wasonefor Dr. 
O'Connor, ex-mayor of Holyoke, and to be 
erected upon his lot, this stands 28 
feet high and consists of two bases, a die 
from which rise four polished columns on 
which rests a cap in the canopy, thus formed 
is alife sized bust of the ex-mayor, cut from 
Westerly granite, from the cap there rises 
a spire which is surmounted by a cross. 

** There were other monuments that were 
very handsome and costly, but to attempt a 
description of allin this article would be 
out of the question.”

Swift Fijian Sailing Craft. 

We saw to windward a native boat 
bearing down upon us under full stress 
of sail. A Fijian boat is made of a hol- 
lowed cocoanut log, sharpened at both 
ends. About ten feet on one side of it 
is placed a long and slender log of lighter 
wood, both parts of the craft being at 
once connected by and supporting a 
raised platform of bamboo. Such a 
boat floats on the water like a cork, and 
offers no more resistance than a racing 
shell. A mast set in the center of the 
platform supports a triangular sail of 
matting, with the base of the figure up- 
most. A very top heavy effect is thus 
produced, but nothing can overturn the 
light vessel owing to the breadth of its 
base, and it flies through the water like 
the wind. 

The catamaran that pursued us easily 
kept up with the launch, although we 
drove it at full speed to keep ahead, and 
with the huge, misshapen mat sail flap- 
ping and rolling likea great but’s wing 
as the boat thrashed through the billows, 
and sent showers of spray over the glis- 
tening bodies of the dozen natives who 
stood or squatted upon the deck, the pict- 
ure was something fascinatingly strange 
and barbaric and never to be forgotten. 
When the boat was near us our launch 
ran under a jutting point, where thickly 
clustered palms cut off the wind, and the 
catamaran becoming becalmed got out 
oars and turned in for the shore.—Cor. 
Boston Journal.

SPANISH DISHES. 


How to Use Oil in Cooking Without Its 
Disagreeable Effects. 

Though, as a rule, Spaniards of the 
better class are not early risers, they be- 
gin the day with the desayuno, as they 
call the meal. This usually consists of a 
large cup of milk and coffee, or a small 
cup of thick chocolate, with a kind of 
cake called ensaimada. The chocolate 
is made with milk, never with water, ex- 
cept in the poorest families. Between 1 
and 2 p. m. old fashioned Spanish folks 
have their dinner. The table is very 
imply laid with a clean cloth and sey- 
eral plates of sweets and fruits; flowers 
seldom appear; saltcellar, pepperbox and 
ripot never. A spoon, fork and 
inumped together, a tumbler for 
water and a small wineglass are set at 
each place. 

A Spaniard never commits the heresy 
of mixing wine and water; he says it is 
things. A goodly 
sized loaf of bread flanks each plate. 
rhe soup tureen is first handed round, 
und, although its contents are a trifle 
greasy, nothing can be more nourishing. 
It is compounded of all the good things 
that go to make up the classical cocido 
er puchero. The substantial portion 
with which the soup is made is placed 
in three separate dishes and served up 
immediately afterward. On one dish 
figure large, thick slices of boiled beef 
and pieces of fowl with slices of bacon; 
on another appear the garbanzos, or 
chick peas, and on the third are the veg- 
etables with slices of chorizo, or sausage. 

The cocido is usually eaten as it is, 
though in some houses tomato sauce is 
added. The puchero, or cocido, takes 
its name from the pewter pot in which 
it is slowly boiled. In every well regu- 
lated home throughout Spain the cocido 
is made once a day, and a right good 
thing it is, as at any hour you may 
chance to need a cup of broth you can 
be supplied with it. The next dish is 
the frito. Frito means a fry, andthe dish 
usually consists of fried brains, fried 
sweetbread, croquettes of fowl, etc. 

In no country are things fried better 
than in Spain, because good olive oil is 
used to fry them in, and oil makes those 
delicacies more crispy. That Spanish 
oil may be turned to good account for 
anything in cooking will no doubt cause 
unbounded surprise. There is no deny- 
ing the fact, however. Food ill prepared 
with oil is no doubt a trying case in so 
far as the palate and nostrils are con- 
cerned, but a good Spanish cook knows 
well how to disguise the taste of the oil 
in many ways. 

The simplest and perhaps the best ad- 
vice is to let the oil come toa boiling 
point and to throw in a piece of bread, 
which is taken out as soon as it becomes 
brown and thrownaway. This takes off 
any bad taste the oil may have. The 
pan is then carried to an open window 
and the steam blown away, a process 
which as effectually clears it of any un- 
savory smell.—Boston Transcript.

French shore question, and trust that 
means may be devised at an early date 
to bring about these results in a man- 
ner that will be satisfactory alike to her 
majesty’s imperial government and to the 
colony of Newfoundland; that pending the 
settlement of these important questions 
this house expresses the earnest hope that 
the government of Newfoundland may be 
willing to relax its present regulations 
and permit the procuring of bait by the 
fishermen of this country on fair and 
reasonable terms.

VERY, VERY GREEN 


Were Two Connecticut Farmers 
in New York. 


IT’S THE SAME OLD STORY, 


Fleeced of $650, After a Two Months’ 


Correspondence with Sharpers —Bor- 


rowed Money Went for Naught — One 


of the Conspirators Arrested. 


New York, April 14.—Two honest 
countrymen, anxious to make money rap 
idly arrived in the city with $650 in their 
pockets. They were in search of a 
party of philanthropic New Yorkers who 
had promised at least to double the money 
in their pockets with no risk to anybody 
concerned, because their particular line of 
“green goods,” had deceived government 
experts. 

When they stepped out of the Grand 
Central station they were met by two 
sharp looking men. ‘This is Mr. Minor?” 
said one of the young men,interrogatively, 
and Mr, Minor said ‘Yes.”’ Minor is A. M. 
Minor,the village blacksmith in Elmwood, 
near West Hartford, Conn. He had $200 in 
his pocket; and his friend, Frank H. Dar- 
ling,who owns a farm near West Hartford, 
had $450. 

The usual “green goods” game was 
worked, and Darling paid over $650 for $8 
and several packages of green paper. The 
police arrested one of the conspirators, 
Thomas Clarkson, who went with Darling 
to the express office to ship the “green 
goods” to Connecticut. 

Minor has been corresponding with the 
“green goods” men for two months. All 
his doubts on the subject of exchanging 
good money for bad had been set at rest 
three days before by the receipt of samples 
of $1 notes of alleged New York manufac- 
ture, with the request that he try them on 
his banker. 

He took them to a Hartford bank, and 
had no difiiculty in exchanging them for 
silver. It would have been queer if he had 
trouble, because the notes were the best of 
Uncle Sam’s own savings. Most of Dar- 
ling’s #50 had been borrowed from friends.

A Future Supply. 

The plans were to buiid a dam across the 
Blue Hill river just above the Taunton 
turnpike. The river is the dividing line be- 
tween Quincy and Randolph. There was 
at this point a deep narrow ravine, afford- 
ing an opportunity to construct a dam simi- 
lar to the present one of the company sup- 
ply. The area flowed would be from 360 to 
400 acres, twice the size of Great pond. 
The dam would not be high enough to flow 
water back into Houghton’s pond. The 
capacity of this made pond was estimated 
at from one and one-half to one and three- 
quarters billion gallons. The dam would be 
161 feet above tide water. 
The party then turned homeward, but on 
the way visited the reservoir and pumping 
station of the company. Approaching the 
reservoir from Five Corners, Braintree, 
via Willard street, or its continuance as it 
is known in Braintree, some damaging evi- 
dence was obtained against the company’s 
supply. It was fully as bad as has been

Concerning Piggeries. 
On the slope leading down into the reser- 
voir were heaps of manure and in close 
proximity was a piggery where pigs were 
allowing in a tributary of the supply.

The Oldest Family. 

‘In matter of antiquity Mohammed 
must yield precedence td the Chinese phil- 
osopher, Confucius, who died 479 years 
before the Christian era. There is no 
known race that can boast of an antiquity 
like his. On the occasion of the death of 
the Chinese statesman, known in Europe 
and America as the Marquis Tsang, we 
learned that his title of noblility was 
due, not to any connection with Con- 
fucius himself, but to his descent from 
one of the four chief disciples of the 
great teacher. 

There are, however, very numerous 
living descendants of Confucius; and al- 
though he has been dead 2,370 years, 
superior rank is conceded to them in 
China solely from their relationship to 
him. Moreover, when Confucius was 
born, 550 B. C., his family was already 
among the most ancient of the empire, 
and had a recorded history of more than 
three centuries. Tradition goes still 
further back, extending the probable 
duration of the family to little less than 
3,000 years.—Chicago Times. 


Vespucius’ Descendant. 

It is rather remarkable that so many 
men identified with the early history of 
this continent should have living de- 
scendants. Many of us remember the 
lady who visited New York some years 
ago who claimed descent from Americus 
Vespucius, and had a conviction on her 
mind that the Congress of the United 
States ought to bestow some kind of 
pecuniary recognition on the name. 
Congress was not in a pensioning frame 
of mind and she returned home noricher 
than she came. 

Her visit, however, led to a close in- 
vestigation of the career of her ances- 
tor, which resulted in the discovery that 
the word America originated in a name 
given by the natives to a portion of the 
coast which he visited. Nevertheless 
the lady is believed to have been lineally 
descended from Americus Vespucius, or 
rather the person whose name was Lat- 
inized into that form.—Chicago Times.

Sup- 
pose seventy-five of these are females, 
July 1 would give us, supposing no cruel 
wasp or other untoward circumstance to 
interfere, 11,250.

THE WAR CONTINUES 


No Change in Condition of Af- 
fairs at Bradford. 


THE MOB NUMBERED 20,000. 


Conflict Between Mob cnd Police Short 
and Sharp—News from th: Vatican— 
Minister 
Foreign News. 


Foster Interviewed — Other 


Lonpoy, April 15.—There has been little 
or no change in the situation of affairs in 
connection with the wholesale strike of 
weavers in Bradford. During yesterday, 


there were several conferences  be- 
tween Messrs. Lister & Co., the | 
most prominent mill owners, and the 
citizens of Bradford, who are try- 


ing to bring about some sort of a compro- 
mise agreement by which the strike may 
be terminated. 

The result of these negotiations, how- 
ever, is that Lister & Co. have finally and 
positively refused to refer the matters in 
dispute to arbitration, claiming that they 
have a Sight to conduct their business in 
theirown way without in any way sub- 
mitting to outside dictation. The police 
force of the entire district is on duty, and 
the troops are still confided to their bar- 
racks and are kept under arms. 

Rioting was renewed at Bradford last 
evening. The mob numbered at least 
20,000 persons. The street lamps were ex- 
tinguished by the rioters. The military, 
police and special constables charged and 
dispersed the mob. Many persons were 
injured. 

The first conflict between the strikers 
and the police last evening was short and 
sharp. The rioters again gathered in Sun- 
bride street at 10 o’clock. Strong bodies 
ofthe strikers were posted in the side 
streets and behind all the hoardings in the 
vicinity, and each crowd was supplied with 
building materials to be used as missels 
when the authorities attempted to dis- 
perse the gathering. The police made sev- 
eral charges on the men, but all their 


efforts to thus dislodge the strikers 
from their fortified positions proved | 
futile. Eventually orders were given for 


the police to make a flank movement on 
the rioters and by this means they suc- 
ceeded in mis!.ing them beat a retreat, but 
not without a ticree struggle, during which 
all the windows of the buildings on Sun- 
bride street were smashed by the shower of 
missiles with which the strikers sought to 
repulse the police. A curious incident in 
connection with the fighting, was the ar- 
rest of a special constable on the charge of 
having directed the rioters in their attack 


on his fellow officers; this, however, the | 


constable stoutly denies. At 11 o'clock 


last night all was quiet. 


FROM THE VATICAN. 


The Church in Brazil, South America 
and Mexico. 

Rome, April 15.—The Vacican has just 
completed its labors in connection with 
the reorganization of the Catholic church 
in Brazil. That country will henceforth 
be divided into two ecclesiastical provinces 
instead of being composed of only one as 
heretofore, that of Bahia. The number of 
diocese will also be increased from twelve 
to sixteen. 

A South American ecclesiastical council, 
on the model of the one recently held in 
Baltimore, will take place shortly. Its 
aim will be the entire reorganization of 
American churches. Where the council 
will be held has not yet been determined. 

The Yatican has also decided to increase 
the number of Mexican bishops, and a pro- 
vincial or national council will soon be 
convoked. 

Minister Porter Interviewed. 

Lonpoy, April 15.—The Standard’s 
Rome correspondent says that in an inter- 
Mew with United States Minister Porter, 
he said that he had not received any orders 
of recall, and that there was no reason to 
believe that he should receive any. Both 
governments look forward to a peaceful 
and honorable settlement of the New 
Orleans difficulty. The only action open 
to the Washington government 
has been intimated, though Mr. 
Blaine has not yet sent an official note of 
the fact. 

The Hog Again. 

Benin, April 15.—The North German 
Gazette prints the regulations adopted in 
America tor the administration of the new 
cattle inspecting law, and says that they 
prove that earnest endeavors have been 
made to take measures which, if conscien- 
tiously carried out, can enable importing 
countries to consider the advisability of re- 
pealing, or at least modifying laws prohib- 
iting the importation of American pork.

Given Yesterday at the 
State House. 


Many Citizens Testify to Poor Quality 
of the Water. 


The Petitioners Close Their Case and the 
Remonstrance Begun,

Medford, sealed ; analyzed unfit for drink- 
ing purposes ; he or the Council had no 
animus against company ; sentiment was 
that city was entitled to better water; he 
was a thorough believer in the right of city 
to petition for charter; would be in case 
the water was not objectionable ; believed 
should be public property ; did not know 
how mary mills there were on Blue Hill or 
Monatiquot river. 

Ex-President Federhen of City Council 
didn’t use company water in house because 
of color and smell ; believed people desired 
something better. 

Councilmen Warner had circulated a 
petition favoring new supply in Ward 
Three the past week; all eagerto sign; no 
one refused; reviewed the matter of ex- 
tended pipes to the Liberty street section 
which company refused to do. 

Councilman Duffield of Quincy Neck, 
said the company bad refused to extend 
main one-eighth of mile to the thickly 
settled section of Quincy Neck, although 
city offered bonus of $300, and would put 
in hydrant. 

At one o'clock the committee adjourned 
the hearing until 5 Pp. mw. 

The Second Hearing 
Began at 5 p.m. Asa P. French, Esgq., 
counsel for Randolph and Holbrook, said 
those towns did not appear as remon- 
s‘rants to petition, but to the scheme to 
take water from filter galleries so near 
Great pond; he wanted to be heard later. 

Councilman Moxon of Atlantic, testified 
tothe uniformly poor quality, at times 
exceedingly bad and obnoxious to taste 
and smell; he had been compelled to drive 
a well; the rates were excessive; knew 
instances where they were twice as high as 
Boston. 

Councilman Roberts testified to 
objectionable qualities. 

Councilman Powers testified to bad 
smell, taste and looks; cited failure of the 
company to extend pipes to ‘‘ the Rail” and 

elsewhere, and also to the poor hydrant 
pressure at times; people had given up idea 
of ever getting extensions as long as 
company controlled; company did not 
allow hydrants to be tested; knew of 
failures to extend mains when guaranteed 
percentage required. 

Principal Assessor Pope knew his 
neighborhood to be dissatisfied with the 
present supply. 

Councilman Jones didn’t take water 
because he couldn't get it; all but two 
houses on his street agreed to take water 
and the city would have putin a hydrant, 
but still the company refused to extend. 

A. W. Newcomb, of Quincy Neck, re- 
viewed the correspondence between the 
town and the company regarding the ex- 
tension of mains to Quincy Neck. 

Lawyer Pattee then put in petitions 
signed by about 700, favoring new supply; 
he reserved privilege to put in table of 
water rates in comparison, and the petitions 
rested. 


An adjourned hearing of the Committee 
on Water Supply of the Legislature was 
given yesterday at 10 a.m. The attend- 
ance of citizens and interested persons was 
fully as large as on the first day, and much 
the same. 

Engineer Blake was allowed to introduce 
a list of conflicting surplus, where one 
party had been allowed to cover that of an- 
other. 

In answer to Asa P. French, Esq., En- 
gineer Blake said the proposed filter gallery 
would not be within 900 feet of Great pond; 
nearly due north; no plan of filtration 
from the pond; was among possibilities 
not probabilities of water prelocating 
from the pond; would be very difficult 
for Holbrook and Randolph to determine 
where any of the supply came from pond. 
An increased number all of geries would 
not increase the percolation. 

To Mr, Pattee, engineer Blake said Great 
pond was oue of the great ponds of the 
commonwealth ; one half would be suffi- 
cient for 35,000 people. According to an

Death of Lecturer Roper ina 
Boston Hospital. 


HIS ONLY FRIEND. 


The Faithfal Animal Refuses to Leave 
His Master in Life, and at His Death 
Gives Almost Human Expressions of 
Grief—The ex-Slave’s Checkered Life. 


Boston, April 16.—Moses Roper, aged 
between 65 and 70 years, the man who was 
found near the Eastern depot Saturday 
night, and who was thought at that time 
to be suffering from leprosy, died at the 
city hospital early last evening from a 
complication of kidney and heart troubles. 

Mr. Roper hasa strange history, having 
been borne a slave in Caswell county, N. 
C., his father being a white man and his 
mother a mulatto and a slave. When 
quite young he escaped from bondage and 
went to England, where he was educated. 

In after years he became a lecturer, and, 
beside making a good living for himself, 
was able to lay by quite a snug sum for a 
rainy day. He traveled all over the world 
lecturing, his subjects, according to a 
printed circular found among his 
effects, being “Africa and the African 
People—ancient and modern—Biblical and 
Other Histories of Ham and His Poster- 
ity or Descendants.”” Another of his sub- 
jects was “‘Mr. Roper’s Experience of Slav- 
ery, Reminiscences of Southern Life and 
Slavery as Existing in Different Parts of 
the World; also, the Cause of the Com- 
plexion of the Races of Mankind.” 

Recently Mr. Roper left the lecture field 
and was working for a man named Skill- 
ings at Strong, Me. About a year ago he 
was seized with the grip, which left him in 
bad condition. About four months ago he 
had another attack, and,his limbs swelling 
totwice their normal size, he became a 
burden on Mr. Skillings, who, Roper said, 
drovehim to Farmington last Saturday 
and placed him on the train for Boston. 

With Roper was his dog, an animal of 
rare fidelity. He would not, except upon 
compulsion, leave the old man for a mo- 
ment. When death came, the dog was 
locked up until the body was removed to 
the morgue. Upon his release the dog ran 
several times into all the open rooms in 
the ward where his master had lain. Not 
finding him, he ran into a corridor, where 
the mattress, upon which deceased had 
last rested, was placed to air. Reaching 
this he gavea whineof grief and threw 
himself across it. The poor dog is still 
there, refusing to move. 


DEPEW OPPOSES IT. 


The Consular Sealing System Will, How- 
ever, Be Dispensed With. 

NEw York, April 16.—The Sun pub- 
lishes a Washington special in which it is 
intimated that the delay of the treasury 
department in issuing the order forbidding 
transit of goods from Canada to the 
United States under the consular sealing 
System, is due to Chauncey M. Depew 
taking a hand in the matter. as the result 
of the recent acquisition of the Rome, 
Watertown and Ogdensburg, and conse- 
quent closer relations bet ween the New York 
Central and the Canadian Pacific. As Mr. 
Blaine has forced the treasury department 
to prepare the order, he and Depew are at 
loggerheads, according to The Sun, which 
intimates that Depew’s influence in New 
York politics is appreciated by Presidefit 
Harrison. 

In reply to questions, Secretary Foster 
said it was true that it had been decided to 
dispense with the sealing system; to put 
all goods on the same basis, and to enforce 
the same system for Canadian goods as for 
New York. The matter would be ad- 
justed with as little friction as possible. 
He could not say just when the order 


would be issued.

PROVIDENCE, April 16.—Two more in- 
cendiary attempts were made at Woon- 
socket last night. A small barn was 
fired, the fiames spreading to an adjoining 
barn, and at the same time a third at- 
tempt was made to burn Mrs. Gilfillan’s 
four-tenement house by pouring oil on the 
stairways. The fires were extinguished 
without much loss,

Pole Pulley for Arc Lamps. 

Most of the arc lamps used for outdoor 
lighting are hung from a cord passing 
over a pulley, and their safety necessari- 
ly depends on the strength of this cord. 
Usually there is another pulley fastened 
to the pole, and the cord passes over this 
pole pulley down toacleat ora windlass, 
As this pole pulley is rarely found to be 
in line with the cord, the result is that 


| the rope scrapes on the edge of the pul- 


ley and wears out in a short time. A 
remedy for this has been provided ina 
sleet proof pulley, which fits the up- 
turned end of an ordinary polestep, and 
which can swing freely on this support. 
It is evident that such a pulley is quickly

HEARTY GREETINGS 


For the President During His 
Southern Jcurney. 


GREAT CROWDS TURN OUT 


And Manifest Great Enthusiasm for the 
Nation's Chief Executive—A Visit te 
Chattanooga, Atlanta and Two Famous 
Battlefields. 


CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., April 16.—When 
the presidential train reached here yester- 
day morning fully 3000 people were as- 
sembled at the station. A salute of 
thirteen guns was fired as the president 
descended from the steps of the train in the 
union depot. The heavy pillars of the 
depot were draped with the national colors, 
and weaved in evergreens above the main 
exit to the street were the words “Wel- 
come to President Harrison.” Electric 
cars, completely covered with flags and 
bunting, awaited the party, and from the 
depot arch to the cars two lines of police 
were drawn up in full uniform. The party 
was joined here by Mr. and Mrs. Carter 
Harrison, the presidext’s brother and sis- 
ter-in-law, from Nashville. 

The streets of the city were crowded,sur- 
rounding towns liberally contributing to 
the throng. The electric cars ©. veved the 
party to the incline at the foot of historic 
Lookout mountain, where the party re- 
mained a few minutes. T cars were 
again boarded and the party returned to 
the city. Here they were driven through 

] With few exceptions, 


the principal streets. 
the business houses along the line of the 
president's route were handsomely decor- 
flags and bunting ficati from 
nearly every window. The stand, where 
the president held a general reception, was 
profusely and tastefully decorated. He 
was introduced by Hon. H. Clay Evans, 
and was greeted with deafening cheers. 
The president spoke a quarter of an hour. 
News of Death. 
ATLANTA, Ga., April 16—The pleasure 


| of the trip of the presidential party from 


Chattanooga was somewhat marred by 
the receipt of a dispatch from Private 
Secretary Halford, announcing Mrs. Hal- 
ford’s death. The president expressed 
sincere sorrow and immediately sent a 
message of condolence to Mr. Halford 
The track of the Western and Atlantic 
railroad, over which the train proceeded to 
Atlanta, markea the line of the route 
taken by Gen. Sherman on his famous 
march to the sea. 

At Ringgold, Tunnel Hill and Dalton 
Salutes were fired. Resaca proved the 
most interesting to the president of all 
places on the line of the road. It was here 
that Marshal Ransdell lost his arm while 
the Seventieth Indiana and a number of 
other regiments charged the Confederate 
intrenchments, under command of Col. 
Harrison, who was one of the first over 
the breastworks. The president pointed 
out Confederate positions and talked 
reminiscently of the battle. At Kingston 
and Cartersville the president made brief 
speeches 

Marietta) was the only other stop 
made before reaching Atlanta, except Al- 
toona Gap, between Cartersville and Mar- 
jetta, where Gen. Sherman signalled from 
Kennesaw mountains, near Marietta, to 
Gen. John M. Corse, to “hold the fort 
till hell over.” As the train 
approached the vicinity of Atlanta steam 
whistles began to blow. In the vicinity of 
the depot an immense concourse had as- 
sembled,and the cheering was incessant 
as the train moved along. The streets of 
the business portion of the city were 

Fairly dammed with People. 

As the train came to a standstill,Governor 
Northen, who had sent Col. West of his 
staff to meet the president at Marietta, 
came on the platform, and grasping the 
president’s hand said: ‘Mr. President, I 
welcome you to Georgia, and I am sure you 
will find us loyal and hospitable.” 

The president's party and the local com- 
mittee took carriages and proceeded in a 
procession through the principal streets to 
Peach Tree Creek battlefield, on the out- 
skirts of the city, where Col. Harrison 
commanded the Seventieth Indiana during 
the great fight there. A number of houses 
on the streets along which the president 
passed were decorated with bunting. At 
the battlefield the party went on foot over 
a part of it. 

On the return to the city the presiden- 
tial party dined at the Kimball honse, and 
at 7 o'clock went to the state capitol 
building, where a reception tothe public 
was held by the president till 9 o'clock. 
Large numbers of people attended the 
levee. Governor Northen, Mayor Hemp- 
hill and sixty-one other prominent citizens 
assisted the president in receiving. When 
the reception was over the president’s 
party went to the executive mansion, and 
held a card reception to prominent citizens 
until 11 o'clock, after which the party 
went to the train and retired for the night.

FEUD EIGHT YEARS OLD 


Settled by an ex-Mayer Publicly Horse- 
whipping an Editor. 


LEAVENWORTH, Kan. April 16.—Capt. 
W. N. Fortescque, late Republican candi- 
date for mayor, publicly horsewhipped 
Col. Dr. R. Anthony, editor of The Leaven- 
worth Times, yesterday. Anthony made 
no attempt to defend, himself, except to 
ward off thé blows and to try and get 
away from his assailant. This he could 
not do, as Fortescque kept following him 
up and striking him until they covered a 
distance of over 100 yards, when citizens 
who witnessed the entire affair separated 
them. 

Anthony immediately went to his office, 
where he procured a pistol, and came back 
to the scene of the conflict. Whether he 
intended to shoot Forteseqne or not cannot 
be said, but he paraded up and down 
Delaware street, publicly displaying his 
pistol, and proclaming he only wanted te 
get sight of him. 

Fortescue, resting in his house, did not 
learn of Anthony's hunting for him with a 
pistol until it was all over. 

The trouble which culminated yesterday 
started eight years ago, while Fortescque 
Was mayor. Anthony, since then,has been 
constantly fighting Fortesqene through 
his paper, and this spring he bolted when 
Fortescque recived theRepublican nomina- 
tion for mayor. 


BOSTON POLICE DISTURBED. 


Judge Bishop's Decision in Regard te 
the “Habitual Criminal Act.” 


Bostox, April 16.—The Boston police 
are somewhat stirred up by rumors of a 
surprising decision made by Judge Bishop 
at Dedharn in connection with the habitual 
criminal act. 

James Sargent, a hen thief, well known 
by the police. was before the judge yester- 
day on the charge of stealing hens in Nor 
folk county. He was found guilty and 
sentenced to three years in state prison. 
Then the district attorney moved that he 
be sentenced under the habitual criminal 
act, which provides for a sentence - of 
twenty-five years for any person who has 
been sentenced three times for three 
years each time, in the state prison. Sar- 
gent, at present, is under sentence of 


twelve years, given at Cambridge last 
January. It was shown that in 1885 he 


had been sentenced to five years in prison. 
Judge Bishop, however, refused to give 
the sentence asked for, because the five 
years sentence in 1885 was given before 
the habitual criminal act was passsd by 
the legislature. It is thought by the Bos 
ton police that this decision might affect 
the sentences of ““Jocko” Kelly and some 
other convicts in state prison who are serv- 
ing under the same act.

Editors of Daily Ledger: 


In a short time we will be called upon to 
| vote on the sewer question. It will take 
| men of sound judgmemt to decide whether 

Nut island gut is the proper place to empty 
the sewer into. Ihave lived at Houghs 
Neck for the past eleven summers, and 
being the owner of a yacht, have sailed 
that piece of water scores of times and of 
course must naturally have become ac- 
quainted with the currents of that locality 
| and also of Quincy bay. 

From a careful observation of the cur- 


rents and tides off Nut island, I do not | 


think that it is the proper place to dis- 
charge Quincy's sewage. Wollaston and 
Atlantic will be the sufferers if that plan 
jis carried out. If the sewer empties at 
| Nut island the sewage will be thrown into 
Quiucy bay for the reason that the tide 
centres off that island and runs in two 
directions, part going up Quincy bay di- 
rectly towards the Wollaston and Atlantic 
| shores. 

The only preper place at Houghs Neck 
| to empty the sewer is at Raccoon island, 
where there is a clean raceway that will 
carry the sediment through Hull narrows 
The sewer can be built 
cheaper than to 


and out to sea. 
to Raccoon island much 
Nut island and will be much more satis- 
factory. 

I would suggest that a sixty-foot avenue 
be built over the sewer from the poor farm 
to the island and build wharves around the 
island. This will give it one of the best 
water fronts in the State and will pay 
enough in taxes inside of twenty years to 
pay for that part of the sewer from the 
farm to the island. 

I hope that the taxpayers 
hastily in adopting the Nut island plan.

The one act of taking human life is de- 
plored by all thinking people. The people 
of New Orleans are sorry the time had 
come for such an act, and in their city. 
The fair name of their city is tarnished. 
Patience had ceased. The safety of all 


; concerned, the homes and property of the 


citizens of the city of New Orleans, a city 
of one hundred thousand population, were 
in jeopardy. The life of the Chief of 
Police Hennessy,‘the chief officer of law 
and order, had been taken on the streets 
while in the discharge of his duties. This 
officer was respected by the people at large. 
It was the writer's privilege to be in this 
city the day of the killing of this officer. 
This man had nearly accomplished to the 
best of his ability, and ferretted out the 
authors of countless3crimes, murders, and 
outrages within two days before the trial, 
on the 15th of October last, of whicha 
secret order known as the Mafia, in the 
Italian society. Members of this society 
were the authors of the crimes. He had 
spent much time in learning of evidence 
to convict the criminals. The evidence 
was lost with his death. Strong circum- 


| Stantial evidence pointed to the Italians 


belonging to the society of Mafia as an- 
thors of the killing besides other crimes. 
The law took its course. This society, 
foreign te this country, is strong and with 
its wealth sought to buy its members clear 
from the law. The jury was influenced, 
and all things pointed to a clearance of a 
large number of prisoners. Power and 
means were used in which the law had no 
control. The business-men, tax-payers, 


| decided that the time had come to make 
|; an example to the offenders of all law and 
| order. 


At 10 o'clock in the forenoon the 
14th of March last, a meeting was called 
in front of the Clay statue to which men 
left their business for only one hour and 
with due order and all matters fully ar- 
ranged marched to the Parish Prison near 
Congo Square, and there in short order 
executed to their satisfaction the evil of 
unrestricted imigration of such nature that 
the United States is the sufferer and has 
no contro] from an element of lawlessness 
from Italy yet said to be subjects of the 
United States and not Italy.

at stake, the time for action had come in 
which the better element took a hand. 

The justice here is doing its part to 
straighten matters. Throughout the city 
order reigns supreme.

Capital with Capital.’ This is much easier 
than it appears at first sight, and when all 
workmen’s attention isdrawn to it, there 
may be an end to all these iabor unions and 
their tyranny against those they are elected 
to benefit. 

Organize a disinterested cencern like a 
bank or an insurance company composed of 
neither laborers nor capitalisis, but made 
up of men whose whole business will be 
to do what the concern is organized to do, 
without bias either way. Let it start with 
$5,000,000 capital just as a bank or corpo- 
ration would do by offering its stock for 
sale in the open market at such low par 
valuation as would permit working people 
to subscribe if they saw fit. 

The purpose of the concern would be to 
mediate between employer and employed. 
Its capital would produce results such as the 
existing labor organizations could never 
hope to attain because the ordinary labor 

organization can command no such re- 
sources and the still greater reason that 
labor organization is not a disinterested 
arbitrator, as it represents one side only.” 

The paper submitted to our considera- 
tion by ‘‘New Business” is one demand- 
ing our most careful and most respectful 
attention. It is a terrible sarcasm on our 
boasted civilization that employers and 
laborers occupy two hostile camps, each 
watching the other with distrust and sus- 
picion, This state of matters is not in- 
digenous to this country alone. The 
electric wire flashes across the ocean news 
of labor conflicts from every part of the 
world, until the conviction that the toilers 
of the earth are engaged in something like 
a world-wide insurrection forces itself on 
our minds. 

The man whose human instincts impel 
him to devise means for the equitable ad- 
justment of such a vast economic problem 
deserves as well, aye better, of mankind, 
than does the millionaire who at death 
bequeaths to the country the millions that 
he cannot help leaving in it. 

The task before us is to “etermine how 
far *‘ New Business’ has succeeded in offer- 
ing a feasible method to replace the present 
unsatisfactory, industrial disorder. Most 
men are smart enough, at least in their 
own estimation, to decry the best matured 
schemes. The half of half a taleut is 
sufficient for destructive criticism. Con- 
structive criticism is much more useful, 
and for obvious reasons much more rarely 
indulged in. 

So many questions present themselves as 
to make a solution difficult. How many 
persons care about speculating in a busi- 
ness that offers only five or six per cnt. 
interest for their capital if they can get 
ten, twenty or thirty per cent. elsewhere ? 

If we, the industrial classes, are to be 
raised, we must do it ourselves. But have 
we arrived at such a level of moral devel- 
opment that we can act in concert for the 
attainment of so desirable an object? We 
deprecate pessimism but we can reason 
only from what we know. 

The Savings Bank of Glasgow, Scotland, 
is exclusively maintained in the interest of 
the working men of that city. At the 
annual audit two years ago it had a capital 
of over $25,000,000 and is increasing by 
leaps and bounds. If the workmen in 
this bank so willed it they could start 
twelve thousand five hundred separate 
works in the city giving each a capital of

We do not say that the design sketched 
by ‘‘New Business” is not an excellent 
one. It looks well. It has an equitable, 
benevolent and righteous aroma which im- 
parts a temporary, delightful fragrance. 
But there is one drawback to its practical 
success. We do not believe the men are 
yet born who are fitted to carry it out. 
Mankind in the mass is very prosaic. Men 
do not engage in business from sentimental 
motives. The chief aim of al) business 
men is to increase their gains, and they 
will strain every nerve and use every ex- 
pedient to thisend. They will only em- 
ploy such men as shal! give them the best 
value for the smallest amount of money. 
Thus the old game is repeating itself ; 
workmen in never-ending competition 


against one another to secure constant em- 
ployment. 


We may assume without fear of serious 
contradiction, that those with capital to 
spare will invest it in such concerns as 
shall pay them the highest interestjconsist- 
ent with safety, and that the thought of 
regenerating the world, or any portion of 
it, at the expense of a gold ducat of their 
precious capital is foreign to their minds. 
The philanthropists are like angels’ visits, 
few and far between. 

If the plan of our correspoudent is ever 
to assist the working men, it shall be only 
when they will supply the capital, the brain 
and the sinew. And why should this seem 
so remote are contingency ? 

When our toiling brethren cease to dis- 
trust one another ; when they love justice, 
goodness and truth, then we shall believe 
in the moral evolution of our brethren and 
will rejoice ix the prospect of being within 
measurable distance of our industrial re- 
generation. ~ 


OUR GRANITE BUSINESS. 


The Firms at South Quincy All Too Busy 
to Talk to Newspaper Men. 


Did you ever think of what a change had 
been wrought at South Quincy by the 
march of progress? On the west side of 
the depot, where a few years ago there was 
nothing but one vast field, where the boys 
used to play ball and the circuses would 
pitch their tents, there is now quite a 
settlement; streets have been laid out and 
innumerable dwelling-houses erected, 
which are occupied by the large number of 
men who earn their livlihood by chiseling 
the hard granite blocks into every con- 
ceivable shape and design in the score or 
more stone sheds located there. 

These granite monuments are shipped to 
all parts of the world. You cannot go 
into a cemetery but what you will find 
some monument or stone of Quincy granite. 
Just al present these firms are as busy as 
can be, working night and day with orders, 
some of which must be delivered before 
Memorial day. Such being the case, the 
LEDGER man did rot bother the men on 
his trip through the sheds but took a look 
for himself. 

In McGrath Bros.’ yard were some ten 
or fifteen monuments of various sizes 
which were being boxed up prior to being 
shipped on the cars to their destination. 

Across the road at the Merry Mount 
Granite Co.’s sheds were also a number of 
monuments, some completed and others 
only partially so, but the men were all 
hard at work trying to complete them. 

A little further on at McGilvray & Jones’ 
sheds there was a large $3000 monument 
all ready to be shipped to New York. This 
monument is entirely of Quincy granite 
and stand forty feet high and consists of 
three bases, a die, plinth and a shaft twenty- 
nine feet in length. 

Near this firm are the sheds of Thomas 
& Miller where. was seen one of the finest 
displays of monuments in New England. In 
this yard were some thirty-eight monuments 
varying in prices from $200 to $6000 all ready 
to be shipped. These are cut from Quincy, 
Westerly, Canada, Blue Diamond, Scotch, 
Swede, Braintree and Riversdale, Me., 
granite. Besides these monuments they 
bad orders for as many more, and the pros- 
pects are that there will be no let up in the 
work, Their sheds are so constructed that 
the men can work as well in cold as in 


warm weather ;forin the winter months | 


they are closed to the cold winds and heated. 
The larger part of the work of this firm 
goes to New York, Saratoga Springs, Albany 
and New England. They do a strictly re- 
tail business, deal with the consumer and 
erect all of their own work. The $6,000 
monument they are now cutting is for Gage 
of Syracuse N. Y., and consists of three 
bases, a die, cap and a sitting figure cf 
‘Meditation,’ fifteen feet high which was 
cut from a solid block of Westerly granite 
which weighed twelve tons. The bases are 
of dressed granite, the die is polished on 
four sides with raised polished columns, 
and carved caps. The cap is of dressed 
granite with a raised carving which ex- 
tends all the way round. The monument 
is very handsome, or will be when com- 
pleted, this is only one of the many that

GREAT BRITIAN’S COMMERCE. 


Report of Consul General New of London 
to State Department. 

WASHINGTON, April 20.—Consul General 
New of London, in areport to the depart- 
ment of state on the commerce of Great 
€riiain, says the total value of imports 
into the United Kingdom in 1889 was $,- 
138,187,975, and exports $1 705, or to- 
gether a total trade of $3,711,716,680. The 
imports and exports both exceed those of 
any previous year, and were in the propor- 
tion of $08.12 per head of population of the 
kingdom. ‘These totals do not include the 
value of gold and silver bullion, of which 
there was imported $135,497,195 and ex- 
ported $125,608,150, yor the goods im- 
ported for transshipment, the value of 
which was $50,905,060. 

Imports in 188%, increased $200,209,260 
compared with the previous year. The 
principal articles of import were: Corn, 
value, $255,500,000, a slight decrease; raw 
cotton, $228,000,000, an increase of $18,000,- 
000; silk manufactures, $53,000,000, an in-

The Judges Must Wait. 

WASHINGTON, April 20.—Congress at its 
last session passed aw act’ increasing the 
salarics of the judges of the district court of 
the United States to $5000 per annum, the 
act to take effect immediately. There 
was, however, no appropriation made to 
pay this increase for the four months, the 
remaining of the fiscal year. 

There are about sixty-six of these judges, 
most of whom receive a salary of $3500, and 
some of them have been writing to the first 
comptroller’s office at the trersury depart- 
ment wanting to know why they have not 
been allowed the increase provided for by 
law. The office has notified them of the 
oversight of Congress in the matter.

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Boston Suffers Another Contiagration— 
Firemen Injured. 

Boston, April 20.—At an early hour on 
Sunday morning a fire occurred on Court 
street which caused a considerable property 
damage, and in consequence of the falling 
of aroofa number of firemen, including 
Chief Weber and three district engineers, 
were buried in the ruins and had a for- 
tunate escape from death. With character- 
istic bravery their associates risked their 
lives in the rescue of the wounded. Most of 
the disabled men returned to duty yester- 
day, although it will be some time before 
they fully recover from the burns they rc- 
ceived. : 

The fire was in what is known as the 
Chipman building at the corner of Court 
and Hanover streets. It is a five-story 
brick structure, and is principally occu- 
pied by Bailey & Rankin, jobbers and re- 
tailers of carpets. On the first floor were 
S. C. Thompson, dealer in musical instru- 
ments; Burrage & Co., geniggmen’s fur- 
nishing goods, and Kattelle Bros. , jewelers. 
The basement was used as a 
hat and cap- store by Taylor Bros. 
The fire started in a closet on the 
first floor, and when discovered by 
a police officer, who gave an alarm from 
box 18 at 12:57 o’clock, had attained great 
headway. The flames followed the stair- 
way to the upper fioor, upon which most 
of the fire loss oc 1, the damage to the 
lower stories being nearly all occasioned 
by water. The loss to the building is esti- 
mated at about 00, and to the several 
tenants about $15,000, all of which was cov- 
ered by insurance. The actual time in 
subduing the fire was about two hours. 


PNEUMONIA AND BRONCHITIS.

Death of Rear Admiral Taylor at His 
Home in Washington. 

WASHINGTON, April 20.—Rear Admiral 
Alfred Taylor, U.S. N., retired, died at 
his home in this city Sunday afternoon 
from pneumonia and acute bronchitis, fol- 
lowing an attack of the grippe. He was 
born in Fairfax county, Va., in 1810, and 
entered the navy asa midshipman in 1826. 
He reached the grade of lieutenant in 1837, 
and in the Mexican war, during the block- 
ade of Vera Cruz and the other naval 
operations along the Mexican coast, he 
served with the frigate Cumberland. From 
1848 to 1851 he was detailed to duty in the 
Washington navy yard. He was on duty 
in the steamer Mississippi with Commo- 
dore Perry’s expedition to Japan in 1853-55. 
In the latter year he was promoted to com- 
mander, and when the civil war broke 
out was stationed on the coast of Africa in 
charge of the sloop Saratoga. In 1863 he 
became a captain and was attached to the 
Boston navy yard, remaining there until 
1865. He was promoted to commodore, 
and subsequently, in 1872, to the grade of 
rear admiral. 


DEPRESSION IN FALL RIVER. 


Slack-up in Cotton Manufacturing Busi- 
ness—Cotton Low—*Money Easy. 

FALL RIVER, April 20.—The depression 
in the manufacturing business is assum- 
minga serious phase. The directors of 
many corporations are earnestly talking 
about what must be done. Twenty thou- 
sand pieces of cloth accumulated last week, 
and prices closed lower than a week ago. 
There is nothing enco cing in the 
outlook. Although many mills are well 
sold up for the next four weeks, there is no 
profit inthe prices at which goods are be- 
ing delivered. The one question is, how 
little some concerns can afford to lose, 
Few manufacturers are agitating a cut- 
down of wages, there being a stout objec- 
tion to this policy on the ground that no 
benefit to the market will result. Print- 
ers do not care for goods at any price, con- 
sequently itis argued that only one thing 
can be done, that is, to cur- 
tail production. If manufacturers else- 
where would join the Fall River men there 
would bea shut-down here at once, but 
past experience has taught stockholders 
the usefulness of making a market for 
Rhode Island and New Hampshire owners, 
As it now stands it is merely a question of 
how long the older mills can hold out. 
Cotton is now, and the money market here 
is easier for months past, but th favor- 
able conditions are not sufficient to over. 
come the very low quotations for staple 
goods. 


Scancity of Sailors. 

GLOUCESTER, Mass., April 20.—At the 
present time great difliculty is experienced 
in getting crews to man the fishing fleet. A 
large number of vessels fitting away have 
nomen, and are consequently unable to 
sail on their voyage. While the prospects 
for fishing are brighter than for some 
years and high prices prevail, men from 
the provinces do not appear to come here 
in such number as in past seasons. The 
principal cause of the scarcity of men is 
said to be the development of the lobster 
fishery in the maritime provinces, and the 
greater attention given to boat trap fish- 
ing.

NANY FAMILIES WILL RESIST. 


Prevalent Opinion in the Coke Regions— 
Mass Meetings. 


SCOTTDALE, Pa., Apri: 20.—There were 
no outbreaks in the coke region Sunday, 
although numerous mass meetings were 
held. Last evening there was great ac- 
tivity all along the line. The coke com- 
panies will make persistent efforts to re- 
sume more of their plants to-day, and the 
labor leaders are out toa man in the hope 
of defeating the movements. The Cam- 
bria Iron company will make an attempt 
to rekindle the fires in some of their plants 
which have been idle ten weeks. The 
eviction movement will be fully inaugur- 
ated, and it is expected that some of the 
distressing scenes of 1881 and 1886 will be 
re-enacted. That many families will re- 
sist seems to be the general impression. 

Several hundred eviction notices were 
served by the coke companies on strikers 
between this place and Bradford Saturday 
night. From a source believed to be trust- 
worthy, it was learned that colored work- 
men would be shipped into the region dur- 
ing the coming week. It is stated that 
the strikers at Summit and Bradford ob- 
Stinately refuse to return to work, and 
their places will be filled with negroes. 
Imported Italians and negroes will likely 
be the weapons of the different companies 
to break the strike, and carloads of them 
are expected. Agents have been in search 
of such material for some time. The im- 
portation of new men may tend to arouse 
the passions of the strikers. The different 
companies have fully decided to post no- 
tices atthe different works, stating their 
withdrawal from the position that there 
would be no discrimination against the 
strikers. py Rat 


BALTIMORE'S NIGHT KEY. 


Magnanimously Extended to Gallant 
Massachusetts Sixth. 

BALTIMORE, April 20.—The train bear- 
ing the Worcester, Mass., Light Infantry 
Veterans of the corps and veterans of the 
historic Sixth Massachusetts, a portion of 
which had a conflict with the Mobiles in 
the streets of Baltimore thirty years ago 
yesterday, arrived at the Baltimore and 
Ohio station at 3:35 p. m., Sunday. The 
visitors were met by Duchesne post, with 
drum and fife corps and the post guard, in 
all 225 men, under command of Capt. 
Nolen. 

As the men of Massachusetts filed into 
the hotel, their band played ‘‘My Mary- 
land,” and the graveful compliment was 
recognized by a rousing cheer for the old 
Bay State. The Light Infantry were 
formed in the great rotunda of the hotel, 
their veterans in front, and facing them 
was the mayor, supported by Capt. 
Knowles, Pay Director Pritchard, Gen. 
Ross, Col. Love and a few other special 
guests, Mayor Davidson then delivered a 
cordial address of welcome. Capt. E. C. 
Sisson, secretary of the Sixth Massachu- 
setts, and Capt. Davis, each in a few words 
acknowledged the warm welcome accorded 
by the mayor. Capt. Ross then presented 
Capt. Sisson with what he termed “The 
aight key to the city of Baltimore,” and 
the reception exercises were over. In the 
evening Dachane post entertained the 
risitors in the great dining hall of the 
Oarrollton, and joy reigned supreme. 


REJOICES AT HiS MURDER. 


One Chinaman Kills Another in Hartford 
and is Glad of It. 

HARTFORD, April 20.—Charles Gong 

fired three shots into Charlie Lee last 


| night and killed him almost instantly. 


Both are Chinese laundrymen. A few 
days ago oue of the papers in the city had 
an article about Gong enticing small 


| boys into his laundry for immoral pur- 


poses. The article caused Gong to lose 
nearly all his business. He thinks 
the information was furnished 
by Charlie Lee, and _= since’ then 
he has been laying forhim. Last night 
they met inthe laundry of June Lee, on 
Asylum street, when Gong fired three shots 
at Charles Lee, all three of which entered 
his body near the heart. Lee fell to the 
floor in a pool of blood and died in a few 
minutes. Gong then went to the police 
station and gave himself up. He said he 
was glad he had killed Lee for he had 
ruined his business. Lee was married to an 
American woman and had one child. He 
was very much Americanized, both as to 
dress and manners. 


Death of a Prominent Lawyer. 
SPRINGFIELD, Mass., April 20.—Solomon 


J. Gordon, a prominent patent lawyer of 


New York, died at his home in this city 
yesterday afternoon. He was born in 
Weymouth, Mass., Sept. 24, 1826, gradu- 
ated at Harvard in 1847, practiced law for 
a time in Boston and then removed to New 
York city. There he secured a large 
practice and had been engaged in many 
important patent suits. 


Toughs’ Actions in Maine. 

Batu, Me., April 20.—Saturday evening 
Elictrician Johnson of the Bath Electric 
Light company was seized on Commercial 
street, in the heart of the citv, hustled into 
aprivate way, and there throttled and 
robbed. The police captured the men 
They fought desperately. They are jail 
graduates and professional toughs who 
tramped into town a few days ago. 


Death of a Banker. 

New York, April 20.—Banker John 
Thompson, who had been confined to his 
home, No. 295 Madison avenue, for months 
past, with severe illness, died yesterday. 
Mr. Thompson was born at Peru, Mass., 
Nov. 27,1802. He organized the First Na 
tional bank in this city, also the Chase 
National bank. He also founded Thomp- 
son’s Bank Note Reporter. 


Fever on Board a Ship. 

New York, April 20.—The steamer La 
Bourgogne, which arrived Saturday night, 
had a case of typhus feveraboard, a young 
Assyrian, Jacob Conri. The 144 cabin pas- 
sengers, whohad not been exposed, were 
allowed to land, but the 798 steerage pas- 
sengers will be detained at Hoffman island 
for about twenty days. 


Deaths Nearly Simultaneously. 

SARATOGA, N. Y., April 20.—The wife of 
Dr. Charles Von Spiegal, a prominent phy- 
sician here, died Saturday of pneumonia. 
The doctor died Sunday of the disease, 
aged 75 years. He was a wealthy slave- 
holder and planter in the south before the 
war. He came to this place after the war, 
and has since had a large practice. 


Funeral of Capt. MacKenzie. 

New York, April 20.—The funeral serv- 
ices of the late Capt. G. H. MacKenzie,the 
celebrated chess player, were held at St. 
Mark’s church yesterday. The interment 
was at Greenwood cemetery. The Man- 
hattan Chess club had charge of the 
funera] arrangements. 


Dead When Found. 


MUTILATION FOR CASH. 


HANDS AND FEET CUT OFF TO 
GET ACCIDENT INSURANCE. 


Extraordinary Attempts at Fraud by 
Men in Pecuniary Distress or Too Lary 
to Work—The Left Hand Is the Most 
Frequently Severed—One Man’s Claim. 


Everybody has read in the newspapers 
from time to time of the many alleged 
frauds attempted upon the life insurance 
companies, but few, probably, are aware 
of the claim which is made by the acci- 
dent companies that the frandulent 
claims against them, in proportion to the 
number of persons insured, outnumber 
those against the life companies ten to 
one. 

Recently there was held a meeting of 
the representatives of some of the lead- 
ing companies doing an accident busi- 
ness for the purpose of devising means of 
relief in the matter. 

Some insurance men advocated the 
strict enforcement of the law punishing 
self mutilation, while others say that 
legislation could be enacted against the 
companies, who, in their eagerness to 
get business, invite fraud by the large 
indemnities offered and the liberal time 
limit given. In 1889 the accident com- 
panies issued policies giving $2,500 for 
the loss of a leg, arm, foot or hand. 

This has been worked, it is claimed, so 
extensively by persons who did not mind 
maiming themselves in order to secure 
the insurance money thatit has become 
one of the greatest evils in the business. 

LOSS OF HANDS AND FEET. 

“We found,” said A. N. Lockwood, 
president of the Accident Insurance 
Provident Fund society, to a reporter, 
“that in every single claim received by 
us the indemnity asked for was for the 
maiming or loss of the left hand. This 
naturally excited our suspicion. The 
claimants were all found to be persons 
pecuniarily embarrassed, such as men 
out of work, men who, rather than work, 
preferred losing their left hand for $2,500, 
and men who had seen better days and 
who had large families to provide for. 
We reduced the indemnity for a hand to 
$1,250, since which time we have not had 
one claim for the loss of a hand. 

“This, however, did not end our 
troubles, for immediately claims for 
‘foot indemnities, which had remained 
at $2,500, grew more numerous. Other 
companies have had the same experi- 
ence. <A president of one of the accident 
companies told me yesterday that he was 
satisfied that not one claim had been 
genuine in all the claims presented 
against his company in a year. Asa 
rule, the other companies pay $2,500 for 
the loss of either a hand or foot, and the 
number of people who are willing to lose 
a hand or foot for that much money is 
astounding, and there are more fraudu- 
lent insurance cripples in the United 
States today than war cripples. Why, 
you have no idea of the business of self 
mutilation that is being carried on for 
the purpose of beating insurance com- 
panies. 

“There is a case before the courts 
which is exciting the interest of every 
accident company doing business in this 
city. It is the case of a professional 
man who, it is believed, maimed himself 
deliberately to recover $32,500 insurance. 

HORRIBLE NERVE. 

‘‘He was insured in thirteen different 
companies. He intended making a trip 
west, taking his fowling piece with him, 
and on the day before he proposed start- 
ing on the journey he let his gun fall and 
shot off one of his great toes. The com- 
panies hearing of the accident, sent their 
best doctors to his assistance. They 
think they have evidence to show that 
the man intended to have the foot ampu- 
tated to avoid blood poisoning and col- 
lect the $32,500 indemnities. 

“‘Another case is that of a man who 
lives in Broome county, this state, who 
was known to have deliberately chopped 
off his left hand with a hatchet, striking 
it two blows. The man’s explanation was 
that he had been attacked by two thieves, 
and that while holding one of them in 
the grip of his left hand the other sev- 
ered his hand witha hatchet. The wood 
upon which the hand rested when chop- 
ped off showed plainly the marks of the 
center of the blade only, proving that the 
hatchet had been brought down straight 
and deliberately. 

‘Cases like this are coming up right 
along. A man recently lost a foot ona 
railroad. He claimed that he had fallen 
off the train and had got his foot caught 
under the wheels. He was subsequently 
found sitting beside the track with his 
haton. There was nothing to indirate 
that there had been an accident except 
the loss of the foot. His clothing was 
free from dirt or grease, and there was 
testimony to show that he had walked 
up to the train and thrust his foot under 
the wheels.” 

“There is no doubt,” said Richard M. 
Johnson, agent of the Travelers’ Acci- 
dent Insurance company, “‘that sincethe 
accident companies offered an indem- 
nity of $2,500 for the loss of a hand ora 
foot, there has been a great increase in 
the number of accidents to the left 
hand, and it was found that people were 
Maiming themselves to get the insur- 
ance, In the preferred class of risks, 
though, these cases are extremely rare. 
There*have also been cases where people 
with shriveled feet and hands in which 
there was no life or feeling have chopped 
them off to get the insurance.”—New 
York World. 


According to Herr Blattner the optical 
effect of incandescent lamps increases 
with the temperature of the filament, 
which can be raised so as to make 10/per 
cent. of the whole electric energy of the 
lamp take the form of light.

LEXINGTON’S DAY. 


AN” AMERICAN STEAMSHIP LINE. 


Dr. Everett of This City, One of the] Something About the Famous Steamers 


Speakers at Yesterday’s Anniversary. 
The celebration in Lexington of the 
Battle of 1775, begun Saturday and was 
continued Sunday in a patriotic style. Com- 
memorative services were held in several of 
the churches, At an evening service in 
the Town Hall Dr. Everett, of Quincy, was 
one of the speakers. He is reported by the 
| Herald as follows: 
Dr. Everett said it was a poor American 
who could not speak on the 19th of April 
without preparation. He referred to the 
| fact that all Lexingtonians, old and young, 
| are too familiar with the story of the battle 
|of Lexington te allow him to repeat it at 
jthis time. He claimed a right to speak, 
not alone on account of birth and ancestry, 
bat because of the fact that the school 


the site of the birthplace of John Hancock. 

He briefly reviewed the events of that 
day in 1775, when Col. Parker's company 
gathered, not to wage unprovoked war, but 
to offer a bold front to the invaders. The 
resistance at Lexington was not that of 
| rebels, but of free men desirous of obtain- 
ing only their rights. Those patriots had 
no Lew scheme of government; it was 
simply a question of right. They were 
simply carrying out the logical result of 
their ancestry and training. 

America has extended, improved the idea 
|of popular government, but its root was in 
}England. It may not bea popular idea 

that there is anything good in England or 

ithe English, but, nevertheless, it is true. 
| America had no warmer friends in the 
| English Parliament than those Who had, as 
| soldiers, met her patriots on many a well- 
fought field. Such men as Cornwallis, 
Percy, Burgoyne and Tarleton afterward 
sustained America’s interest warmly. 

America has four great patriotic festivals 
—April 19, July 4, Thanksgiving and Fore- 
|fathers’ day. Of all these festivals, the 
spring festival is the greatest. The soldiers 
of Lexington fought not only for Middle- 
| sex county, for Massachusetts, or for New 
England, but for the whole country. 

The speaker made a strong appeal for the 
unity of the states and the nations. He 
quoted the fact that the state governments 
were formed at the suggestion of the Con- 
tinental Congress, arguing from this that 
| the United States was first, and the states 
He citied instances showing that 
| Massachusetts and Kentucky, and other 
states, were animated by like patriotic 

sentiments, and that the unity of thought 
| and feeling was close and warm. 
| Dr. Everett was listened to with marked 
| attention and frequently applauded.

What Flourished Before the War. 

The most important American rival 
which foreign corporations have en- 
countered in transatlantic steam naviga- 
tion was the famous Collins line. Mr. E. 
K. Collins had grown up in the freight 
and passenger business between New 
York and Liverpool, and in 1847 he began 
to interest New York merchants in a 


plan to establish a new steamship line. | 


Two years later acompany which he had 
organized launched four vessels—the At- 
lantic, Pacific, Arctic and Baltic. 

They were liberally subsidized, the 
government paying the company $558,000 
yearly for carrying the mails; conditions 
imposed being that the vessels should 
make twenty-six voyages every year, and 


that the passage from port to port should | 


be better in point of time than that made 
by the Cunarders. The Collins line met 
the conditions successfully, its vessels 
making westward trips that averaged 
eleven days, ten hours and twenty-one 
minutes, as compared with twelve days, 
nineteen hours and twenty-six minutes 
by the British steamships. 

The vessels of the Collins line cost up- 
ward of $700,000 each. is was a great 
deal of money to put into a steamship in 
those days, and as the largest of the 
fleet was considerably smaller than the 
smallest of the steamships that now ply 
between New York and European ports, 
there was naturally a good percentage 
of cost in the appointments for the com- 
fort of the passengers. Many features 
that have since come to be regarded as 
indispensable on board ship were intro- 
duced by the Collins vessels. 

Among them none attracted more 
comment when the Atlantic arrived at 
Liverpool, at the end of her first voyage, 
May 10, 1849, than the barber shop. En- 
lish visitors to the vessel, as she lay at 
hor in the Mersey, saw for the first 
time the comfortable chair, with its 
movable head rest and foot rest, in which 
Americans are accustomed to recline 
while undergoing shaving. Another 
novelty was a smoking room in a house 
on the afterpart of the deck.—John H. 
Gould in Scribner's. 


In Two Countries. 

In Ammericamy neighbor can own a 
piece of land adjoining my house, and 
can, after long years, build on his land 
in such a way as to take the light away 
from every window in my house which 
overlooks his lot. In England, after a 
man has had the uninterrupted use of 
light and uir for sixty years he acquires 
an easement, which is one of Judge 
Blackstone's ‘‘incorporeal  heredita- 
ments,” and this has to be respected by 
the owner of adjacent land, who, ac- 
cording to English, and, for the matter 
of that, Roman law, must so enjoy his 
own rights and property as not to inter- 
fere with the established right and prop- 
erties of-others. 

In England if my neighbor sees me 
building a house with windows over- 
looking his property, and in such a man- 
ner as to tend to preclude him from 
building himself at some future time, he 
at once sets to work to put up an obstruc- 
tion against my windows, which forces 
me to come to terms with him. This 
may be arranged by payment of a small, 
in fact, entirely nominal, annual rent of 
a few cents in recognition of his rights, 
and this will prevent my acquiring an 
easement over his land. Which of the 
two systems is the more equitable I will 
not venture an opinion, but leave the 
reader to judge.—Detroit News.

“Emlen vs. Miller—‘Kept eff from 
Miller with a club, etc.; Miller not found 
by Humphrey Marshall.’” 

“Not executed, because the defendant 
got into deep water—out of my reach.” 

“November, 1754—‘Executed on the

™man.’” 

“August, 1755—Forty-nine executions 
returned ‘Not executed, by reason of the 
disturbance of the Indians.’” 

Electric Car Heaters. 

In many places where electric rail- 
ways are in operation the temperature 
falls so low in winter as to render the 
cars quite uncomfortable. Why not, 
under this condition of affairs, devote a 
portion of the current used to propel the 
cars to heating them as well? The ordi- 
nary car stove is open to so many objec- 
tions that its use is practically precladed 
from the majority of roads. Electric 
heaters, however, can be placed under- 
neath the seats so that a uniform tem- 
perature can be given to the entire car. 
Electric heaters have been made and 
have met with some adoption. Whether 
they would prove too expensive for the 
purpose is a question yet to be solved. 
They certainly, however, offer advan- 
tages over any method of car heating 
yet employed.—New York Telegram

Nothing seems to burn into the mem- 
ory and heart of a child as an undeserved 
hment, however trifling the mat- 
y seem to the adult inflicter. In 
children of the sunny, hopeful 
type the wave of indignation and help- 
protest against unjust 
correction passes away, and leaves ap- 
parently no t To other children, 
with more sensitive natures or more re- 
bellious dispositions, unjust words of re- 
proof kindle fires of rage, which smoul- 
der with sullen persistence under the 
ashes of seeming forgetfulness, ready to 
burst out violently and unexpectedly. If 
this seems an overdrawn picture one has 
only to think backward at one’s own 
chilish days, and to recall the time when 
careless treatment by an elder first 
taught us to be bitter, unforgiving, re- 
sentful. 

A child’s sense of justice is as keen as 
his heart is tender, and this is one of the 
qualities most necessary to a noble char- 
acter; a quality that must be blended 
with truth and honor and self-sacrifice 
to give the right balance to dispositions 
which would otherwise work harm. A 
child’s justice is always tempered with 
mercy to those he loves, and when in the 
home he is justly and tenderly dealt 
with he learns little by little that higher 
sense of justice toward all with whom 
he comes in contact. When his own 
small rights are carelessly and continu- 
ally thrust aside, he, too, learns to play 
the brigand, to invent devices to achieve 
the might which he has learned makes 
right.—Harper’s Bazar.

flour. Santander merchants declare that 
taking into consideratien the cost of the 
transportation of castile grain, of which 
the bulk the Antilles, American 
flour will crush out the Spanish product 
in the Spanish West Indies.

HOW FIFTY ESCAPED. 


CONFEDERATES WORKED A CLEVER 
SCHEME AT CAMP BUTLER. 


Disguised as Citizens in Smuggled Clothes 
and Arnred with Forged Passports a 
Few at a Time Passed the Vigilant 


Guards on Visiting Days. 


A man in prison is like a man without 
hands, whose brain is constantly contriv- 
ing to overcome physical deficiency. T he 
ingenuity of a brain unrelieved by dis- 
traction of employment is capable of 
schemes which rival fiction. Many 


war about their privations and advent- 
ures while under the espionage of an 
alert and relentless enemy. An experi- 
ence worthy of record was told an Amer- 
ican reporter, the other night, by a man 
who now stands high in public life in 
Tennessee. 

He was once a confederate soldier. He 
had the misfortune to be numbered with 
the captured at Fort Donelson, and with 
hundreds of his comrades was hurried 
across the Ohio and incarcerated in Camp 
Butler, 2 spot which will long be remem- 
bered by those who were so unlucky as 
to be imprisoned within its battlements. 

After pining for several weary months 
for an exchange that was never effected 
these southern patriots set about to ac- 
complish their own deliverance. Vari- 
ous plans were concocted, but w ul 
successfully thwarted by the vigilance 
of their custodians. Finally the inspira- 
tion of this story hit upon a scheme 
which for audacity and cleverness is un- 
precedented, and won for its originator 
a title and distinction among his com- 
panions which time has not yet obliter- 
ated. 

Among the prisoners at Camp Butler 
were a number of boys who served the 
Confederacy in the capacity of ‘powder 
monkeys,” a function well known to 
heavy artillerists. 

IT WAS A CLEVER PLAN. 

The duties of these youngsters were 
to convey powder charges from the 
magazines to gunners in trenches or to 
assist in like manner on the floating bat- 
teries which annoyed the federal gun- 
boats in the Mississippi river. 

Two of these little fellows, who had 
fallen into the hands of the enemy, were 
treated with the dignity due prisoners of 
war, and consequently found themselves 
hundreds of miles away from home and 
mamma and subject to all the heartless 
discipline of military prison. The manly 
fortitude of these two juvenile warriors 
attracted the martial soul of Colonel 
Morrison, who commanded the post. 
To make their imprisonment less ardu- 
ous he made them his office orderlies, 
and sent them on the hundreds of er- 
rands which a commanding officer finds 
a daily necessity in the discharge of his 
duty. 

The little fellows were true patricts, 
and no persuasion or punishment could 
dissuade them from the cause of their 
fathers. It was through them that the 
hero of this story accomplished his de- 
signs. The boys had access at all times 
to the colonel’s office, likewise the adju- 
tant’s desk. One night they were bidden 
to steal from the adjutant’s desk a lot of 
blank passports. 

But what good were passports to a 
soldier whose very uniform forbade exit 
from the inner stockade of the prison, 
might be asked. Fortunately, however, 
in the prison there was a sutler who pos- 
sessed all the venality characteristic of 
his cloth. 

Among the prisoners in Camp Butler 
there were several confederate soldiers 
who were the sons of wealthy parents and 
occasionally received n¥oney fri 
From element a general fu 
collected and appropriated to the use of 
the plotters for deliverance. With the 
sutler, whose loyalty to the American 
dollar exceeded his fidelity to the Ameri- 
can Union, it was an easy matter to 
smuggle in a suit of citizen’s clothes now 
and then. 

A FEW GO AT A TIME. 

On visiting days hundreds of people 
from the country around would throng 
to the post to look at the fiery rebels. 
They were shown, under the escort of a 
guard, through every part of the prison, 
and on severa occasions these parties, in 
some unaccountable way, would number 
one or two more on coming out than 
they did oncoming in. Each individual, 
however. displayed his passport to the 
guard at the gate, and retired unques- 
tioned from the portals of the fort into 
the loyal prairies of Nlinois. 

Had the guards counted their guests 
upon their arrival and departure some 
startling surprises would have resulted. 
On one occasion two confederate officers 
escaped by the guard with f 
and had taken seats in a carri 
Was waiting to serve visitor: 
of the fort when Colonel Morrison him- 
self came ont and, addressing them, 
asked if they had seen all they wanted

The reader must not imagine that these 
men were not missed by their guardians, 
for after every muster the guards were 
doubled and many commissioned and 
non-commissioned officers relieved, it be- 
ing suspected that they were responsible 
fcr the mysterious disappearance of the

A batch of 150 Pinkertons arrived here 
yesterday, and all were placed on duty at 
Leisenring No. 2, where extraordinary ef- 
forts will be made to start this morning, 
against the protests of the strikers. All of 
the new and unwelcome guards are well 
armed with Springfield rifles, and area 
determined set of men. 

There are 500 or 600 Italians on their way 
here, and ,they will be stationed at both 
the Frick and McClure works in the morn- 
ing’ It is said they have been gathered up 
throughout the Punxsutawney coal region. 
The labor leaders are combining their 
forces of speakers and will make every 
effort to persuade the foreigners to leave. 
This importation of Italians simply means 
the beginning of a wholesale importation 
of forcign labor that has been threatened 
for a long time by the operators. This, in 
connection with the Pinkerton men, will 
make the situation here at more in- 
teresting and dangerous.

LIBELERS PUNISHED. 


Parisian Editors Receive Se- 
vere Punishment. 


A LETTER FROM BALFOUR, 


—_———_——_ 


In Which He Comments Upon Seme of 
Gladstone's Criticisms—A Victory for 
Union-Liberals — Foreign News in Gen- 


eral. 


Lonpon, April 23.—Mr. Balfour has 
written a letter in which he comments 
upon Mr. Gladstone’s recent caiticisms on 
the Irish land bill. Mr. Balfour says: 

The Liberals oppose, line by line, a measure 
which is accepted in its main principle by 
every section of the Irish party, and eagerly 
desired by the bulk of the Irish agricultural 
community, involving no risk, theoretical or 
practical, to the British taxpayer. Mr. Glad- 
stone does not even pretend to hold out any 
prospect of a settlement of the question, ex- 
cept by occupying the time of parliament, if 
he gets a majority, with a fruitless discussion 
of absurd and impossible schemes of home 
rule. 

“While he has been voting on abstract reso- 
lutions about self-government, rural parishes 
and registration, the government has done 
more toadvance this principle of local self- 
government in every part of the kingdom, to 
lighten the cost of education of the working 
sses, to strengthen the defenses of the em- 
pire and to deal with social questions than an 
administration pledged to home rule would be 
likely to do in a generation. The govern- 
me:it,thoush not following Mr. Gladstone's 
example, is confiniag its attention to Ireland, 
has effected, and is effecting, more for the ma- 
terial welfare ofthe country than any of its 
predecessors.” 


Damages, Fine and Imprisonment. 

Patis, April 23.—The publisher of La 
National (newspaper) has been sentenced 
by the Seine tribunal to four months’ im- 
prisonm and to pay $20,000 damages 
and a fine o 00 for printing a libel af- 
fecting the Credit Industriel. Judgment 
has also been given in the libel case of Mr. 
MacKay against the publisher of Galigna 
nis Me er, Who is fined $60, with costs, 
and ordered to insert the court’s decision 
in the papers. 


Victory for Liberal-Unionists. 

LoNpDON,, April 23.—An election to fill 
the vecant seat in the house of commons 
for the middle division of Oxfordshire took 
place in that division yesterday. The can- 
didates were Mr. Morrell, Liberal-Union 
ist, and Mr. Renseu, Gladstonian. The re 
sult was a victory for Mr. Morrill, who 
received 4448 votes against 3760 cast for his 
opponent. At the last election Mr. Mac- 
Lean, Liberal-Unionist, was returned 
without opposition. 


Moved to a Second Reading. 

Lon von, April 23.—In the house of com- 
mons, Samuel Evans, member for Gla- 
morgansh moved the second reading of 
the bil enabling the trustees of religious 
bodies to acquire compulsorily the freehold 
of places of worship upon paying compen- 
sation therefor. 


A TERRIBLE TRAGEDY 


Enacted in a Massachusetts Town by an 
Old Man. 

West STOCKBRIDGE, Mass., April 23.—A 
terrible trazedy took place yesterday morn- 
ing, seven ies from here and just over 
the New York line. Henry Barckerson of 
Chathain, N. Y., 71 years old,shot his dead 
wife's sister, Mrs. Christiana Sieble, and 
her husband, Peter Sieble, killing the lat- 
ter,and then shot himself. Barckerson 
has had trouble with them since the death 
of his wife, quarrelling over the division 
of property. Mrs. Sieble says the trouble 
is jealousy and Earckerson wanted she 
should elope with him. The murderer will 
die, but Mrs. Sieble will recover. 

Barckeron spent the night with the old 
fol} lrose late to breakfast. He was 
mo i threatening, and said he was 
going to his home in Chatham. After 
breakfast the old woman started out to 
hang clothes, and the man went out with 
his team. Barckerson went out and 
stepped up behind Mrs. Sieble, shoot- 
ing her as she tarned toward him. 
She was hit in the shoulder, but ran and 
jumped a fence. Seeing that he would 
shoot asain, she lay perfectly still and he 
stopped, thinking she was dead. Then 
Barckerson started after Peter, and meet- 
ing him on the road, fired three times. The 
old man died without uttering a word. 
Barckerson then went out into the woods 
and shot himself in the abdomen and was 
not found for several hours. He is dying. 
The tragedy took place on a wild, moun- 
tainous road, and within a half a mile of 
the place where the famous Austerlitz 
murder took place,

Was Discarded, and Deliberately At- 
tempts Double Murder.

ter has received a letter dated at Hartford, 
April 12, from Mrs. Isabella Beecher 
Hooker. in whizh she asks the secretary 
two questions. These are; To whom will 
the $36,000 given by congress for the use of 
the board of lady managers of the W orld’s 
fair be paid, and for what purpose, so? 
and if, aschairman of the committee on 
finance, she has any cuties. present or pro- 
spective? Mrs. Hooker says that she was 
chairman of the committee on permanent 
organization, and that with entire unanim- 
ity, the board decided that the president of 
the board shall appoint twelve committees 
on classification, to correspond with those 
of the commission, and tnat the member 
selected by each committee for that pur- 
pose should become a member of the exec- 
utive committee. The other twelve mem- 
bers of the executive committees were to 
be appointed by the president, who was to 
be made chairman. 

Mrs. Palmer, she continues, wished 
time to select tha members of these stand- 
ing committees, and asked the ladies to 
study the schedule and send to her the 
name of the committee on which they 
wislied to serve, and they separated, Mrs. 
Hooker says, with the understanding that 
they would be notifi «1 of her (Mrs. Palm- 
er’s) selections in e time. But, says 
Mrs. Hooker, no appointments have Leen

Mrs. Hooker says she met several other 
ladies who had protested against this 
usurpation of authority by the board of 
control, whereupon she wrote a letter to 
the members of the board. Mrs. Hooker 
ing that “it would be a 
great relief to many of us if we could be 
assured of a meeting of the whole board 
the first week in May.” 

Secretary Foster, in replying to Ms. 
Hooker’s letter, first repeats her two ques- 
tions, and then says: “in reply, I have to 
advise you that the clause making appro- 
priations for the World’s Columbian com- 
mission for the next fiscal year reads as 
follows: For the World’s Columbian com- 
mission, $95,000, of which sum %36,000 
shall be used for the board of lady mana- 
gers.’ 

I am of opinion that the sum of $36,000 
named in the appropriation can only be 
expended by authority of the World’s 
Columbian comniission, and that the said 
commission must determine in what man- 
ne. the said sum shall be expended. 

-u reply to your second question, I have 
to state that this oflice has no control 
whatever over, aud is not required by law 
to supervise in any manner, the duties of 
the members of any committees of the 
board of lady managers. Article 11 of the 
by-laws of the commission, provides the 
methods by which the board of lady man- 
agers shall be convened, and that is (in 
brief) that the number of meeting, shall be 
wholly under the control, as determined 
by the executive committee of the commis- 
sion, 

The letter to which Mrs. Hooker refers 
in her letter to Secretary Foster as having 
been addressed to the board of lady man- 
agers, is dated April 9, while the board 
was assembled in Chicago. In this letter 
she says that as chairman of the finance 
commiitee she had hoped to be invited to 
attend the first meeting of the executive 
commitice whenever it should be duly ap- 
pointed, in order to insure the ladies of 
the cordial attitude of both houses of 
congress toward the ladies’ board, and 
“especially of their desire that we should 
convene in Aprii or May for the purpose of 
completing our organization and laying 
out plans of work.” 

Mrs. Hooker says she had interviews on 
the subject with Senators Hawley and Al- 
lison. The latter assure d her that congress 
had no intention of crippling the board by 
cutting down the appropriations to the 
commissioners and making it impossible 
for the ladies’ board to meet this spring, 
She says that article 5 of the board of con- 
trol not only assumes without cause that 
congress woula disapprove of a meeting of 
the ladies’ board this spring, but proceeds 
to put ull power and authority into the 
hands of an “executive committee, which 
has never yet been appointed by our presi- 
dent in accordance with our constitution 
and by-laws.”

Mr. Goschen’s Statement as to 


Britain's Surplus. 


Lonvon, April 24.—The budget was sub- 
mitted to the house of commons yesterday 
afternoon by Hon. George J. Goschen, 
chancellor of the exchequer. 

Mr. Goschen said that there was an ex- 
cess of £1,760,000 over the surplus which 
he suggested in 1890. He added, however, 
that there was no certainty that a pro- 
gressive increase would be maintained, as 
the needs of Ireland had increased the ex- 
penditure by £200,000, 

Mr. Goschen stated that not than 
£900,000 of the surplus rose from the in- 
ternal revenue duty 
The net reduction of the nationai debt dur- 
ing the year was 1,000,000 during the 
time the present administration has been 
in office. 

Alluding to the increase in the duties on 
alcohol, Mr. Goschen repudiated the idea 
that the government was pledged to carry 
out the scheme of the purchase of public 
house licenses. For the coming year, Mr. 
Goschen estimated that the revenue would 
amount to £90,480,000, and the expendi- 
tures to £88,440,000. The expenditures had 
been augmented by the Irish reltef works, 
the census and dockyard building. 

Considering the increased cost of arma 
m: s, and the heavy burden on the home 
taxpayer, he held that a call ought to be 
made upon the colonies for further contri- 
butions to the fund for imperial defence,

AN ARTIST DEAD. 


Carlin, a Deaf Mute Poet 
Philospher Dies in New York. 

NEw York, Apml 24.—John Carlin died 
yesterday, aged 78 years. He had been 
in ill-health for the past six months, but 
on Saturday last was seized with pneumo- 
nia. Mr. Carlin was born a deaf mute in 
; Philadelphia in 1813. From a child he 
showed a taste for art. He was one of 
jthe first pupils at the Philadelphia 
| Institution for Deaf Mutes, whose advan- 
| tages by the time he was 12 years old he 
} had exhausted. His studious and artistic 
| tastes, however, were always incentives to 
self-improvement, and practically he was 
self-educated. At 25 years of age he went 
; to Paris, and there studied for three years 
| With Delaroche. When he returned to this 
country Mr. Carlin settled in this city asa 
miniature painter. As a master of this 
calling he was most widely known by 
|speaking people. His clients were chieily 
|}among the old Knickerbocker families of 
| this city and prominent people throughout 
the state.

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CONCENTUNG IRIMIGRATION. 


Leticr Reeeived at Txgasury Department 
on the Matter. 

WasHincros, April 24.—The treasury 
department has received a letter dated 
April 21, from G. G. Benedict, collector of 
customs at, Burlington, Vt., relating: to 
the coming into the United States of im- 
migrants from European countries via the 
Dominion of Canada, The -collector says 
that so far as he can learn no such immi- 
grants have as yet arrived in his district, 
but that there is reason to apprehend that 
evasions of the immigration law may be 
attempted later in the season when naviga- 
tion opens on the St. Lawrence river. ‘ 
©The collector encloses a report from Immi- 
grant Inspector Henry, which says there 
had arrived at the Canadian Pacific rail- 
way station at Montreal during the ten 
days prior to April 17, thirty-three car- 
loads of European immigrants, who came 
by steamer to Halifax. Of these, in the 
opinion of the customs inspector stationed 
at that poiut, about one-third were des- 
tined for western points ia the United 
States and the remainder for points in 
British Columbia. T collector thinks 
that if it were practicable to station an in- 
spector at Montreal, he could make him- 
self useful in preventing violations of the 
| law. 

As usual, the collector says, at this sea- 
son of the year, large numbers of French- 
Canadians are arriving at the several rail- 
road stations in his district en route for 
points in Massachusetts and New Hamp- 
probably come with 
iaile uaderstanding as to 
whom the to work for, but itis prac- 
tically impossible to prove anything like 
an existing contract either, expressed or 
implied. For the past month these labor- 
ers Lave probably averaged 500 per day. 

The report of F. A. Woodbridge, the im-

continues: ‘We are receiving at this port 
three train loads of these French-Can- 
adians each day, who are en route to the 
Various manufacturing towns in New 
England, and a large number of them are, 
in my opinion, under an implied contract 
to labor. 

A portion of these immigrants return to 
Canada in the fall only to again re- 
enter the United States the spring follow- 
ing, and are employed generally by the 
sume firms each year. They belong to the

NEWFOUNDLANDERS 


Given a Hearing at the Bar of 
the House. 


THE PREMIER’S STATEMENT 


Highly Commended by Lord Knuutsford. 
Interesting Scenes in the House—Peers 
and Wales in Attendance—Other For- 
eign Matters. 


Lonpon, April 24.—The expectation of 
so rare and important an event as the rep- 
resentatives of a colony being heard at the 
bar of the house attracted an unusually 
large number of spectators to the house of 
lords yesterday. The seats in the side 
galleries were filled with peeresses,and the 
galleries assigned to members of the house 
of commons were largely occupied. There 
wasafull attendance of peers, and the 
Prince of Wales and Prince Albert Victor 
sat together on a cross bench. 

Lord Dunraven moved that tbe New- 
foundland delegates be heard atthe bar 
of the house. Lord Kuutsford, secretary 
of state for the colonial department, as- 
sented to the motion, and the speaker of 
the house of lords, Lord Halsbury, gave 
orders that the delegates be admitted. 

The five Newfoundland delegates, 
headed by the premier of Newfoundland, 
Sir William Whiteway, thereupon made 
their appearance. Sir William Whiteway, 
delivered his statement in a clear, well 
pitched voice, every syllable being dis- 
tinctly audible. He was listened to 
throughout with keen attention. The 
statement opened with a review of the 
history of the legislation in which New- 
foundland is concerned since the treaty of 
Utrecht, in 1713, when France ceded St. 
Kitts, Hudson Bay, Nova Scotia and New- 
foundland to England. Sir William White- 
way then proceeded to give the details of 
the objections of the Newfoundlanders to 
Lord Knutsford’s coercive bill, introduced 
in the house of lords by the colonial secre- 
tary, and concluded with the following 
proposals, which, he said, ought, in the 
opinion of the delegates, and in the opin- 
ion of the people of Newfoundland, to be 
accepted by the imperial government as a 
solution of the difficulties now existing: 

That the Newfoundland legislature pass 
immediately an act authorizing the execution 
for this year of the modus vivendi, and of the 
award of the arbitration commission, together 
with ail treaties and declarations under in- 
structions from the queen in council. 

That further progress of the Knutsford bill 
be deferred until the passage of the above act, 
and thatthe present arbitration agreement 
shall not be allowed to operate beyond the lob- 
ster question without obtaining the prior con- 
sent of the colony of Newfoundland, in which 
ease the colony shall be represented on the 
commission. 

That the colony of Newfoundland desires 
that the agreement be for unconditional arbi- 
tration on all points that either party may 
raise under the treaties. 

If this can be arranged between Great 
Brttain and France, Newfoundland will 
ask to be represented upon the arbitration 
commission, and will pass an act to en- 
force the execution of the awards of the 
commission. Sir William Whiteway 
added that the Newfoundland delegates 
regret that up to the present moment these 
proposals have not only not been accepted, 
but that no hope has been held out that 
they ever will be accepted. Their adop- 
tion, he said, would immediately cause 
the excitement at present existing in New- 
foundland to subside. and would induce 
peace under conditions which would make 
coercion by warships extremely difficult. 

The Newfoundland premier added that 
if the Knutsford bill became a law, it will 
have been forced upon a resentful people, 
but if the proposals of the Newfoundland 
delegates were adopted, every good object 
of the bill would be easily and pleasantly 
attained. The enactment of the bill would 
leave a rankling wound in the hearts of 
colonists, and would establish a precedent 
which would ever give a feeling of inse- 
curity to every self-governing colony. ‘In 
offering on behalf of the colonial legisla- 
ture,”’ continued the premier of Newfound- 
land, “‘to enact laws providing for the 
honorable fulfilment of obligations of an 
exceedingly odious kind, we are animated 
bya spirit of patriotism and devotion to 
the empire. Peristence in the passage of 
the bill, therefore, will be a poor return 
for that faith in parliament which ani- 
mated the Newfoundland legislature in 
sending us to the bar of the house of 
lords.” 

Lord Knutsford, at the conclusion of 
the Newfoundland premier’s remarks, in 
moving to adjourn the second reading of 
his Newfoundland coercive bill until Mon- 
day, referred in terms of warm praise to 
the very able speech made by Sir William 
Whiteway. Should the delegates be un- 
successful in their appeal to the house of 
lords, they intend to apply for a hearing 
before the house of commons. 


FROM THE ETERNAL CITY. 


Official Statement Regarding the Catas- 
trophe at Rome. 

Rome, April 24.—Signor Nicotera, min- 
ister of the interior. stated in the chamber 
of deputies yesterday afternoon that forty- 
eight persons were injured at the scene of 
the explosion, and that about 200 persons 
in this city were slightly hurt. The min- 
ister of war said that there was 265 tons 
of powder in the magazine, but that none 
of the new explosive, balestite, was stored 
there. It is surmised that the explosion 
resulted from slow combustion of the pow- 
der. King Humbert received an ovation 
on visiting the hospital where the injured 
were being cared for. 


Embargo on Pork Removed. 
BERLIN, April 24.—The Berliner Nach- 
richten says the removal of the prohibi- 
tory restrictions on American pork has 
been arranged for as soon as the United 
States government issues regulations for 
the carrying out of the meat inspection 
law. The paper adds that the report that 
only live swine will be admitted into Ger- 
many is inaccurate. 
Fishermen in Open Revolt. 
PaRis, April 24.—A telegram to The 
Temps from Miquelon says: Forty New- 
foundland vesseis, which ran the blockade, 
have arrived at St. Pierre, with herrings. 
The fishermen at Fortune Bay are in 
armed revolt and determined to resist to 
the bitter end.

Fire Department Wants. 


The article in Monday’s LEpGER advoca- 
ting the building of a brick engine house 
at West Quincy and the centre has created 
a decided sensation in business and fire de- 
partment circles. 

In advocating this sweeping re-organiza- 
tion of the fire department the LEDGER 
has no particular section to champion and 
none to punish. It believes in placing the 
apparatus where it will do the most good 
and cover the greatest amount of territory, 
in the least possible time at a minimum of 
expense to the city. It believes that in 
building on the site of the present School 
street headquarters that it would be an 
extravagant and Willard-schoolhouse ex- 
penditure of public money for the reason 
that a “‘central fire station’ at that point 
would answer the purpose for only four or 
five years, as the population and buildings 
of West Quincy, the centre and other parts 
of the city are increasing at such a rate 
that in that time brick engine houses would 
have to be built in each of those sections, 
and then the ‘‘central fire station’? would 
bein such close proximity to the others 
that it would be practically useless. And 
again, if that site is utilized, new houses 
costing upwards of $2,500 each, will have 
to be built at West Quincy and Quincy 
Point within two years, whereas, if an 
engine house was put up in West Quincy 
and one at the centre, sometime within the 
coming two years, this outlay would be 
overcome, 

The LEDGER does not wish to intrude 
upon the fire department committee’s work, 
but at the same time it wishes to place 
before the public in detail what seems to it 
to be the most economical and satisfactory 
way of solving this important question. <A 
large sum of money will soon be called for 
by the Council to reorganize the depart- 
ment and it is important that the matter 
should be thoroughly discussed through the 
press, and prevent if possible, the springing 
|} of any more Willard school house schemes 
lon the taxpayers. 

There is no question but what the present 
fire department quarters ou School street 
are unfit for human habitation. It is a 
stigma upon the good name of the City 
government that it should compel its fire- 
men to live in such a place. 

It has been recommended by high au- 
thority that a central fire station be built 
on the site of the present quarters. The 
cost, including new hose houses at West 
Quincy and the Point, which will have to 
be built within two years, would be some- 
thing like this: 

Hiring and fitting up temporary 
quarters for apparatus, 

Central fire station, 25,000 00 

Horses for chemical, 600 00 

New hose house at West Quincy, 3,500 00 

New hose house at Quincy Point, 3,500 00 


$1,500 00 


Total, $36,100 00 


The LEDGER’s suggestion embodies the 
building of a brick engine house at West 
Quincy and the Centre, and the purchase 
of a new steamer, all for a less sum than 
would be expended on a central fire station 
and its necessary accompaniments. It is 
suggested that the Centre house be built 
first, and in the year following the West 
; Quincy house and also purchase a new 
steamer. The expense would not exceed 
the following sums:

GOOD FAITH. 


Robinson and Pattee

Reasons Why Water Petition Should 
and Should Not Be Granted, 


The Good Faith of State, and Good 
Faith of Company Involved, 


The people of Quincy are now anxiously 
awaiting the report of the Water Com- 
mittee of the Legislature on the Mayor’s 
petition for an independent supply, which 
will probably be made next Wednesday to 
the Legislature. The hearings, seven in 
number, closed yesterday, most of the time 
being occupied in arguments, which are 
briefly reported below. 

Mayor Fairbanks was put on the stand 
Friday morning, and questioned for about 
twenty minutes. Personally he did not be- 
lieve a two-thirds vote could be obtained 
either to build new water works or buy the 
present works. When questioned whether 
the act was to be used as a club, he stated 
most emphatically that he voted to appro- 
priate $800 to investigate a plan for a new 
system, believing it to be for the best in- 
terests of the citizens to thoroughly inves-

The Arguments. 


Asa P. French for Randolph and Hol- 
brook, argued against the location of the 
proposed filter gallery, claiming that water 
would percolate into it from Great pond. 
Claimed that Chapter 217 of 1885 gave 
above towns the right to all the waters of 
the pond and also that which flowed in and 
out. These towns had been jointly sued 
for the taking of the waters and suits were 
pending. Had to restrict use of water 
last year, as pond got low. Towns were 
not without remedy if act was granted, for 
they might obtain an injunction when work 
was commenced, but they preferred to act 
in good faith to Quincy. He then said 
Quincy wanted to steal water of Great 
pond. Did not think Engineer Blake 
understood the rights.

Ex-Governor Robinson 


Made the closing argument for the Water 
cecupying one hour and twenty 
minutes. He said it was not a question 
whether or not the city should own water 
was not involved.

The quantity 
was sufficient, and the company had fea- 
sible plans for the future, and further 
could use all the Blake system if it desired.

Thought it was very strange 
that when the Committee visited Quincy, 
no one had suggested to draw a sample of 
the water from a faucet.

exceptions, but not constant. Now and 
then a meadow taste, described by some as 
fishy, was entirely practical to remove all 
objections, which if not unhealthy were 
unpleasant associations. The analyses of 
Quincy water compared very favorable with 
other supplies. It was singular that not a 
physician had testified among the petition- 
ers, and he queried, where are the doctors? 
The evidence showed there was less typhoid 
fever among water takers. The piggeries 
and barnyards should be removed. The 
company had accomplished a great deal, 
and will do more. It had applied to the 
State Board of Health. It bad secured an 
injunction against one piggery. The last 
committee of the town had endorsed the 
company by recommending to buy the 
works if they could be obtained for a cer- 
tain price. The fire service was prudent. 
The proposed extensions to Quincy Neck 
and in the Liberty street section were im- 
practicable. Then there had been 
objection to water rates. 

For the above reasons no action was called 
for, but more was involved here. There; 
was a question of good faith, honor, 
decency and squareness. The want of 
these was worse than poor water. The 
State was morally bound to protect the 
charter which it had granted and those 
who had invested under it. Nothing was 
to be gained by an indirect assault on W. 
C. McLellan, who according to testimony 
was a man among ten thousand, whose 
word was as good as his bond. 

When did Quincy first begin to want to 
supply itself with water? Not in 1883! 
Then the corporators were ridiculed for 
sinking money. No Quincy people would 
then take stock, and few agreed to take 
water. But the company had expended 
$400,000 and had now 1,191 takers. The 
town endorsed the company in 1884 by 
making a contract for hydrants. Why did 
Quincy want to supply itself now? It was 
because of the fact that water had built up 
the city. It was more potent than the 
quarries. The town committee had named 
$275,000 in its conference as the selling 
price. That was before they met Engineer 
Blake who said the cost to duplicate the 
works would be $350,000. If water was 
bad, then why did the town want to buy ? 
The two largest items in the value were : 
capital, $250,000, and bonds $250,000. The 
franchise also had value.

Lawyer Pattee 

Begun the closing argument for the peti- 
tioners at 12.50. He regretted the absence 
of the City Solicitor, but other city duties 
were so pressing that he thought he ought 
not to be called into it with the little time 
there was for preparation. It had been 
thrown out that the petitioners were not 
sincere, but it originated from who? It 
was difficult to tell. Was surprised to learn 
that the Adamses had knowingly allowed 
the use of their names, that the city might 
have a club, but that petition was not pre- 
sented. Three successive City Councils 
had voted in favor of anew supply. He 
had the petition of about seventeen hundred 
voters. In Ward Five two-thirds of the 
voters had petitioned; in Ward Two 216 
out of 259 who went to the polls. These 
showed some sincerity. All the seventeen 
witnesses he produced, and more were 
willing to testify, were all in favor. Dr. 
Faxon himself admitted that two-thirds 
might vote for the new bill. Thought, 
however, Mayor Fairbanks had truly said, 
a two-thirds vote could not be obtained 
until further investigation had been made 
and the people satisfied. There were no 
politics in the movement, although three 
of the remonstrants had tried to drag it in. 

The city asked the franchise as a question 
of right, and it was admitted it had a right 
toapply. The granting of a franchise to 
one company does not prevent another 
from applying. The Legislature further 
should not create monopolies. The grant- 
ing of a second charter for a bridge corpo- 
ration across the Charles river within 400 
feet of the other bridge was a parallel case 
to the present one. The case of Camden, 
Me., against the Camden Water Company 
was another similar one, where a company 
existed and the town was granted an act, 
which the supreme court had sustained. 
There were precedents in this State, several 
companies being allowed to parallel the 
pipes of the Jamaica Plain Aqueduct Co. 
In the case of the Quincy Water Company 
itself, it had received the right to supply 
both Milton and Braintree, yet in both 
these towns other companies had been 
given the same rights. Braintree itself had 
also obtained permission to supply itself. 
It was a question of principle. The charter

Unable to superintend the education of 
his children, he placed them, in 1811, in 
the charge of Gé Lorenz, a cross old 
bachelor, to prepare for the military 
academy in Copenhagen. With that 
change Helmuth severed his connection 
with his home and began a peried of his 
life which is filled with trials and depriva- 
tions. Inthe autumn of the same year 
young Moltke and his brother entered the 
academy as free state pupils, their father 
being unable to pay their expenses. For 
them the discipline was quite severe, and 
they were subjected to a surveillance 
that was prison like in its sharpness. In 
1818 Von Moltke passed his final exami- 
nation with credit, and in the following 
year received his appointment as lieu- 
tenant.

Euphrates and Tigris; he took part in the 
memorable and cruel campaign against 
Mehemed Ali, and acted as an escort to 
the sultan in his journey through Rumelia 
and Bulgaria. 

From this point Von Moltke’s history as 
a great commander really begins. During 
the Austro-Italian war of 1859 he was in 
the Austrian headquarters studying, mak- 
ing observations and storing his mind with 
practical knowledge that was of sterling 
use to him in later years. When the war 
against Denmark broke out in 1864 it was 
Gen. Moltke who sketched the plan of the 
campaign and assisted in its execution. 
When the campaign against Austria broke 
out, two years later it was his beain which 
directed the movements of the troops and 
made their victory possible. He had 
shown them how towin, and down in 
Bohemia he watched them as they fought 
well for the Fatherland. Austria 
declared war against Prussia on June 8, 
and straightaway King William, accom- 
panied by Bismarck, Moltke and Roon, 
started from Berlin for the theatre of op- 
erations. Then followed that marvellous 
caLpaign of seven weeks, which was as 
decisive as it was brief. Concentrating 
his troops at Koeniggratz, Moltke fear- 
lessly encountered the enemy. A conflict, 
long and bloody, ensued. The Austrian 
soldiers fought with admirable bravery 
and persistency, but against the rocklike 
phalanx of the German troops their prow- 
ess was of noavail. Never before had such 
results been accomplished in so short a 
time. When the brief but decisive cam- 
paign was over, honors were showered 
upon Von Moltke by sovereign and by peo- 
ple. . 

His achievement in the Franco German 
war of 1870 hardly need recapitulation. 
The great victory of the German troops 
are justly ascribed to bis brilliant strategy. 
Before the year 1870 had opened the plans 
for the mobilization and transportation of 
the troops and for operations on the field 
of battle were in the hands of King Will- 
iam Until the accession of the present 
emperor he performed, against his ex- 
pees wish, the duties of chief of staff

purpose to exclude the town at any time. 
The committee should bear in mind that 
it was legislating for something everybody 
must buy, and not foster monopoly. ; 

Has city a grievance? We believe it 
has. It would not be claimed that the 
water had really killed anyone, but it was 
objectionable and bad.

The good faith of the Water Company 
was involved.

His contract for putting in the Quincy 
plant was $237,000. The committee had 
seen how the stock had since been watered.

Then the fran- 
chise, the right to use Quincy streets, 
which had been given the company was 
now valued by them at $300,000, a ridicu- 
lous figure. The company had twice re- 
fused to set a price when requested by town 
committees. It had inflated its franchise, 
its liabilities and its stock. Town would 
have purchased before the reservoir was 
built could it haye done so on satisfactory 
terms. The petitioners were anxious to 
have incorporated in the new act a clause 
providing that a two-thirds vote should be 
required of the voters. A draft of a bill 
was submitted. 

Relative to the statement that the water 
rates had not been assailed, Gov. Robinson 
was referred to Councilman Moxon’s testi- 
mony.

OUR GRANITE INDUSTRY. 


Among Quarrymen and Manufacturers. 
Quarry street is rightly named and a trip 
through 


trouble. 


t will certainly repay one for their 
IIere you will see the granite in 
its natural state, taken from the holes that 
run way down into the bowels of the earth, 
then by means of steam and powerful der- 
ricks it is hoisted to the surface and taken 
into the sheds, where skilled workmen 
chisel it into all manner of shapes. 

From the sheds it is taken to the polish- 
ing shop where steam, sand and water, 
soon give the surface such a high polish 
that it might almost be used as a looking 
glass, then back again it goes to the sheds 
Until re- 
cently these letters were all cut by hand, 
but the inventor has come forward with a 
machine that is worked by compressed air,

where the inscriptions are cut. 


The Weekly Jaunt of the Ledger : 
the result is that one man with a 
machine can *cut two letters and do the 
work better, while one letter is being cut by 
hand. 

The inscriptions cut, the carpenter makes 
his appearance and boxes the stone, which 
is placed on a team and drawn by horses 
to the railroad, where it is sent hundreds 
of miles to be placed in some cemetery. 
To witness all of the stages through which 
the granite passes from the quarry to the 
cemetery is very interesting and will give 
an idea of what is being done in Quincy's 
principle industry. 

The quarry of Frederick & Field is 
perhaps the deepest in this section, being 
150 feet from the highest to the lowest 
point. It will make you dizzy to look over 
the side. ‘Three men have fallen into this 
well, one was killed outright, one was so 
injured that he has never been able to do 
any work since, and the third man for- 
tunately landed on his feet, and otherwise 
than a general shaking up was uninjured. 

Vhile the writer was at this quarry last 
Saturday, the workmen started a block of 
eranite which contained 11,000 cubic feet 
which is an unusual large block to get cut 
in one piece. The LEDGER map also took 
a trip through the sheds here, and took a} 
look at a number of the pieces of the 
$50.000 soldiers’ and sailors’ monument 
that is to be erected in Troy, N. Y. It 
will be an elegant affair, and when 
completed will measure 95 feet from the 
base to the top of the bronze figure of 
‘Victory’ which surmounts it. It is a 
wonderful piece of work and when nearer 
completed we will give our readers a more 


minute description. 

A call was also made at the quarry of 
C. H. Hardwick & Co. They have quite a 
deep well but being larger does not look as 
deep as their neighbors, yet it may be. 
Everybody here were busy and in fact every- 
where you go in this section of our city you 
will find hundreds of men all hard at work, 
and it is hard work too, there is no boys” 
play about it.

LIVELY YACHTING SEASON. 


Several New Yachts Under Way of Which 
Great Things Are Expected. 


The Globe reporter has stolen a march on 
us, and made a tour among the yachtsmen 
and yards, which the LEDGER has had in 
mind for some days. His account is quite 
interesting and is produced in full: 


There are ample indications that the 
coming season will be a lively one for the 
Quincy club, and this is especially true of 
the boats of the third class. H. M. Faxon’s 
Rocket, which for two years bas carried 
off the honors in this class, will this season 
have several new competitors. Com. John 
Shaw, the owner of the schooner Christine, 
has had a little beauty built by Herreshoff 
for this class. She is a sister buat of the 
Bird, which made such a fine record on 
the lakes last summer, and measures 18} 
feet over all, while her beam measures 7} 
feet. It is asserted tbat she will make a 
hard antagonist for the Rocket. The 
commodore had the boat built expressly 
for his daughter Mabel, who is reputed to 
be one of the best helms-women in the 
inner bay. The new boat has been called 
the Mab. 

W. C. Cherrington and Henry Hutchins 
will also come out with two third-class 
flyers that promise to show considerable 
speed. 

The Scamp is being widened, and when 
ready for commission will have new spars 
and a larger expanse of canvas. Fred 
Estes contemplates putting a new bow on 
the Princess, which was so successful in 
the third class last year. 

Much interest is displayed in the new 
Hanley Cape cat for F. L. Dunne. This 
new boat is expected to arrive from the 
cape next week, and it is said to much re- 
semble the Madge. Skipper George Brown 
and Messrs. George Russell and Steve Lowe, 
formerly of the Mabel and Tartar, will sail 
the new boat. 

The trial of W. P. Barker's centreboard 
cat, which is being built by Lelois is awaited 
with considerable interest. She is of a 
rather peculiar model with a long over- 
hanging bow, and measures 25 feet over 
all, while her breadth of beam is 10 feet. 
She is finished in white ash and cherry, is 
built from Mr. Barker’s own design. 

Vice-Commodore John W. Sanborn will 
receive next week from the Bowditch Manu- 
facturing Company, Skaneateles, N. Y., a 
35-foot steam launch, which on its trial trip 
Wednesday, showed a speed of 12 miles per 
hour. She will be used by Mr. Sanborn to 
convey him to and from his~business in 
Boston. 

Rk. G. Hunt’s well-known prize winner 
Posy is undergoing a complete overhauling 
at W. F. Maybury’s yard, Quincy Point. 
She has been raised and retimbered through- 
out and will have a new flush deck put on. 
She will also be furnished with a water- 
tight standing-room. She will have new 
sails and larger spars. 

Lincoln is to furnish sails for the Myth 
and the Magic. 

G. F. Maybury’s Freak has been short- 
ened and her sailing length hereafter will 
be about 15.08. 

The steam yachts owned by Frank Dean, 
John A. Duggan and Capt. Hunt are at 
Lelois’ yard, where they are being over- 
hauled. 

Quincy Yacht Club adopted at its last 
meeting a Corinthian rule of sailing that 
is bringing out considerable remonstrance 
from some quarters. Following is a copy 
of the rule: 


The wheel or tiller of each yacht shall be 
held only by amateur members of the club 
throughout the race, and none but amateurs 
shall be allowed on board any yacht when 
competing for prizes; except that one paid 
man shall be allowed to sail, provided he is 
regularly employed on the boat. An ama- 
teur for the purposes of this rule shall be de- 
tined to be one who has never received money 
or equivalent compensation for sailing or 
assisting to sail a boat since this club was 
organized. 

The clause ‘‘that one paid man,” with- 
out designating the length of the boat on 
which he is allowed to sail, is one of the 
leading objectionable features, although 
the change in the sailing regulations is by 
many considered unnecessary. 

Allowing one paid man to sail on a boat, 
provided he is regularly employed, cer- 
tainly gives the rich man an advantage 
over the yachtsman of ordinary means, 
and if the wording of the rule is taken 
advantage of in any of the races, it will 
cause no end of trouble. 

Shifting ballast will be allowed in the 
second and third classes the same as last 
year. This meets with the approbation of 
the owners of the ‘‘ little ones.’’ Secretary 
H. M. Faxon, owner of the Rocket, says 
that the large number of competing boats 
in both the Quincy and Dorchester Clubs 
last year was due to those organizations 
allowing shifting ballast. Vice-Com. San- 
born is not a believer in it however. Pre- 
vious to the last meeting he had offered 
two silver cups as prizes in the second and 
third classes to be competed for in the first 
three races. After it was voted to allow 
shifting ballast, he informed the owners 
of the boats in those classes that unless 
the three races were sailed without shifting 
ballast, he would withdraw his offer. The 
third class acceded to his proposition, but 
four of the owners of second-class boats 
refused, and now only the third-class boats 
will race for the cup.

OUR TREATY WITH SPAIN 


May Go Into Effect in 1892—Relations 


with Germany. 

WASHINGTON, April 27.—It appears that 
the treaty which Spain has with different 
nations containing the favored nation 
clause, which would seem to be in opposi- 
tion to the reciprocity agreement that Mr. 
Foster has just succeeded in negotiating 
with Spain in relation to Cuba, will termi- 
nate early in the year 1892. The probability 
is, therefore, that the treaty which Mr. 
Foster will bring back with him to the 
United States will provide for taking 
effect on the date of the expiration of 
those treaties with other nations which 
contain this favored nation clause. 

After the negotiations with Spain shall 
have been concluded, the expectation is

This desire will be made 
the more certain when Germany shall dis 
cover that Brazil, Cuba and pri bably some 
of the other West India islands will have 
free access under the new re iprocity 
treaties to the United States market for 
their can sugar, and on the basis of such 
4& situation the state department undoubt- 
edly intends to secure the removal of all 
restrictions in Germany against the impor- 
tation into that country of American pork 
products, Minister Phelps, at Berlin, is

Ringing Rooters. 

The blade of the awl should be 2} 
inches long, with a handle about 2inches 
in length, the blade to be very flat, } 
inch in width, and slightly curved at 
point, having sides and point sharp. 
This will make a larger hole than the 
size of the wire used, which is very es- 
sential. This shape of awl cuts its way 
through at point and sides, making a 
wound that will heal in a very short 
time. This I believe to be the most im- 
portant feature about ringing hogs— 
that is, to have the nose heal up quickly, 
for the less they are annoyed with a sore 
nose the better they will thrive. 

It is also of the greatest importance in 
a district where swine plague is raging, 
and I believe Iam right in saying that 
all of our most scientific veterinarians 
have investigated swine" plague 


| claim that hogs with any fresh cuts on 
| them are much more liable to take the 


disease than those that have none; that 
is, in a vicinity where the plague exists. 
Ihave so much faith in their views in 
this matter that if hog cholera was in 
my neighborhood I would not ring my 
hogs until the plague had passed away. 
The size of wire I would recommend to 
be used in making the rings of is No. 
11, 12 and 13 for pigs, and No. 10 for old 
hogs. This is pretty heavy wire, but 
adjusted in the nose well it will give 
better satisfaction than smaller sizes. 
The nose will heal up quicker, the ring 
will wear longer, and is not near so lia- 
ble to be torn out.—L. Erwin Parrett.

FOR THE FIRST TIME 


Dedication of Dr. Talmage’s new Tab- 
ernacle in Brooklyn. 


BROOKLYN, April 27.—Rev. T. De Witt 
Talmage’s new tabernacle, at the corner of 
Green and Clinton avenues, was opened to 
his congregation and the public for the 
first time yesterday morning. Three impos 
ing dedicatory services were held during 
the day, and thousands of people crowded 
the big edifice at each one. The taber- 
nacle’s dimensions are 200 feet long by 118 
wide, and it is Romanesque in its ‘style of 
architecture. It is built of brick and stone, 
The interior of the church has two gal- 
leries and will seat 5500 persons. The big 
organ cost 330,000. Up to date the total 
cost of the church is $410,000, and it will 
require $40,000 more to complete it. 

Yesterday morning’s service was opened. 
by the vast congregation singing the dox- 
ology. Prayer was then offered by Rev. 
Dr. Hastings, and the dedicatory prayer 
was made by Rev. Dr. Wendell Prime. 
Dr. Talmage then welcomed the congrega- 
tion. Rev. Dr. Hamill of Washington de- 
livered the dedicatory sermon, after which 
Dr. Talmage made another short address, 
speaking of the disasters through which 
they had passed in the last twenty years, 
He said that during that time over $800,000 
had been expended and $305,000 subscribed 
for charitai purpeses. The conyrega- 
tion had been called upon to build three 
churches.

of all of the departments, subject to con- 
firmation by the board of aldermen, and 
the right to remove heads of departments 
for such reasons as seemed good to him,” 
The above changes worked so well that 
it is now proposed to go further, as contem- 
plated above. Advocating this the Herald, 
says editorially : 


As it is now, the chief magistrate of Bos- 
ton is compelled, in some degree, to share 
his executive authority with the board of 
aldermen. We do not mean that trades 
are regularly entered into, but it is a fact 
that, since the new charter went into 
effect, there has not been a mayor of this 
city who has not been obliged to appoint to 
some responsible public positions men who, 
to say the least, were not his first choice, 
because he did not believe them to be 
thoroughly competent persons. This bas 
been due to the necessity he was under of 
satisfying the wishes of a number of the 
members of the board of aldermen. That 
is, in order to secure the confirmation of 
his appointees, each mayor of Boston, has 
been constrained to practically allow mem- 
bers of the board of aldermen to control 
certain appointments. 

This is not only a bad practice in itself, 
but it has an effect far greater than the 
cases to which it strictly applies; fora 
mayor who is tied down in this way cannot 
work in that strong, determined manner 
that it is desirable that a chief magistrate 
of a great city should work. Of course, 
the argument can be raised on the other 
side that absolutely bad appointments may 
be prevented by this necessity of confirma- 
tion. But in a city like our own, when 
suffrage is restricted by educational tests, 
and where public spirit has always been a 
potent factor, wedo not believe that this 
danger is one that needs to be in the least 
considered, when weighed against the ad- 
vantages that would accrue from giving to 
a mayor full executive power, and at the 
same time holding him to a strict personal 
accountability for his employment of it.

MASSACHUSETTS LEGISLATURE. 


Movement to Restrict the Sale of Fire 
works on the Fourth of July—Assess- 
ment Endowment Associations. 
Boston, April 28.—Mr. Kittredge of 

Boston will move to substitute for the 

bill reported by the committee the follow- 

ing bill to restrain the use of crackers, 
squibs and serpents, toy pistols, tey 
cannons, bombs and mortars: 

Section 1. Neither the mayor and akiermen 
ofany city nor the selectmen of any town 
shall hereafter grant a license for setting fire 
to a cracker, squib or serpent, or for discharg- 
ing or exploding any toy pistol, toy cannon, 
bomb or mortar, on or within any highway or 
street used for public travel inacity or town. 

Sec. Whoever shall set fire to a cracker, 
squib or serpent, or throw any lighted cracker, 
squib or scrpent, or discharge or explode any 
toy pistol, toy cannon, bomb or mortar, on or 
within any highway or street used for public 
travel in a city or town, shall for every offense 
forfeit a sum not exceeding $10. 

Sec. 3. This act shall take effect upon its 
passage.

TO CURTAIL PRODUCTION. 


The Depression in the Cloth Market 
May Necessitate Another Shutdown. 
FALL RIver, April 28.—It was reported 

here that a letter had been received from 

Boston men interested in the cotton mill 

asking for co-operation of manufacturers 

inanattempt to curtail production by a 

general shutdown. 

The depression in the cloth market has 
increased, and the stock on hand at this 
center is 41,000 pieces more than at the 


close of business a week ago. Sales in 
Provic vere even lighter than in this 


market, and the stock of 391,000 pieces 
held there precludes the possibility of im- 
provement by a further reduction in 
prices here. The quotations at which spot 
goods were disposed of last week are the 
lowest ever known, and under the most 
favorable conditions there is no money in 
prints for the great majority of the sixty- 
five mills. 

Six corporations have passed their quar 
terly dividends within the past two or 
three weeks. and many of those which 
> been paid were taken from surplus 
zs of a year ortwoago. The few 
rations which are reported to be 
« a little money are those having 
favora sontracts for ‘‘odds’” and “con- 
vertibles,”’ but the treasurers of these con- 
cerus say rigid economy and the strictest 
attention to business is the principal 
cause of their success. Most manufactur- 
ers believe that simultaneous and con- 
tinued suspension until the surplus stock 
can be wiped out is the only remedy for 
the present condition of things.

A Coriosity. : 

One of the greatest curiosities in a geo- 
logical sense yet come to light has been 
unearthed and brought to Eugene, where 
it was seen by a Press-Times reporter in 
cempany with several scientific men, 
among whom was Professor Thomas 
Condon of the Oregon State university.

THE ALTON BOYCOTT. 


Disastrous Bate War Predicted, Which 
Will Result in Travelers Being Able 
to Enjoy Very Cheap Rides. 

New York, April 29.—Among the well- 
informed railroad men in this city yester- 
day, it was said that, unless the boycott of 
the Clgago and Alton by the trunk lines 
were raised very soon, it would not be very 
long before a rate war would be begun 
that would cast into the shade all previous 
rate wars, and would utterly demoralize 
the trunk line roads and their connections. 
Up to the present time, it is asserted by 
the representatives of the Chicago and Al- 
ton Railroad company, their company has 
not cut the ratesin the slightest degree, 
notwithstanding the boycott, and so far as 
they know there is nointention of doing 
so. But Mr. Charlton, the general pas- 
senger agent of the Chicago and ‘Alton, in- 
timated pretty plainly in Chicago that 
they might find it necessary to cut, rather 
than to increase the rate between Chicago 
and St. Louis, and Chicago and Kansas 
City, and it is the general opinion among 
railroad men that the Chicago and Alton 
must finally adopt that course if they wish 
to defeat their opponents. 

Some years ago the Chicago and Alton 
took that course with the result that all 
the roads had to yield. The Chicago and 
Alton at that time cut the rate between 
New York and St. Louis and Kansas City 
all the way from $7 to $12, virtually at the 
last carry passengers the whole length 
of theirown read (from Chicago to St. 
Louis and from Chicago to Kansas City) 
for 50 cents and $1 respectively, and part 
round-trip tickets at 
the same rate. ‘That lasted for some 
months, and resulted in the Chicago and 
Alton’s gainingits point.

For the Murder of Millionaire 
Barnaby’s Widow. 


DR. GRAVES HAS HIS SAY 


Ard Gives His Reasons for Thinking 


Bennett Was the Sender of the Poi- 
soned Whisky—Scandalous Statements 


Concerning Mrs. Barnaby’s Character. 


Provipenck, April 29.—Dr. T. Thatcher 
Graves has at last stated pretty plainly his 
own theory of Mrs. Barnaby’s murder. He 
has practically accused Ed A. Bennett of 
having sent to Mrs. Barnaby the deadly 
draught that caused her death. These are 
the words in which he madea brief com- 
ment in the course of an interview witha 
newspaper man: 

“Tt isremark»ble who could have known 
Mrs. Barnaby’s country habits and sent 
her the poison so carefully labelled. It 
looks fearfully as if the murderer knew 
her habits intimately. Mr. Bennett must 
have known this.” 


This strong stat it, seemingly with- 


out reserve or hypo:i has taken the 
city by surprise. ‘lo newspaper men 
who have lis “1 to, and watched the 


tendency of his comi s Since his return, 
this final flat-footed statemeut was not al- 
together unexpected. 

All that he had said about the matter 
since he steppe from the train has been 
the pointing of the silent finger, now he 
has broken the silence with “there is the 
man.” But public attention no sooner 
foliowed the atiention of Dr. Graves’ ac- 
cusing finger than it finds itself 

Stumbling Over Numerous Obstacles 
and confronted by things which no one has 
yet e> plained. 

The tivstof these is the assumption that 
Bennett knew that Mrs. Barnaby’s mail 
was to be addressed in Mrs. Worrell’s care, 
This means one of two things, either that 
Mrs. Barnaby corresponded with Bennett 
and kept him poste: regard to her con- 
stantly chang ae :, or else that Ben- 
nett knew Mrs. Worrell and where she 
lived and was going to spend the winter. 
There is not the sligiitest testimony to sup- 
port the first of these theories. 

Miss Hanley, who was brought into the 
closest relations with Mrs. Barnaby, and 
who handled her mail and wrote her let- 
ters, never knew of any letter passing be- 


| tween Bennett and Mrs. Barnaby. 


The alternate theory, that Bennett knew 
Mrs. Worrall, and where she was, is 
equally untenable. Mrs. Worrall did not 
begin her relations with Mrs. Parnaby 
until after the latter had left the Adiron- 
dacks. She did not visit Mrs. Barnaby, 
and never met Bennett. 

Then comes the curious fact of the Bos- 
ton postmark. This neither Dr, Grayes 
nor any one else has attempted to explain, 
andon this point as much as on any, 
hinges the mysterinos murder. 

Dr. Graves’ Suggestion 

that theimproper relations between Mrs, 
Barnaby and Bennett may have furnished 
stock in trade for a blackmailing scheme 
whose originators sent the poisoned 
whisky in a fit of anger at the failure of 
their plans to extort money, strikes almost 
every one here as a strangely fantastic 
idea, and has created a more unfavorable 
feeling against Dr. Graves -than anything 
he has said. 

Yesterday a man from Danielsonville, 
Conn., who claimed to have known Dr, 
Graves a long time and to be familiar with 
his record, made statements damaging to 
the doctor's reputation. These statements 
were shown to Dr. Graves, who at once 
started for Providence, prepared to prove 
the truth of his statements. 

One interes and siguificant fact 
brought out was the state of Miss 
Hanley, made reluctantly, only after 
persistent questioning, that snnett was a 
low-lived drunken fellow. This statement 
is imporiant in many ways. Miss. Hanley 
knows more than any ong—except, px ssibly 
Dr. Graves—about the ; 
scenes nt Blue Mountain Lake 
last summer. She knows a 
more than she is willing to 
and the fact that the only statement whic!

HILL'S GREAT HAUL. 


Robbed a Bank of $400,000 
While Its President. 


WALL STREET DEALINGS 


Led to the Defalcations, Which Cover a 


Period of Several Years — The Bank’s 


Exceptionally Good Standing Will En- 
able It to Tide Over the Difficulty. 


NEW York, April 29.—The Ninth Na- 
tional bank has lost about $400,000 through 
the defalcation of President John°T. Hill, 
who died on March 1 of consumption, at 
the age of 55 years. A few days ago the 
directors began an examination of the ac- 
counts, revealing the loss which a further 
examiation by Bank Examiner Hepburn 
and a clearing house committee last night 
confirmed. Real estate of the bank, which 
has not been counted i: 2 assets, will fill 
the hole, and the bank continues solvent. 

Mr. Hill became president in 1887, and 
his defalcations, resulting from Wall 
street transactions, ran over several years

Its assets, besices the 
loss mentioned, are of good character, its 


discount of exceptionally good character. 
The bank has owned for a period of fifteen 
years, eixhty-five acres of land in the 
Twenty-third and Twenty-fourth wards of 
this city. As national banks are not al- 
lowed to own real estate for other than 


banking purposes, and whenever 
taken for debt not longer than 
five years, this real estate was 
charged off and has not ap- 
peared in theassets of the bank for 
many years, during which period it has 
largely wreciated in value. That is now 


restored a valuation of $300,000; com- 
petent ej isers value it much higher. 
As evidence that the bank valuation is 
fully warranted and within limits the 
directors have executed an agreement to 
take the property at said valuation.

NEW ENEMY DISCOVERED. 


Provi- 


Insects Have Begun Their Assaults Upon 
Kansas Wheat Fields, 

KANsAS City, Mo., April 29.—Secretary 
Manning of the Kansas agricultural 
board has received a letter from a banker 
stating that a small greenish insect of un- 
known variety had been found in the 
wheat of Russell county, and that much 
of the grain was turning yellow and dying. 
The sheriff of Tyce county also reported 
that some of the fields there were also 
turning yellow from the same cause. Sec- 
retary Mahler sent the letter from Russell | 
county to Chancellor Snow of the State | 
university, with the request that he make 
an examination of the wheat fields as soon 
as possible. Grain dealers in Kansas City 
have received a good many reports of dam- 
age. Hessian flies and chinch bugs are re- 
ported to be working in eleven Kansas 
counties. Probably very little damage 
has been done as yet. Some localities, 
however, report entire fielde almost de- 
stroyed. The wheat plant is so rank in 
growth, however, that there is, perhaps, 
an even chance of the wheat growing 
faster than the flies can eat it. Neverthe- 
less, grain men here and in Kansas are 
feeling anxious over the situation. 


WRECK AND FIRE, 


Railroad Employes Meet Death in a 
Smashup on the Baltimore and Ohio. 
WASHINGTON, April 20.—Four persons 

were killed and several injured in an ac¢i- 
dent on the Metropolitan branch of the 
Baltimore and Ohio railroad, about one 
mile this side of Gaithersburg. The Cin- 
cinnati express ran into a freight train 
which was at a standstill on the main 
track. Engineer Elliot of the express, En- 
gineer Groff and Fireman Murphy of the 
freight train, and Postal Clerk Burdett 
were killed. Postal Clerk Peacock and 
Fireman Miller of the express were seri- 
ously injured. None of the passengers 
were dangerously hurt. The four forward 
cars of the express rolled over and caught 
fire, destroying the postal car, baggage car 
and one coach. 


Miss Couzins’ Battle. 

CuicaGo, April 29.—At a session of the 
board of control, Judge Waite, Miss 
Couzins’ attorney, served a notice of in- 
junction upon the board enjoining the con- 
trollers, the national commission, Mrs, 
Bertha M. H. Palmer and the executive 
committees, from interfering with Secre- 
tary Couzins or demanding of her any 
books, papers, etc., that she might have. 
It stated that application would be made 
for a permanent injunction and a settle- 
ment of the controversy. 


Creditors Were Prejudiced. 

PROVIDENCE, Apri! 29.—E. C. Almy & 
Co., clothiers, have made an assignment 
to Isaac Fenno of Boston. Mr. Almy has 
declined to make any definite statement or 
to give figures. He says he has been ad- 
vised by Mr. Fenno, his largest creditor, to 
take this step. He admitted that the fail- 
ure of his brother's firm, R. T. Almy & 
Co. of Boston, had prejudiced his creditors 
against him. 


Burial of the Ripper’s Victim. 

New York, April 29.—The remains of 
Carrie Brown, the victim of the East 
River hotel murderer, were buried in Pot- 
ter’s Field yesterday. No word was re- 
ceived from her relatives in Salem. The 
police are still actively engaged in the 
search for her murderer, but so far with- 
out result. 


Rhode Island’s Screen Law. 

PROVIDENCE, April 29.—In the senate an 
act was passed providing that the violation 
of the screen law should not work a for- 
feiture of a saloon-keeper’s license, or im- 
pose upon the bondsman a liability. A 
joint resolution of adjournment on Friday 
next was passed.

PHYSIOLOGY AND HYGIENE. 


The Goat’s Blood Cure for Consumption. 
A Sturdy Scientist Defends It. 

Whatever the blood of goats may or may 
not have done for Dr. Bernheim’s con- 
sumptive patients, the close study of it 
seems certainly to have taught the Parisian 
scientist himself how to butt very effect- 
ively, says a London journal. Dr. Bern- 
heim, shortly after the publication of Dr. 
Koch’s new remedy for tuberculosis, made 
it known to the world that by the injection 
of goats’ blood consumption could be cured. 
There was no siege of Paris, as there was a 
siege of Berlin, by consumptives after the 
publication of the new cure, but a goodly 
number of patients placed themselves in 
Dr. Bernheim’s hands, and nothing further 
was heard till suddenly the press of Paris 
spread the news that four patients had 
died of the “goat biood cure’ five days 
after the first injection by Dr. Bernheim. 
Paris, which was feeling rather dull, got 
excited at once, and clamored for explana- 
tions, which Dr. Bernheim immediately 
supplied by stating, in a long letter to The 
Figaro, that there is not an atom of truth 
in the whole story of the five deaths, and 
ends by a challenge to his traducers, though 
in somewhat politer terms, that he is quite 
ready to fight them, if they will only 

“come on.” 


The Hygiene of the Skin. 

It seems time that the relation of cloth- 
ing to the health of the people of temperate 
climates engaged in civil industries should 
be reviewed, and the points for lnvewiew 
tion may be summarized thus, viz.: 1. The 
popular and professional estimate ot the 
hygiene of the skin is much below its real 
2. The physiology of the skin 
cannot be largely interfered with without 
endangering the general health. 3. Oneof 
the influential factors in the sound health 
of man is to establish and maintain in his 
organization a resisuing power to the causes 
of disease. The tendency is to overdress, 
enervating the skin and curtailing its 
power, and thereby the power of the whole 
system, to resist the causes of disease. 5. 
A proper exposure of the surface of the 
body to environing low temperature is a 
| valuable jseneral tonic. 6. Ventilation of 
| the skin is indispensable to good health. 

7. Habit may enable one to bear wide dif- 
ferences in clothing under similar sur- 
roundings without detriment, and this 
should impress the necessity of cultivating 
correct habits of dress.—Dr. Hibberd. 


A Curious Performance. 

A writer ina scientific journal reports 
having recently heard « young girl of four- 
teen warble after the fashion of a bird. 
She kept her mouth slightly open, and the 
lips merely trembled, the notes being 
formed in the throat, the center of it work- 
ing a3 a bird’s does when singing, and the 
sounds produced were exactly like those of 
blackbirds and thrushes. She warbled 
several airs to pianoforte accompaniments 
faultlessly, and most beautifully modu- 
lated; and so powerful were the notes that 
her grandmother, who was excessively 
deaf, could catch every one without the 
slightest effort in another room a little dis- 
tance off. Inthe same room some notes 
were deafening when she poured them out 
at the forte parts. She had been self taught 
entirely from “whistling” to her dog and 
sitting in the window to “warble” to the 
birds. 


Bad Temper and Insanity. 

Dr. William A. Hammond, discussing in 
The North American Review, “Self Con- 
trol in Curing Insanity,” shows how the 
exercise of volitional power on the part of 
' the patient may check the earlier stages 
of mental alienation. He quotes an En- 
glish physician as saying, in the lunatic 
asylum at Hauwell: “It is my belief that 
two-thirds of the women here have come 
to require restruint through the habitual 
indulgence of an originally bad temper.” 


Death from a Broken Heart. 

What is claimed to be a genuine case of 
& man dying from a broken heart is report- 
ed from St. Louis. Just before Patrick 
Connelly, aged thirty-five, died he ex- 
claimed, “Oh! my mother! my dear moth 
er!” When the heart of Connelly was ex- 
amined it was found the apex was elongat- 
ed and bursted. No cause is assigned ex- 
cept grief due to the death of the aged 
mother of the deceased. The verdict was 
death caused by a a ruptured heart. 


Where to Pat the Mustard Plasters. 

An English lady declares that a mustard 
plaster on the elbow will cure neuralgia in 
the face, and that one on the back of the 
neck will cure neuralgia in the head; and 
the reason given for this is that the mus- 
tard is said to touch the nerves directly it 
begins to bite; while, if put on a part 
where no nerve exists, it is of no use. 


SOCIAL ETIQUETTE. 
The Differing Courtesies That Mark Good 
Breeding in Man and in Woman. 

“Are girls as well bred as boys?” Yes— 
and no! says Marion Harland in answer- 
ing this question in The Housekeeper’s 
Weekly. Their training lies along differ- 
ent lines. One thing must always be con- 
sidered—namely, that a woman's part is 
in many points of etiquette passive. Itis 
the man who takes the initiative, and who 
is made such a prominent figure that all 
eyes are drawn to him. Have you ever no- 
ticed it? Man proposes, woman accepts. 
Man stands, woman remains seated. Man 
lifts his hat, woman merely bows. Man 
acts as escort, woman as the escorted. So 
when a man is careless or thoughtless it is 
all the more evident. For this reason be- 
gin as a boy to observe all the small, sweet 
courtesies of life. I often wish there were 
apy one point in which a woman could 
show her genuine ladyhood as a man dis- 
plays his gentlehood by the management 
of his hat—raising it entirely from the 
head on meeting a woman, lifting it when 
the lady with whom he is walking bows to 
an acquaintance, or, when his man com- 
panion greets a friend, baring his head on 
meeting, parting from or kissing mother, 
sister or wife. These, with other points, 
such as rising when a woman enters the 
room and remaining standing until she is 
seated, giving her the precedence in pass- 
ing in or out of a door and picking up the 
handkerchief or glove she lets fall—are 
sure indices of the gentleman, or by their 
absence mark the boor. 

But our girl should not think that she 
can afford to overlook the acts of tactful 
courtesy which are her duty as well as her 
brother’s.

Text of Conditional Bill Reported in 
the Legislature, 


To be Void Unless Accepted Within 
Three Years by a Two-Thirds Vote, 


The petition of the Mayor of Quincy for 
authority to establish and maintain a 
public water supply, has secured a favorable 
report from the Legislative Committee. 
The bill is exactly what the city asked for, 
and was reported at the session of the 
House Wednesday afternoon, by Represen- 
tative Burke of this city, who isa member 
of the committee. 

There were four dissenters to the report, 
viz: Senator Wyer of Middlesex, Repre- 
sentatives Johnson of Haverhill, McFethries 
of Springfield, and Nutting of Northamp- 
ton. The committee is composed of eleven 
members, and two out of three senators 
and five out of representatives 
favored the bill. 

The important sections of the act are 
given in full below and the others in sub- 
stance:

Be it enacted, ete., as follows:— 


Section 1. The city of Quincy, for the 
purpose of supplying the said city and the 
inhabitants thereof with pure water for the 
extinguishment of fires and for domestic and 
other purposes, either independently of the 
works of the Quincy Water Company or after 


the purchase of the franchise, corporate 
property, rights and privileges of said 
corporation, may take, hold and convey 


into and through said city, the waters of 
Blue Hill river and of the tributaries thereof,

Sect. 2. Said city shall, within sixty 
days after taking any lands, rights of way, 
water rights, water sources or easements 
aforesaid, otherwise than by purchase, for 
the purpose of this act, file and cause to be 
recorded in the registry of deeds for the 
of Norfolk a description thereof, 
sufficiently accurate for identification, with 
astatement of the purpose for which the 
same was taken, which statement shall be 
signed by the Mayor. 

Sect. 3. Said city, for the purpose afore- 
said, may construct aqueducts and main- 
tain the same; may construct and maintain 
dams, reservoirs, storage basins, filter gal- 
leries, and other proper works; may erect 
buildings and machinery; may make and 
establish such public fountains and hydrants 
as may from time to time be deemed proper, 
and may change or discontinue the same 
may regulate the use of water, and establish 
the rates to be paid therefor, and collect the 
same by process of law. Said city may also 
for the purposes aforesaid, carry any pipe, 
drain or aqueduct over or under any river, 
Water course, street, railroad, public way, 
highway or other way, in such manner as 
not unnecessarily to obstruct the same, and 
may enter upon and dig up such road, street 
or way for the purpose of laying down, main- 
taining or repairing any pipe, drain or aque- 
duct, and may do any other thing necessary

and proper in executing the purposes of this 
act. 

Sect. 4. Ifsaid city enters upon and digs 
up for the purposes aforesaid or by reason of 
anything authorized by this act injures any 
read, street or way which is outside the lim- 
its of said city, it shall be subject to such 
reasonable regulations as may be prescribed 
by the selectmen of the town in which such 
road, street or way is located, and shall re- 
store the same to as good order and condition 
as it was in when such digging commenced, 
or before such injury occurred; and shall 
forever maintain all railings which may be 
necessary on account of any alteration re- 
quired to be made in the grade of any portion 
of any street by reason of anything done un- 
der the authority of this act; and the work 
shall be done and all repairs be made in such 
manner and with such care as not to render 
any road, street or way in which such pipes 
are laid, umsafe or unnecessarily inconven- 
ient to the public travel thereon. Said city 
shall at all times indemnify and save harm- 
less any such town which is liable to keep in 
repair any road, street or way aforesaid 
against all damages and costs which may be 
recovered against it, and shall reimburse to 
it all expense which it shall reasonably incur 
in the defense of suits or otherwise by reason 
of any defect or want of repair in such road, 
street or way, caused by the placing, mainte- 
nance, repairing or replacing of said pipes, or 
by reason of any injury to persons or prop- 
erty, caused by any defect or want of repair 
in any such pipes; provided, that said city

How to Me the Tongue. 

The perfectly healthy tongue is clean, 
| moist, lies loosely in the mouth, is round 
at the edge and has no prominent papilla, 
says Dr. Julia H. Smith in the New York 
Ledger, and then proceeds to interpret 
other aspects of this small but mighty 
member: The tongue may be furred from 
local causes, or from sympathy with the 
stomach, intestines liver.
